An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain,  with  amendments,  Sec- 
tions 2  and  11  of  Ordinance  No.  1186,  approved  August  2, 
1954,  said  Ordinance  No.  1186  being  known  generally  as 
the  "City  Housing  Rent  Control  Ordinance",  extending  the 
provisions  thereof  until  March  31,  1956,  and  amending  the 
definition  of  the  term  "controlled  housing  accommodations" 
as  contained  therein. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  2  and  11  of  Or- 
dinance No.  1186,  approved  August  2,  1954,  said 
Ordinance  No.  1186  being  known  generally  as  the 
''City  Housfng  Rent  Control  Ordinance",  be  and  it 
is  hereby  repealed  and  reordained,  with  amend- 
ments, to  read  as  follows : 

2.  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires : — 

''Commission"  means  the  City  Housing  Rent  Com- 
mission as  created  by  this  ordinance. 

"Housing  accommodations"  means  any  building 
or  structure,  permanent  or  temporary,  or  any  part 
thereof,  occupied  or  intended  to  be  occupied  by  one 
or  more  individuals  as  a  residence,  home,  sleeping 
place,  boarding  house  or  lodging  house,  land  and 
building  appurtenant  thereto,  and  all  services, 
privileges,  furnishings,  furniture  and  facilities  sup- 
plied in  connection  with  the  occupation  thereof,  but 
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8.  Pursuant  to  Chapter  217  of  the  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1949,  whereby  a 
new  paragraph  known  as  Paragraph  14A  was  added 
to  Section  6  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  (1949 
Edition),  there  is  hereby  created  an  agency  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  be  known 
as  the  "Baltimore  Redevelopment  Commission", 
consisting  of  seven  members,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  and  confirmed  by  the  City  Council  for 
a  term  of  five  years.  One  of  said  persons  shall  be 
designated  by  the  Mayor  as  Chairman  of  the  Balti- 
more Redevelopment  Commission.  Their  successors 
shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  five  years  each,  and 
all  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
Mayor  for  the  unexpired  terms.  Three  of  the  mem- 
bers shall  have  had  at  least  five  years  of  professional 
or  vocational  activity  in  work  relating  to  urban 
land  use,  architecture,  development  engineering, 
city  planning,  land  development,  mortgage  financ- 
ing, or  real  estate,  and  the  other  four  shall  be 
representative  citizens  who  are  interested  in  com- 
munity and  civic  affairs.  The  members  of  the  Balti- 
more Redevelopment  Commission  shall  serve  with- 
out compensation.  The  Baltimore  Redevelopment 
Commission  shall  adopt  rules  for  the  transaction  of 
business  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  members  and  may 
administer  oaths  and  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

(Council  No.  2) 

An  ordinance  granting  to  the  Baltimore  Transit  Company,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  the  right  to  operate  vehicles  pro- 
pelled by  electricity  but  not  operated  upon  rails,  and  to  erect 
and  maintain  the  necessary  poles,  wires,  and  overhead  equip- 
ment and  appurtenances  at  the  following  locations:  In  an 
easterly  direction  on  North  Avenue  from  the  west  side  of 
Maryland  Avenue  to  the  west  side  of  St.  Paul  Street;  in  a 
southerly  direction  on  St.  Paul  Street  from  North  Avenue 
to  the  north  side  of  Lafayette  Avenue;  in  a  westerly  di- 
rection on  Lafayette  Avenue  from  St.  Paul  Street  to  the 
west  side  of  Charles  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore  Transit 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  it  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  operate  vehi- 
cles propelled  by  electricity  supplied  from  overhead 
wires,  but  not  operated  upon  rails,  and  to  erect  and 
maintain  the  necessary  poles,  wires,  and  overhead 
equipment  and  appurtenances  at  the  following  lo- 
cations: In  an  easterly  direction  on  North  Avenue 
from  the  west  side  of  Maryland  Avenue  to  the  west 
side  of  St.  Paul  Street;  in  a  southerly  direction  on 
St.  Paul  Street  from  North  Avenue  to  the  north  side 
of  Lafayette  Avenue;  in  a  westerly  direction  en 
Lafayette  Avenue  from  St.  Paul  Street  to  the  west 
side  of  Charles  Street. 

Sp:c.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  poles,  wires,  overhead  equipment  and  appurte- 
nances shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  under 
the  supervision  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City ;  and  the  said 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change  the 
location  of  said  poles,  wires,  overhead  equipment 
or  appurtenances,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  when- 
ever in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways  Engineer, 
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approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore 
City  the  public  convenience,  safety  and/or  welfare 
may  so  require. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall,  at  all 
times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to  rea- 
sonably regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the  rights 
herein  granted  and  that  the  said  rights  shall  be  ex- 
ercised and  enjoyed  within  six  (6)  months  after  the 
grant,  and  that  the  rights  herein  granted  shall  be 
held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty- 
five  (25)  years,  and  with  the  further  right  to  said 
Grantee,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  including  in  such 
revaluation  the  value  derived  from  said  right  to 
renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five 
(25)  years;  that  upon  the  termination  of  said  rights 
herein  granted  there  shall  be  a  fair  valuation  of  the 
plant  and  property  of  said  Grantee,  to  be  constructed 
by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  be  and  be- 
come the  property  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at  its 
election,  on  its  paying  said  Grantee  said  valuation; 
that  said  payment  is  to  be  at  a  fair  equitable  valua- 
tion of  the  same  as  property,  excluding  any  value 
derived  from  the  right  or  franchise  by  this  ordinance 
granted;  said  revaluation  and  valuation  herein- 
before provided  for  to  be  determined  upon  by  two 
arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the  other  to  be  appointed 
by  the  said  Grantee,  its  representatives  or  assigns, 
who,  in  case  they  shall  be  unable  to  agree  between 
themselves,  shall  appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  and  the 
decision  of  a  majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be 
final  and  binding  as  to  the  revaluation  or  valuation 
as  aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  said  two  arbitrators 
shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree  upon  an 
umpire,  then  the  Board  of  Estimates  shall  appoint 
such  umpire.

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
right  and  power  are  hereby  expressly  reserved  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all 
times,  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full 
municipal  superintendence,  regulation  and  control  in 
respect  to  all  matters  connected  with  the  grant  here- 
in contained  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms 
thereof  and  that  non-compliance,  at  any  time  or 
times,  by  the  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with 
any  of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall,  at 
the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and 
that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a  waiver 
of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if,  at 
any  time  or  times  hereafter,  in  the  performance  of 
any  public  work  (whether  the  said  work  be  per- 
formed and/or  financed,  either  in  whole  or  in  part 
by  the  City,  the  State  and/or  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, or  any  of  their  agencies)  the  said  Highways 
Engineer  shall  in  his  judgment  determine  that  the 
public  convenience,  safety  and/or  welfare  require 
the  adjusting,  altering,  shifting,  moving,  relocating, 
supporting,  protecting  and/or  accommodating  of 
any  or  all  of  said  poles,  wires,  overhead  construction 
and/or  appurtenances,  the  said  Grantee,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns  shall,  in  any  and  all  such  cases, 
promptly  upon  written  notice  from  the  said  High- 
ways Engineer,  and  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense 
of  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
adjust,  alter,  shift,  move,  relocate,  support,  protect 
and/or  accommodate  their  said  structures,  in  whole 
or  in  part  and  temporarily  or  permanently,  so  as 
fully  to  meet  the  exigencies  occasioning  such  notice. 
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Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  poles,  wires,  overhead  construction  and/or 
appurtenances  authorized,  or  upon  any  forfeiture 
of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  franchises  hereby 
granted,  or  should  the  Grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any  or  all  of  said  poles, 
wires,  overhead  construction  and/or  appurtenances, 
or  upon  the  termination  of  the  rights  herein  granted 
and  election  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  not  to  take 
said  plant  and  property,  then  and  in  any  of  such 
events,  from  time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and 
rights  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as 
to  the  poles,  wires,  overhead  construction  and/or 
appurtenances  so  affected,  without  any  compensa- 
tion to  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
and  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns  shall 
promptly  remove  the  poles,  wires,  overhead  equip- 
ment and/or  appurtenances  so  affected,  at  its  entire 
expense,  if  and  when  notified  by  said  Highways 
Engineer  so  to  do,  and  any  such  removal  of  poles, 
wires,  overhead  equipment  and/or  appurtenances, 
shall  be  done  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  time  to  time, 
at  the  option  of  the  City,  acting  through  said  High- 
ways Engineer.  And  upon  any  and  all  such  removals 
of  poles,  wires,  overhead  equipment  and/or  appurte- 
nances, the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  promptly  pave  or  repave  at  their  entire  ex- 
pense, the  street  beds,  curbs,  and  sidewalks  of  all 
streets  and  alleys  disturbed  by  such  removals  of 
poles,  wires,  overhead  equipment  and/or  appurte- 
nances, the  said  paving  or  repaving  to  be  done  with 
such  materials  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  said  Highways  Engineer  in  each 
instance. 

Sec.   7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  Grantee,   its  successors  or  assigns,  fail, 
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neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  within  a  reasonable  time 
any  of  the  work  herein  required  to  be  done  by  them 
from  time  to  time,  then  in  any  and  all  such  instances 
the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is 
hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said  work  and 
collect  all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from  said 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also  pay 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from 
time  to  time,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  written 
notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount 
or  amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  follow- 
ing work,  in  so  far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary 
from  time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  resulting  from 
the  construction,  maintenance,  operation,  presence, 
use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration  and  re- 
moval of  said  poles,  wires,  overhead  construction 
and/or  appurtenances : 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  replacing, 
protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete  of 
any  or  all  sub-surface  structures  belonging  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  the 
streets  occupied  by  said  poles,  wires,  overhead  con- 
struction and/or  appurtenances; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repairing, 
protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all  paving, 
curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets. 
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Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  re- 
ceipts from  operation  of  the  vehicles  herein  author- 
ized shall  be  considered  a  portion  of  the  gross  re- 
ceipts of  The  Baltimore  Transit  Company  and  shall 
be  accounted  for  as  such  by  said  Company  in  the 
payment  of  the  gross  receipts  tax  and  net  income  tax 
levied  against  said  Company  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  The  Baltimore  Transit 
Company  for  the  franchises  and  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  per 
lineal  foot  flat  charge  and  all  expenses  of  advertising. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

(Council  No.  3) 

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  acquisition  by  purchase  or  con- 
demnation by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for 
public  highway  purposes,  in  fee  simple  with  the  improve- 
ments thereupon,  the  four  parcels  of  land  in  the  vicinity  of 
Steelton  Avenue  and  Boston  Street,  containing  respectively 
803  square  feet,  1,501  square  feet,  109  square  feet  and 
6,000  square  feet  of  land,  more  or  less. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  is  necessary  to  ac-

give  tenants  ninety  (90)  days'  notice  before  the  termina- 
tion of  such  tenancies  and  relating  generally  to  the  re- 
lationship between  landlord  and  tenant  in  certain  premises 
in  Baltimore  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  730A  of  the 
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Charter  and  Public  Local  Laws  of  Baltimore  City 
(1949  Edition),  title  ^'Baltimore  City",  sub-title 
"Tenants  for  Years  or  Less  or  at  Will",  as  said 
section  was  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  1187,  ap- 
proved August  2,  1954,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed  and  re-ordained,  with  amendments,  to  read 
as  follows : 

730A.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 735  of  this  Article,  the  notice  required  to  be 
given  by  any  landlord  to  any  tenant  to  terminate 
the  tenancies  of  dwelling  units  for  the  terms  men- 
tioned in  Sections  728,  729  and  730  of  this  Article 
shall  be  ninety  (90)  days'  notice  previous  to  the  date 
upon  which  the  landlord  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
remedy  contained  in  Section  734;  and  no  landlord 
leasing,  renting  or  demising  any  dwelling  unit  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore  under  a  lease  for  a  year  or  any 
period  less  than  a  year,  at  sufferance  or  per  autre 
vie,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  remedy  provided  by  Sec- 
tion 734  if  he  has  not  given  ninety  (90)  days' 
notice  before  exercising  such  remedy,  unless : 

(1)  The  tenant  is  violating  an  obligation  of  his 
tenancy  such  as  unreasonably  refusing  the  landlord 
access  to  the  dwelling  unit;  or 

(2)  The  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  a 
nuisance  on  the  premises  or  is  using  or  permitting 
the  use  of  the  dwelling  unit  for  immoral  or  illegal 
purposes  or  for  other  than  living  or  dwelling  pur- 
poses; or 

(3)  The  dwelling  unit  is  occupied  under  a  seasonal 
occupancy,  which  is  hereby  defined  to  be  a  tenancy 
for  not  more  than  five  (5)  months;  or 

(4)  The  dwelling  unit  is  and  was,  at  the  effective 
date  hereof,  a  non-house-keeping  furnished  room  or 
unit  without  cooking  facilities;  or 
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(5)  The  tenant's  lease  or  other  rental  agreement 
has  expired  or  otherwise  terminated  and,  at  the  time 
of  termination,  the  occupants  of  the  housing  accom- 
modations are  subtenants  or  other  persons  who 
occupied  under  a  rental  agreement  with  the  tenant 
and  no  part  of  the  accommodations  is  used  by  the 
tenant  as  his  dwelling. 

If  the  landlord  seeks  to  evict  the  tenant  under 
the  provisions  of  Paragraphs  1,  2,  3,  4  or  5  above, 
the  notice  to  the  tenant  shall  be  thirty  (30)  days 
before  the  end  of  the  term  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  the  lease. 

In  addition,  no  such  landlord  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  remedy  provided  by  Section  734  if  he  has  not 
given  ninety  (90)  days'  notice  before  exercising  such 
remedy  unless : 

(1)  The  landlord,  who  is  the  owner  of  the  housing 
accommodations,  seeks  in  good  faith  to  recover  pos- 
session thereof  for  his  immediate  and  personal  use 
and  occupancy  as  housing  accommodations,  or  for 
the  immediate  and  personal  use  and  occupancy  as 
housing  accommodations  by  a  member  or  members 
of  his  immediate  family,  which  shall  include  a  son, 
son-in-law,  daughter,  daughter-in-law,  father, 
father-in-law,  mother,  mother-in-law,  step-child  and 
adopted  child;  or 

(2)  The  landlord  seeks,  in  good  faith,  to  recover 
possession  for  the  immediate  purpose  of  substan- 
tially altering  or  remodeling  the  housing  accommo- 
dations for  continued  use  as  housing  accommoda- 
tions, in  a  manner  which  cannot  practically  be  done 
with  the  tenant  in  possession,  or  for  the  immediate 
purpose  of  demolishing  them,  provided  that  the 
landlord  has  obtained  such  approval  for  the  pro- 
posed alterations  or  remodeling  or  demolition  as  may 
be  required  under  the  law ;  or 
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(3)  The  landlord  seeks  in  good  faith  to  recover 
possession  of  the  housing  accommodations  for  the 
immediate  purpose  of: 

(a)  Making  a  permanent  conversion  to  commer- 
cial use  by  substantially  altering  or  remodeling 
them;  or 

(b)  Personally  making  a  permanent  use  of  them 
for  non-housing  purposes;  or 

(c)  Permanently  withdrawing  them  from  both 
housing  and  non-housing  rental  markets  without 
any  intent  to  sell  the  housing  accommodations. 

If  the  landlord  seeks  to  evict  the  tenant  under 
the  provisions  of  Paragraphs  1,  2  and  3  above,  the 
notice  to  the  tenant  shall  be  ninety  (90)  days  before 
the  end  of  the  term,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the 
lease. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  any 
section  or  provision  of  this  ordinance  is  held  invalid 
for  any  reason,  such  invalidity  shall  not,  in  any 
way,  affect  any  other  section  or  provision  of  this 
ordinance  and  the  remainder  of  this  ordinance  shall 
continue  in  full  force  and  effect  as  if  such  invalid 
section  or  provision  had  not  been  ordained. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

erly to  the  northern  city  boundary  line  of  Baltimore  City  as 
established  in  1918. 

Section  1.  Beit  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Agreement,  dated 
July  20,  1955,  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  The  Philadelphia,  Balti- 
more and  Washington  Railroad  Company,  et  al.  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  said 
Agreement  being  as  follows : 
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"This  Agreement,  Made  this  20th  day  of  July, 
1955,  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
OF  Baltimore,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State 
of  Maryland,  party  of  the  first  part,  hereinafter 
sometimes  called  the  'City',  and  The  Philadelphia, 
Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad  Company, 
a  body  corporate,  existing  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  The  Northern  Central  Rail- 
way Company,  a  body  corporate,  existing  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  The  Union  Railroad 
Company  of  Baltimore,  a  body  corporate,  existing 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  The 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  a  body  corpo- 
rate, existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, lessee  of  The  Philadelphia,  Baltimore 
AND  Washington  Railroad  Company,  The  North- 
ern Central  Railway  Company  and  The  Union 
Railroad  Company  of  Baltimore,  parties  of  the 
second  part,  hereinafter  sometimes  called  the 
'Railroads'. 

"Whereas,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more is  about  to  begin  the  opening,  extension,  and 
improvement  of  through  (limited  access)  highway, 
hereinafter  sometimes  called  'Jones  Falls  Express- 
way', beginning  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  East- 
ern Avenue  and  the  Jones  Falls  and  extending 
thence  northerly  and  northwesterly  to  the  Northern 
City  Boundary  line  (Established  1918)  to  connect 
with  the  new  York  Road  being  constructed  by  the 
State  of  Maryland,  and  said  opening,  extension,  and 
improvement  of  said  Jones  Falls  Expressway  will 
parallel,  cross  over,  and  cross  under  existing  tracks 
of  the  Railroads  and  will  occupy  and  use  land  now 
owned  by  the  Railroads;  all  as  shown  generally  on 
the  plats  hereinafter  referred  to ;  and 

"Whereas,  for  the  purpose  of  evidencing  the 
agreement  between  the  parties  hereto,  as  to  the  con-

struction  of  said  project  and  the  maintenance  of 
same,  and  the  contribution  by  the  Railroads  to  the 
project,  this  agreement  is  entered  into. 

**NOW,  T'HEREFORE,  THIS  AGREEMENT  WIT- 
NESSETH :  That,  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and 
mutual  covenants  and  promises  herein  set  forth,  to 
be  observed,  kept,  and  performed  by  each  party 
hereto,  it  is  mutually  agreed  as  follows : 

1.  The  City  agrees: 

(a)  To  construct,  or  cause  to  be  constructed,  with- 
out cost  to  the  Railroads,  a  through  (limited  access) 
highway  to  be  known  as  the  Jones  Falls  Express- 
way, said  Expressway  to  be  constructed  over  and 
along  proposed  new  Jones  Falls  drainage  conduits 
from  Eastern  Avenue  to  Pratt  Street,  at  present 
street  grade  level,  and  said  Expressway  to  ascend  to 
the  north  from  Pratt  Street  and  to  be  carried  by 
means  of  a  viaduct  in  and  above  the  bed  of  Jones 
Falls  and  in  and  above  a  portion  of  the  bed  of  West 
Falls  Avenue,  from  Pratt  Street  to  Baltimore  Street, 
in  and  above  the  bed  of  the  Fallsway,  as  now  laid 
out,  and,  in  part,  on  and  above  land  abutting  on  and 
in  the  vicinity  of  said  Fallsway,  from  Baltimore 
Street  to  Monument  Street;  in  and  above  the  bed 
of  the  Fallsway,  as  now  laid  out,  and  overhanging 
the  land  abutting  thereon,  from  Monument  Street 
to  Eager  Street;  and  said  viaduct  to  be  constructed 
with  adjacent  level  lanes  (divided  by  median  strip) 
from  Pratt  Street  to  Baltimore  Street  and  with 
superimposed  upper  (southbound  lane)  and  lower 
(northbound  lane)  levels  from  Baltimore  Street  to 
Gay  Street  and  with  separated  upper  (southbound 
lane)  and  lower  (northbound  lane)  levels  from  Gay 
Street  to  a  point  north  of  Bath  Street,  and  with 
adjacent  level  lanes  (divided  by  median  strip)  from 
a  point  north  of  Bath  Street  to  Eager  Street;  and 
said  Expressway  to  be  carried  on  said  viaduct  over 
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and  above  Lombard,  Baltimore,  Fayette,  Lexington, 
Gay,  Hillen  and  Bath  Streets  and  under  the  Orleans 
Street  Viaduct  and  over  and  above  Centre,  High, 
Terminal,  Monument,  Madison,  and  Eager  Streets, 
and  said  Expressway,  in  addition  to  meeting  Pratt 
Street  at  grade,  to  be  connected  to  Fayette  Street  by 
means  of  a  ramp  and  to  Lexington  Street  and  the 
Fallsway  by  means  of  a  ramp ;  and  said  Expressway 
and  Viaduct,  at  a  point  North  of  Eager  Street,  to 
diverge  from  the  Fallsway,  as  now  laid  out,  and  to 
be  constructed  on  a  grade  descending  to  the  north, 
crossing  Chase  Street  approximately  at  the  present 
grade  thereof,  said  Chase  Street,  from  a  point  west 
of  Barclay  Street  to  Guilford  Avenue,  to  be  physi- 
cally closed  to  public  travel,  except  travel  on  the  said 
Expressway  and  on  the  Fallsway,  as  proposed  to  be 
relocated,  from  Eager  Street  to  Guilford  Avenue, 
north  of  Chase  Street;  and  said  Expressway  to  be 
carried  under  the  Biddle  Street,  Preston  Street,  Guil- 
ford Avenue,  Calvert  Street,  St.  Paul  Street,  Charles 
Street,  and  Maryland  Avenue  Bridges,  which  are  to 
be  reconstructed  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  said  Ex- 
pressway to  be  connected  to  St.  Paul  Street  and 
Charles  Street  by  means  of  a  ramp  at  each  street; 
and  said  Expressway  to  be  constructed  over  and 
along  proposed  new  Jones  Falls  drainage  conduits 
from  the  present  drainage  conduit  portal  west  of 
Guilford  Avenue  to  proposed  new  drainage  conduit 
portals  east  of  the  Howard  Street  Bridge ;  and  said 
Express  way  to  be  carried  under  the  present  Howard 
Street  Bridge  and  over  and  above  tracks  of  the 
Railroads  just  west  thereof,  North  Avenue  and  the 
driveway  leading  from  North  Avenue  to  the  Mt. 
Vernon  freight  depot  by  means  of  a  viaduct  begin- 
ning at  or  near  the  west  side  of  Maryland  Avenue 
and  ending  about  300  feet  north  of  the  north  side  of 
North  Avenue,  and  said  Expressway  to  be  connected 
to  North  Avenue  by  means  of  a  traffic  interchange ; 
and  said  Expressway  to  be  carried  east  of,  and  gen- 
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erally  parallel  with,  and  to  include  a  portion  of  the 
bed  of  Mt.  Royal  Terrace,  and  to  be  constructed  at 
an  elevation  lower  than  the  existing  Mt.  Royal  Ter- 
race and  to  be  connected  thereto  in  the  vicinity  of 
29th  Street;  and  the  northbound  lane  of  said  Ex- 
pressway to  be  of  cantilever  construction,  if  neces- 
sary, over  Railroad  Companies'  tracks  and  other 
facilities  serving  the  Mt.  Vernon  freight  depot ;  and 
said  Expressway  to  be  carried  over  a  ravine  south 
of  29th  Street  by  means  of  a  bridge,  if  necessary, 
and  to  be  connected  to  the  29th  Street  Bridge,  at  or 
near  the  southwest  end  of  the  29th  Street  Bridge,  by 
a  traffic  interchange;  and  said  Expressway  to  pass 
under  the  29th  Street  Bridge  at  the  present  grade 
level ;  and  said  Expressway  to  be  carried  on  a  viaduct 
from  a  point  north  of  the  29th  Street  Bridge  to  a 
point  north  of  Union  Avenue,  said  viaduct  passing 
over  the  tracks  of  the  Railroads  at  a  point  in  line 
with  Ash  Street,  if  extended  southwesterly,  Jones 
Falls,  and  Union  Avenue,  and  said  Expressway  to 
be  connected  with  Falls  Road  and  Roland  Avenue  by 
a  traffic  interchange;  and  said  Expressway  to  con- 
tinue northerly  at  the  present  grade  level,  passing 
under  the  41st  Street  Viaduct,  Cold  Spring  Lane, 
Northern  Parkway  (as  proposed  to  be  opened) ,  and 
Kelly  Avenue  Viaduct  to  the  Northern  City  Bound- 
ary Line  (Established  1918),  to  connect  with  the 
new  York  Road  being  constructed  by  the  State  of 
Maryland,  and  said  Expressway  to  be  connected  to 
Cold  Spring  Lane  and  Northern  Parkway  (as  pro- 
posed to  be  opened)  by  traffic  interchanges. 

"No  existing  grade  crossings  are  closed  or 
vacated  and  the  benefits  to  the  Railroads  are  zero. 

(b)  to  install,  renew,  replace  and  maintain  proper 
and  sufficient  drains  and  drainage  facilities  in  con- 
nection with  the  Jones  Falls  Expressway  and  other 
property  of  the  City  and  to  protect  the  Railroads' 
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land  and  roadbeds  from  any  flow,  washing,  diver- 
sion, overflow  or  discharge  of  waters,  mud,  silt,  dirt, 
oil,  ash,  waste,  noxious  substance  or  the  like  onto 
the  Railroads'  property  therefrom  and  to  indemnify 
and  hold  harmless  the  Railroads'  property  from  such 
flow,  washing,  diversion,  overflow  or  discharge.  To 
provide  on  the  property  or  easements  to  be  conveyed 
by  Railroads  adequate  means  of  drainage  in  place  of 
and  to  care  for  any  drainage  of  Railroads'  land  or 
roadbeds  disturbed  or  interfered  with  by  the  Jones 
Falls  Expressway,  provided  that  the  City  shall  not 
be  liable  for  natural  drainage  of  the  Railroads'  rights 
of  way  and/or  property  except  as  herein  set  forth. 

(c)  To  acquire,  without  cost  to  the  Railroads,  all 
property  or  other  property  rights,  except  those 
owned  or  controlled  by  the  Railroads,  required  to 
carry  out  the  work  contemplated  herein;  it  being 
understood  that  the  Railroads  will  grant  certain 
easements  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Each  party  hereto  waives,  but  only  as  against  the 
others,  any  and  all  damage  or  right  to  claim  damages 
to  any  of  its  property  growing  out  of,  or  in  any 
way  connected  with,  the  project  herein  contemplated, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  agreement. 

(d)  The  entire  cost  of  the  project  herein  contem- 
plated, subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  agreement, 
shall  be  borne  by  the  City. 

2.  The  Railroads  agree: — 

(a)  In  so  far  as  their  respective  titles  permit,  to 
grant  or  cause  to  be  granted,  respectively,  to  the 
City,  without  cost  to  the  City,  upon  demand,  such 
perpetual  easements  for  highway  purposes  over  any 
and  all  land  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Railroads 
which  may  be  required  for  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  the  said  Jones  Falls  Expressway ;  as 
shown  shaded  in  yellow  on  PLANS  TITLED  TLAT 
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SHOWING  THE  LOCATION,  COURSE  AND 
PROPERTY  WITHIN  AND  IN  THE  VICINITY 
OF  THE  JONES  FALLS  THROUGH  (LIMITED 
ACCESS)  HIGHWAY  FROM  EASTERN  AVE- 
NUE AND  JONES  FALLS  TO  TWENTY  NINTH 
STREET  AT  OR  NEAR  THE  SOUTHWEST  END 
OF  THE  TWENTY  NINTH  STREET  BRIDGE 
BEING  THE  PLAT  REFERRED  TO  IN  ORDI- 
NANCE NO.  1317.  APPROVED  BY  THE  CITY 
COUNCIL,  BALTIMORE,  MARYLAND,  ON 
FEBRUARY  11,  1955.'  SECTION  FAYETTE 
STREET  TO  EAGER  STREET  DATED  DECEM- 
BER 6,  1954,  and  NUMBERED  79-A-40x2,  SEC- 
TION EAGER  STREET  TO  TWENTY  NINTH 
STREET  DATED  DECEMBER  6,  1954,  AND 
NUMBERED  79-A-40Xi,  attached  hereto  and  made 
a  part  hereof.  Provided  that  in  lieu  of  granting 
perpetual  easements  for  the  aforesaid  purposes,  the 
Railroads  may  convey  a  fee  simple  title  to  any  part 
of  the  property  involved,  reserving  to  the  Railroads 
all  rights  not  inconsistent  with  the  Jones  Falls  Ex- 
pressway requirements.  Provided  further  whether 
the  grant  is  by  way  of  easement  or  by  way  of  fee 
simple  conveyance  with  reservations,  the  Railroads 
shall  inter  alia  reserve  and  retain  the  air  rights  over 
and  above  the  property  or  easements  conveyed  pro- 
vided that  (a)  there  shall  be  a  minimum  vertical 
clearance  of  16  feet  from  the  crown  of  the  roadway 
profile  to  the  underside  of  any  structure  built  there- 
over, (b)  the  columns  or  abutments  supporting  any 
structure  thereover  be  placed  outside  of  the  area  of 
the  easement  or  grant  or  where  the  median  strip  be- 
tween the  lanes  of  the  Expressway  is  of  sufficient 
width,  such  columns  and  abutments  may  be  placed 
in  the  median  strip  if  proper  side  clearance  from  the 
roadway  can  be  obtained,  (c)  the  Railroads  shall 
provide  and  maintain  any  illumination  required  by 
the  City  under  the  structure,  and  (d)  the  Railroads 
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shall  supply  and  maintain  any  ventilation  required 
by  the  City  under  the  structure. 

(b)  To  construct,  reconstruct,  relocate,  or  make 
alterations,  at  the  sole  cost  of  the  City,  to  tracks, 
railroad  signals,  bridge  warnings,  pole  lines,  over- 
head lines,  underground  cables,  barricades,  and 
other  railroad  facilities  (except  drainage  as  herein- 
above provided)  as  may  be  necessary  in  connection 
with  the  opening,  extension,  and  improvement  of 
said  Jones  Falls  Expressway. 

(c)  To  operate  their  trains  in  cooperation  with 
the  City  and  its  contractor,  or  contractors,  in  the 
construction  of  the  project,  subject  to  the  require- 
ments of  railroad  service  and  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  of  the  respective  Chief  Engineers 
of  the  Railroads  or  their  duly  authorized  repre- 
sentatives. 

(d)  To  grant  to  the  City  and  to  public  utility  cor- 
porations, or  to  any  of  them,  subject  to  approval 
(which  shall  not  be  unreasonably  withheld)  by  the 
respective  Chief  Engineers  of  the  Railroads  affected, 
the  right  to  enter  upon  any  land  now  owned  or  con- 
trolled by  the  Railroads  and  to  do  thereupon  what- 
ever is  necessary  in  connection  with  the  project 
previous  to  the  final  approval  of  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  the  improvements  and  changes  contem- 
plated herein  by  the  Railroads  and  the  City. 

3.  Six  (6)  photostatic  plats,  all  numbered  Drawer 
21H  Plan  48,  dated,  respectivelv,  9/22/54,  9/22/54, 
1/11/51,  1/11/51,  11/10/54,  11/10/54,  and  titled 
'C^ity  of  Baltimore,  Planning  Commission,  Depart- 
ment of  Planning,  Jones  Falls  Expressway,  Sections 
I  to  VI,  inclusive',  showing  generally  the  property 
involved,  the  proposed  Jones  Falls  Expressway  and 
other  information,  are  attached  hereto  and  made  a 
part  hereof. 
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4.  The  City  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  en- 
gineering of  the  project.  The  Jones  Falls  Express- 
way and  its  appurtenances,  within  the  limits  here- 
inbefore described,  shall  be  constructed  according 
to  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  the  City  and 
approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  each  Railroad 
before  the  work  is  performed.  The  City  and  the 
Railroads,  in  carrying  out  the  work  to  be  done  by 
each  party  under  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement, 
shall  provide  the  engineers  and  inspectors  required 
for  such  respective  parts  of  the  work.  All  work  by 
the  City  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  stand- 
ard specifications  of  the  City  in  force  on  the  date 
of  the  award  of  any  contract,  together  with  such 
special  provisions  as  may  be  necessary.  All  work 
to  be  done  by  the  Railroads,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Agreement,  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with 
the  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  the  Rail- 
roads and  approved  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City. 

5.  The  City  agrees,  for  itself  and  any  contractor 
or  contractors  working  on  the  project,  to  the  follow- 
ing provisions,  said  provisions  to  be  incorporated  in 
the  contract  or  contracts  with  any  contractor  or  con- 
tractors who  shall  perform  the  work  on  said  project: 

(a)  That  all  falsework  or  other  temporary  struc- 
tures involved  in  said  project  shall  provide  such 
minimum  clearances  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Railroad  affected  or  his  au- 
thorized representative. 

(b)  That  the  City  or  its  contractor  or  contractors 
shall  at  all  times  use  reasonable  care  and  diligence 
and  cooperate  with  the  officials  of  the  respective 
Railroads,  in  order  to  avoid  accidents,  damage  or 
unnecessary  delay  to,  or  interference  with,  the 
Railroads'  trains  or  other  property. 
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(c)  That  the  City  or  its  contractor  or  contractors, 
upon  completion  of  the  work,  shall  remove  from  the 
Railroads'  rights  of  way  all  machinery,  equipment, 
surplus  material,  falsework,  rubbish,  and  temporary 
buildings  placed  there  by  said  party  or  parties,  so 
as  to  leave  the  Railroads'  rights  of  way  and  prop- 
erty in  reasonable  conformance  to  adjacent  sections 
thereof  and  in  a  condition  satisfactory  to  the  Chief 
Engineers  of  the  Railroads,  or  their  duly  authorized 
representatives. 

(d)  That  the  City  or  its  contractor  or  contractors 
shall  reimburse  the  Railroads  for  the  actual  cost  of 
emplo\Tnent  by  the  Railroads  of  personnel  to  protect 
and  safeguard  railroad  traffic  and  railroad  property 
against  the  contractor's  operations  during  the 
progress  of  the  project,  it  being  understood  and 
agreed  that  the  City,  in  its  contracts,  shall  require 
its  contractors  to  reimburse  the  Railroads  for  the 
cost  of  such  personnel,  as  well  as  for  the  full  cost 
of  any  equipment  of  Railroads  required  by  the  City 
or  its  contractors,  promptly  upon  receipt  of  bills, 
and  agrees  to  withhold  final  payments  to  its  con- 
tractors until  the  Railroads  have  notified  the  City 
that  all  bills  have  been  settled. 

(e)  That  prior  to  commencing  any  work  under 
the  project,  the  City,  or  its  contractor  or  con- 
tractors, will  take  out  the  following  kinds  and 
amounts  of  insurance,  and  carry  the  same  until  all 
work  required  to  be  performed  has  been  completed 
and  accepted;  it  being  understood  that  if  any  part 
of  the  work  is  sublet,  similar  insurance  shall  be 
provided  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  subcontractors  to 
cover  their  operations,  and  evidence  of  such  in- 
surance satisfactory  to  the  City  and  to  the  Railroads 
shall  be  furnished  bv  the  contractor. 
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(1)     Contractor's  Public  Liability  and  Property 
Damage  Liability  Insurance 

The  contractor  shall  furnish  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  City  and  to  the  Railroads  that,  with  respect 
to  the  operations  he  performs,  he  carries  regular 
Contractor's  Public  Liability  Insurance  providing  for 
a  limit  of  not  less  than  $200,000.00  for  all  damages 
arising  out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  one 
person,  and  subject  to  that  limit  for  each  person,  a 
total  limit  of  $1,000,000.00  for  all  damages  arising 
out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  two  or  more 
persons  in  any  one  accident,  and  regular  Contractor's 
Property  Damage  Liability  Insurance  providing  for 
a  limit  of  not  less  than  $100,000.00  for  all  damages 
arising  out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of  property 
in  any  one  accident  and,  subject  to  mar  nmit  per 
accident,  a  total  (or  aggregate)  limit  of  $300,000.00 
for  all  damages  arising  out  of  injury  to  or  destruc- 
tion of  property  during  the  life  of  the  contract. 

This  insurance  policy  shall  contain  an  endorse- 
ment evidencing  that  any  damages  resulting  from 
an  act  or  omission  of  watchmen,  flagmen,  or  other 
similar  employees  furnished  by  Railroads  by  reason 
of  the  operations  of  the  contractor  or  subcontractors 
shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  operations  of  the 
contractor  or  subcontractors  and  are  covered  by 
insurance  under  this  policy. 

(2)     Contractor's  Protective  Public  Liability 
and  Property  Damage  Liability  Insurance 

The  contractor  shall  furnish  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  City  and  to  the  Railroads,  that  with  respect 
to  the  operations  performed  for  him  by  subcon- 
tractors, he  carries  in  his  own  behalf  regular  Con- 
tractor's Protective  Public  Liability  Insurance  pro- 
viding for  a  limit  of  not  less  than  $200,000.00  for 
all  damages  arising  out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death 
of  one  person,  and,  subject  to  that  limit  for  such 
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person,  a  total  limit  of  $1,000,000.00  for  all  damages 
arising  out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  two  or 
more  persons  in  any  one  accident,  and  regular  Con- 
tractor's Protective  Property  Damage  Liability  In- 
surance providing  for  a  limit  of  not  less  than  $100,- 
000.00  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  injury  to  or 
destruction  of  property  in  any  one  accident  and 
subject  to  that  limit  per  accident,  a  total  (or  aggre- 
gate) limit  of  $300,000.00  for  all  damages  arising 
out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of  property  during 
the  life  of  the  contract. 

This  insurance  policy  shall  contain  an  endorsement 
evidencing  that  any  damages  resulting  from  an  act 
or  omission  of  watchmen,  flagmen,  or  other  similar 
employees  furnished  by  Railroads  by  reabun  oi  the 
operations  of  the  contractor  or  subcontractors  shall 
be  deemed  a  part  of  the  operations  of  the  contractor 
or  subcontractors  and  are  covered  by  insurance 
under  this  policy. 

(3)  Automobile  Insurance 

The  contractor  shall  furnish  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  City  and  to  the  Railroads,  that  with  respect 
to  the  operations  he  performs,  he  carries  in  his  own 
behalf  Automobile  Insurance  providing  for  a  limit  of 
not  less  than  $100,000.00  for  all  damages  arising  out 
of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  one  person,  and, 
subject  to  that  limit  for  each  person,  a  total  limit 
of  $300,000.00  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  bodily 
injuries  to  or  death  of  two  or  more  persons  in  any 
one  accident  and  Property  Damage  Liability  having 
a  total  (or  aggregate)  limit  of  $10,000.00.  This 
policy  shall  cover  all  owned,  hired  or  non-owned 
cars  used  on  the  project. 

(4)  Steam  Boiler  Insurance 

In  the  event  steam  boilers  are  used  on  the  work, 
the  Contractor  shall  furnish  evidence  satisfactory  to 
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the  City  and  to  the  Railroads  that  he  carries  in  his 
own  behalf  standard  Steam  Boiler  Insurance  having 
an  aggregate  limit  of  not  less  than  $100,000.00. 

(5)     Railroads*  Protective  Public  Liability 
and  Property  Damage  Liability  Insurance 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  contractor  shall  fur- 
nish evidence  satisfactory  to  the  City  and  to  the 
Railroads,  that,  with  respect  to  the  operations  he 
or  any  of  his  subcontractors  perform,  he  has  pro- 
vided for  and  in  behalf  of  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  The  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  &  Washing- 
ton Railroad  Company,  the  Union  Railroad  Company 
of  Baltimore,  and  The  Northern  Central  Railway 
Dompany  Railroad  Liability  Insurance  Coverage 
(Broad  Form)  providing  for  a  limit  of  not  less  than 
$200,000.00  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  bodily 
injuries  to  or  death  of  one  person  and,  subject  to 
that  limit  for  each  person,  a  total  limit  of  $1,000,- 
000.00  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  bodily  injuries 
to  or  death  of  two  or  more  persons  in  any  one 
accident,  and  Railroad  Liability  Insurance  Coverage 
(Broad  Form)  providing  for  a  limit  of  not  less  than 
$100,000.00  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  injury  to 
or  destruction  of  property  in  any  one  accident,  and, 
subject  to  that  limit  per  accident,  a  total  (or  aggre- 
gate) limit  of  $300,000.00  for  all  damages  arising 
out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of  property  during 
the  life  of  the  contract.  This  policy  shall  also  cover 
injury  to  or  destruction  of  property  in  the  care, 
custody  and  control  of  the  Railroads. 

This  insurance  policy  shall  contain  an  endorsement 
evidencing  that  any  damages  resulting  from  an  act 
or  omission  of  watchmen,  flagmen,  or  other  similar 
employees  furnished  by  Railroads  by  reason  of  the 
operations  of  the  contractor  or  subcontractors  shall 
be  deemed  a  part  of  the  operations  of  the  contractor 
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or  subcontractors   and    are    covered    by    insurance 
under  this  policy. 

This  insurance  pohcy  shall  also  contain  an  en- 
dorsement evidencing  that  the  Railroads  are  pro- 
tected against  any  damages  arising  from  injury  to 
officers  and  employees  of  the  contractor  or  subcon- 
tractors while  on  the  premises  of  the  Railroads. 

(6)      Workmen's  Compensation  and  Employer's 
Liability  Unlimited 

This  insurance  is  to  be  carried  by  contractor  as 
required  by  law. 

All  the  insurance  hereinbefore  specified  in  Section 
(e)  shall  be  carried  until  all  work  required  to  be 
performed  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  is  satis- 
factorily completed  as  evidenced  by  the  formal  ac- 
ceptance by  the  City. 

6.  The  cost  of  opening,  extending,  and  improving 
the  said  Jones  Falls  Expressway,  including  all 
bridges,  viaducts,  traffic  interchanges,  Jones  Falls 
drainage  conduits,  approaches,  piers,  abutments, 
walls,  embankments,  and  foundations;  all  parts  of 
the  Expressway  built  in  connection  therewith;  all 
grading  and  all  paving  of  roadway  and  sidewalk 
areas;  of  any  and  all  drainage  work  required  here- 
under, except  as  in  this  agreement  otherwise  pro- 
vided; of  all  insurance  required  hereunder;  of  all 
railroad  equipment,  such  as  work  trains,  locomotive 
cranes,  cars  or  other  rolling  stock  and  railroad  per- 
sonnel required  by  the  City  or  the  City's  contractor 
or  contractors ;  of  all  services  by  watchmen,  flagmen, 
and  the  like  required  to  insure  safety  and  continuity 
of  railroad  traffic  during  the  work  or  construction; 
and  of  the  removal  of  all  equipment,  material  and 
debris  left  over  on  completion  of  the  projects;  shall 
be  borne  by  the  City,  except  that  the  railroads  will 
contribute,  without  cost  to  the  City,  any  and  all 
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land  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Railroads  that  may- 
be required  for  the  opening,  extension  and  improve- 
ment of  said  Jones  Falls  Expressway  from  Eastern 
Avenue  and  Jones  Falls  to  the  Northern  City 
Boundary  (Estabhshed  1918). 

7.  The  Railroads,  for  work  done  by  its  own  forces 
or  by  its  contractor  or  contractors,  may  bill  the 
City  monthly  when  costs  exceed  $1,000.00.  Pro- 
gressive invoices  may  be  submitted  for  work  done 
during  the  previous  month  or  period  showing  portion 
of  estimated  cost  completed.  Final  bill  covering 
actual  cost  of  work  and  showing  all  details  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  City  within  ninety  (90)  days  after 
completion  of  said  work.  The  City  shall  pay  all  bills 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  and  approval 
thereof.  Final  payment  for  all  amounts  due  the 
Railroads  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  within  ninety 
(90)  days  after  final  audit  has  been  made  and  ap- 
proved by  the  City. 

8.  While  the  City  shall  assume  as  part  of  the  cost 
of  the  work,  the  cost  of  initial  attachments  and 
facilities  of  Railroads  to  the  bridges  and  viaducts, 
the  Railroads  shall  have  the  right  in  the  future, 
subject  to  the  approval  (which  shall  not  be  unrea- 
sonably withheld)  and  supervision  of  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  of  the  City,  and  in  such  manner  as  not 
to  interfere  with  traffic  or  endanger  the  traveling 
public  on  said  Jones  Falls  Expressway,  without 
charge  to  the  Railroads,  to  place,  attach,  maintain, 
repair,  remove,  and  replace,  at  the  sole  cost  and 
expense  of  the  respective  Railroad,  to  the  bridges  or 
viaducts  constructed  or  reconstructed  in  connection 
with  the  project,  below  the  floor  level  including  their 
piers  and  abutments,  at  any  time  after  their  com- 
pletion, pipes,  signals,  signal  posts,  power  lines, 
telegraph,  telephone,  and  other  wires  and  devices  of 
whatsoever  kind,  nature,  and  description  now  used 
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or  hereafter  to   be   used   in   the  operation   of  the 
Raih-oads. 

9.  After  the  respective  completion  of  the  im- 
provements herein  contemplated,  the  Railroads  shall, 
at  their  own  sole  cost  and  expense,  maintain,  repair, 
and  reconstruct  their  railroad  tracks  and  other 
facihties  constructed  or  changed  under  the  terms  of 
this  agreement,  and  the  City  shall,  at  its  own  sole 
cost  and  expense  maintain,  repair,  and  reconstruct 
all  parts  of  the  said  Jones  Falls  Expressway,  includ- 
ing the  bridges  or  viaducts  and  their  appurtenances, 
substructures,  and  superstructures,  and  all  parts  of 
the  Expressway,  footways,  and  sidewalks  and  all 
drainage  built  or  provided  in  connection  with  said 
project.  After  the  Jones  Falls  Expressway  is  com- 
pleted, the  City  shall  not  alter  the  same  in  any 
manner  whatsoever  to  decrease  the  horizontal  or 
vertical  clearances  for  railroad  tracks  as  finally  ap- 
proved, without  obtaining  the  written  consent  of 
the  Railroads  or  their  authorized  representatives. 
Insofar  as  it  is  legally  possible  for  the  City  to  do 
so,  the  City  agrees  that  the  Railroads  shall  not  be 
liable  for  any  benefit  assessments  due  to  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  these  improvements. 

10.  The  terms  and  provisions  of  this  agreement 
shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of,  and  be  binding  upon, 
the  successors  and  assigns  of  all  parties  hereto. 

11.  Except  as  the  same  may  be  modified  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Agreement,  all  the  provisions  of 
Ordinances  No.  746,  747,  and  748  all  approved  June 
27th,  1929,  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect. 

12.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  this  contract 
is  to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  for  ratification 
by  an  Ordinance  of  the  City  at  which  ratification  it 
shall  become  effective.

An  ordinance  ratifying  and  approving  an  agreement,  dated 
April  27,  1955,  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore and  the  Union  Railroad  Company  of  Baltimore,  the 
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Northern  Central  Railway  Company  and  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company  concerning-  the  proposed  construction  of 
two  underpass  bridges  and  their  related  approaches  and 
structures  just  north  of  the  two  existing  bridges  presently 
carrying  the  railroads'  tracks  across  East  Monument  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Agreement,  dated 
April  27,  1955,  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  Union  Railroad  Com- 
pany of  Baltimore,  et  al.  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
ratified  and  confirmed,  said  Agreement  being  as 
follows : 

"THIS  AGREEMENT,  made  this  27th  day  of 
April,  1955,  bv  and  between  the  MAYOR  AND 
CITY  COUNCIL  OF  BALTIMORE,  a  municipal 
corporation,  first  party ;  hereinafter  generally  called 
the  'City,'  and  the  UNION  RAILROAD  COMPANY 
OF  BALTIMORE,  a  body  corporate,  THE  NORTH- 
ERN CENTRAL  RAILWAY  COMPANY,  a  body 
corporate,  and  THE  PENNSYLVANIA  RAIL- 
ROAD COMPANY,  a  body  corporate,  for  itself  and 
as  lessee  of  the  Union  Railroad  Company  of  Balti- 
more and  The  Northern  Central  Railway  Company, 
second  parties,  hereinafter  generally  called  'Rail- 
road/ 

"Whereas,  the  Railroad  has  heretofore  con- 
structed and  is  now  maintaining  and  operating  a 
railroad  on  lands  lying  in  the  vicinity  of  East  Monu- 
ment Street  and  Haven  Street  in  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land; and 

"Whereas,  the  City  desires  to  construct  a  new  lane 
of  East  Monument  Street  to  the  north  of  the  present 
lane  of  East  Monument  Street,  said  new  lane  to  pass 
under  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  by  means  of  two 
underpass  bridges  just  north  of  the  two  existing 
bridges   presently   carrying   the    Railroad's   tracks 
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across  East  Monument  Street,  said  bridges  esti- 
mated to  cost  approximately  One  Million  Seventy- 
Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,075,000.00)  ;  and 

"Whereas,  the  City  and  the  Railroad  have  agreed 
upon  the  place  and  manner  of  constructing  and 
maintaining  said  two  underpass  bridges  and  their 
related  approaches  and  structures,  and  as  to  the 
payment  of  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof,  and  as  to 
the  rights  and  duties  of  each  party  with  respect 
thereto,  all  as  hereinafter  provided. 

"NOW,  THEREFORE,  THIS  AGREEMENT 
WITNESSETH :  That  for  and  in  consideration  of 
the  premises  and  mutual  covenants  and  promises 
herein  set  forth,  it  is  mutually  agreed  as  follows : 

1.  The  Railroad  hereby  grants,  conveys  and  con- 
firms, in  so  far  as  Railroad's  present  title  permits, 
unto  the  City,  for  the  purpose  of  opening,  construct- 
ing and  maintaining  a  public  highway,  constituting 
a  north  lane  of  East  Monument  Street,  an  easement 
or  right  of  way  in  perpetuity  to  a  strip  of  land  48 
feet  in  width,  with  slope  rights  over,  across, 
through,  and  upon  the  lands  and  property  of  the 
Railroad  and  passing  under  the  railroad  tracks  of 
the  Railroad  by  means  of  two  underpass  bridges,  all 
in  the  place  and  manner  shown  on  plan  marked 
Exhibit  'A'  Chief  Engineer,  Eastern  Region,  P.R.R. 
File  No.  7630-8067  and  dated  January  24,  1955, 
attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof;  it  being 
understood  that  all  rights  not  granted  to  the  City  in 
said  lands  and  property  for  said  public  highway  are 
reserved  to  the  Railroad  and  that,  upon  cessation  of 
the  use  by  the  City  of  said  right  and  easement  for  a 
public  highway,  said  right  and  easement  shall  cease 
and  terminate  and  the  Railroad  shall  henceforth 
hold  its  lands  and  property  as  if  the  right  and  ease- 
ment had  never  been  granted. 
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2.  The  Railroad  will  prepare  all  preliminary  and 
final  detailed  plans  and  specifications  necessary  for 
the  construction  of  the  underpass  bridges,  including 
the  necessary  work  required  for  altering,  rearrang- 
ing and/or  relocating  of  the  existing  facilities  of 
the  Railroad,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  of  the  City;  and  the  Railroad, 
either  itself  or  through  its  agents  or  contractors, 
will,  with  reasonable  promptitude  after  the  ratifica- 
tion of  this  Agreement  by  ordinance,  construct  or 
cause  to  be  constructed,  the  underpass  bridges,  in- 
cluding drainage  facilities  for  the  bridges  and  abut- 
ments, and  also  including  the  rough  grading  of  the 
approximate  proposed  subgrade  of  the  widened  por- 
tion of  East  Monument  Street,  with  slopes,  if  any, 
north  of  widened  street,  between  a  vertical  plane  at 
the  east  building  line  of  Haven  Street  and  another 
vertical  plane  54  feet  east  of  the  center  line  of  the 
four-track  main  line  of  the  Railroad  and  parallel 
therewith.  The  Railroad  shall  arrange  for  super- 
vision of  all  work  of  constructing  said  underpass 
bridges,  including  the  necessary  alterations,  re- 
arrangements and/or  relocation  of  existing  Rail- 
road facilities,  and  the  aforesaid  grading,  and  the 
control  of  scheduling  of  work  and  measures  related 
to  the  safety  in  the  work  of  construction  and  to  the 
safety  and  continuity  of  Railroad  operations;  pro- 
vided that  the  City  shall  relocate,  remove  and/or 
othenvise  alter  any  utilities,  sewers,  drains  and 
other  structures  (other  than  Railroad  structures) 
necessary  to  construct  the  underpass  bridges. 

In  the  event  the  Railroad  elects  to  have  all  or  any 
part  of  the  work  done  by  a  contractor  or  contrac- 
tors, it  shall  prepare  the  specifications  and  terms  of 
any  contract  documents,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  of  the  City,  and  shall 
award  any  such  contract  subject  to  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore.

3.  The  City  shall  install,  renew,  replace  and  main- 
tain proper  and  sufficient  drains  and  drainage 
facilities  to  divert  or  carry  off  storm  and  other 
waters  from  the  Railroad's  land  and  roadbed  which 
may  accumulate  from  time  to  time  on  the  highway, 
sidewalks  or  footways  other  than  the  drainage 
facilities  to  carry  off  water  from  the  bridges  or 
abutments  which  shall  be  constructed  by  the  Rail- 
road as  hereinbefore  provided. 

4.  (a)  The  cost  of  said  underpass  bridges,  in- 
cluding the  cost  of  preparation  of  plans  and  specifi- 
cations by  Railroad  at  rate  for  fee  not  to  exceed  that 
recommended  by  American  Society  of  Civil  Engi- 
neers for  similar  work,  together  with  the  piers, 
abutments  and/or  other  supports  and  appurtenances 
therefor ;  of  all  grading  required  in  the  construction 
of  the  bridges  within  the  limits  specified  in  Section  2 
hereof;  of  the  drainage  facilities  for  draining  the 
bridges  and  abutments;  unless  otherwise  mutually 
agreed,  of  the  necessary  alterations,  rearrange- 
ments and/or  relocation  of  existing  facilities  of  the 
Railroad,  within  100  feet  of  either  end  of  the  bridge 
structures  along  the  Railroad's  right  of  way;  of  all 
work-train  equipment  and  personnel  required  for 
the  construction  of  the  underpass  bridges;  of  all 
insurance  required  for  this  portion  of  the  work;  of 
all  services  by  watchmen,  flagmen  and  the  like  re- 
quired to  insure  safety  and  continuity  of  railroad 
traffic  during  the  work  of  construction;  of  the  re- 
moval of  all  equipment,  material  and  debris  left 
over  on  completion  of  construction  of  the  underpass 
bridges ;  shall  be  borne  as  follows : 

The  Railroad  shall  pay  twenty-five  per  cent 
(25%)  of  the  net  cost  of  the  entire  project  and  the 
City  shall  pay  seventy-five  per  cent  (75%)  of  the  net 
cost  of  the  project.  The  term  *net  cost/  as  used  here- 
in, shall  mean  the  actual  cost  incurred  by  Railroad 
and  City  in  performing  or  securing  the  performance 
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of  the  work  specified  herein,  provided,  however, 
that  Raih'oad  agrees  that  it  will  exclude  from  its 
costs  the  cost  or  value  of  any  land  conveyed,  pur- 
chased, acquired  or  used  by  Railroad  in  connection 
with  the  project,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
land  herein  conveyed  by  Railroad  to  the  City  for 
highway  purposes. 

With  respect  to  all  work  performed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Agreement  by  City  or  Railroad 
solely  with  the  forces  of  the  party  performing  such 
work,  the  'net  cost'  shall  be  the  actual  cost  incurred 
on  the  work,  exclusive  of  general  supervision  and 
overhead. 

The  parties  hereto  agree  that  the  net  amount  of 
any  salvage  realized  in  performing  the  work  speci- 
fied in  Section  4  (a)  hereof  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  total  cost  of  the  project. 

Each  of  the  parties  hereto  shall  have  the  right,  at 
their  option,  to  inspect  and  audit  the  accounting 
records  of  the  other  with  respect  to  the  project 
covered  by  this  Agreement. 

(b)  The  cost  of  any  drainage  facilities  for  drain- 
ing the  Railroad  right  of  way  other  than  that  in- 
volved in  the  underpass  bridges  and  highways  there- 
under shall  be  borne  solely  by  the  Railroad. 

(c)  The  cost  of  all  grading  outside  the  two  areas 
between  the  vertical  planes  as  described  in  Section 
2  hereof ;  of  all  alterations  or  other  work  on  the  land 
upon  which  the  new  bridges  are  to  be  constructed, 
or  on  utilities,  structures,  or  facilities  (other  than 
Railroad  facilities  or  structures)  in  so  far  as  the 
same  is  required  for  the  construction  of  said  bridges 
(exclusive,  however,  of  the  grading  to  be  charged 
to  the  project  as  specified  in  Section  2  hereof)  ;  of 
the  drainage  facilities  required  in  draining  the  high- 
way, footways,  and  sidewalks ;  of  all  paving  of  East 
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Monument  Street  as  extended  under  the  underpass 
bridges;  and  of  any  sidewalks,  footwalks,  curbs  or 
other  highway  facilities,  of  all  insurance  required 
for  this  portion  of  the  work;  shall  be  borne  solely 
by  the  City ;  it  being  understood  that  this  work  shall 
be  performed  by  the  City  or  its  Contractor  or  Con- 
tractors. 

(d)  The  time  and  manner  of  payment  shall  be 
as  follows : 

As  the  work  to  be  performed  under  this  Agree- 
ment progresses,  each  party  will  render  to  the  other 
party  monthly  bills  showing  the  cost  of  the  work 
from  time  to  time  performed,  and  payment  of  the 
percentage  of  each  cost  due  each  party  to  the  other 
under  the  terms  of  this  Agreement  shall  be  paid 
within  thirty  (30)  days  thereafter.  Final  settle- 
ment under  this  Agreement  shall  be  made  as  soon 
as  reasonably  possible  after  the  completion  of  the 
project. 

5.  The  Railroad  may,  without  charge,  utilize  said 
underpass  bridges  for  its  own  purposes,  and  without 
being  limited  thereto,  shall  have  the  right,  at  its 
own  expense,  to  place,  alter,  attach,  maintain,  re- 
pair, remove  and/or  replace  tracks,  ties,  pipes,  poles, 
power  lines,  signal  posts,  telegraph,  telephone  and 
other  wires,  and  devices  and  appurtenances  of  what- 
soever kind,  nature  or  description  now  used  or  here- 
after to  be  used  in  the  operation  of  the  Railroad, 
upon,  on  or  from  said  bridges,  provided  no  attach- 
ments shall  be  made  to  said  bridges  which  will  inter- 
fere with  or  endanger  highway  traffic. 

6.  In  addition  to  any  other  forms  of  insurance  or 
bonds  required  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  and 
specifications,  each  bridge  contractor  shall  be  re- 
quired to  include  insurance  of  the  following  kinds 
and  amounts  unless  some  lesser  amounts  are  mutually 
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agreed  to  in  writing  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Raih'oad  and  the  Director  of  Public  Works  of  the

Damage  Liability  Insurance  providing  for  a  limit 
of  not  less  than  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($100,000)  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  injury  to 
or  destruction  of  property  in  any  one  accident,  and, 
subject  to  that  limit  per  accident,  a  total  (or  aggre- 
gate) limit  of  Three  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($300,000),  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  injury  to 
or  destruction  of  property  during  the  policy  period. 

If  any  part  of  the  work  is  sublet,  similar  in- 
surance shall  be  provided  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  sub- 
contractors to  cover  their  operation. 

This  insurance  policy  shall  contain  an  endorse- 
ment evidencing  that  any  damage  resulting  from  an 
act  or  omission  of  watchmen,  flagmen,  trackmen, 
carpenters,  trainmen  or  other  employees  furnished 
by  the  Railroad,  by  reason  of  the  operations  of  the 
Contractor  or  Subcontractors,  shall  be  deemed  part 
of  the  Contractor's  operations  and  covered  by  in- 
surance under  this  policy. 

Signed  certified  copies  of  the  policies  to  be  furn- 
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ished  hereunder  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Contrac- 
tor shall  be  delivered  to  the  Railroad. 

(b)  Contractors'  Protective  Public  Liability  and 
Property  Damage  Liability  Insurance : 

The  Contractor  shall  furnish  evidence  to  the  City 
and  to  the  Railroad  that,  with  respect  to  the  opera- 
tions performed  for  him  by  Subcontractors,  he 
carries  in  his  own  behalf  regular  Contractors'  Pro- 
tective Public  Liability  Insurance  providing  for  a 
limit  of  not  less  than  Two  Hundred  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($200,000)  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  bodily 
injuries  to  or  death  of  one  person,  and,  subject  to 
that  limit  for  each  person,  a  total  limit  of  One  Mil- 
lion Dollars  ($1,000,000)  for  all  damages  arising 
out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  two  or  more 
persons  in  any  one  accident,  and  regular  Contrac- 
tors' Protective  Property  Damage  Liability  In- 
surance providing  for  a  limit  of  not  less  than  One

This  insurance  policy  shall  contain  an  endorse- 
ment evidencing  that  any  damages  resulting  from  an 
act  or  omission  of  watchmen,  flagmen,  trackmen, 
carpenters,  trainmen  or  other  employees  furnished 
by  the  Railroad,  by  reason  of  the  operations  of  the 
Contractor  or  Subcontractors,  shall  be  deemed  part 
of  the  Contractor's  operations  and  covered  by  in- 
surance under  this  policy.

Thousand  Dollars  ($200,000)  for  all  damages  aris- 
ing out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  one  person, 
and,  subject  to  that  limit  for  each  person,  a  total 
limit  of  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  for  all 
damages  arising  out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death 
of  two  or  more  persons  in  any  one  accident,  and

The  original  insurance  policy  shall  be  furnished 
the  Railroad  and  a  certificate  of  such  coverage  furn- 
ished the  City  before  the  Contractor  or  Subcontrac- 
tors will  be  permitted  to  enter  upon  the  Railroad's 
premises. 

(d)  The  Contractor  shall  maintain  such  insurance 
as  will  protect  him  from  claims  under  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act  whether  such  operations 
be  by  himself  or  any  Subcontractors  or  anyone  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  employed  by  either  of  them.

ture, superstructure,  abutments,  slopes,  railroad

8.  The  City  shall  acquire,  without  cost  to  the  Rail- 
road, all  property  or  property  rights,  except  those 
owned  or  controlled  by  the  Railroad,  as  may  be  re- 
quired to  carry  out  the  work  contemplated  herein. 

9.  Except  as  necessarily  modified  by  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Agreement,  all  the  provisions  of  Or- 
dinance No.  747,  approved  June  27,  1929,  shall  con- 
tinue in  full  force  and  effect. 

10.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  this  Agree- 
ment is  to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  for 
ratification  by  an  Ordinance  of  the  City,  upon  which 
ratification  it  shall  become  effective;  and  unless  so 
ratified  within  six  months  from  the  date  hereof,  this 
Agreement  shall  be  null  and  void.

successors  and  assigns  of  all  of  the  parties  hereto; 
and  the  obligations  imposed  upon  the  Railroad  in 
this  Agreement  shall  be  held  and  taken  to  be  the 
joint  and  several  obligations  of  all  the  Railroad  Com- 
panies hereinabove  mentioned.

32.  A  portion  of  Quail  Street  about  10.67  feet 
wide,  along  the  east  side  thereof,  and  running  south- 
erly from  Fait  Avenue,  300.0  feet,  more  or  less,  to 
Hudson  Street  and  designated  as  No.  32  on  said  plat, 
the  said  Streets  and  Alleys,  or  Portions  Thereof,  as 
directed  to  be  condemned  being  delineated  and 
particularly  shown  on  a  plat  which  was  filed  in  the 
Office  of  the  Department  of  Assessments,  on  the 
Thirteenth  (13th)  day  of  October  in  the  year  1955, 
and  is  now  on  file  in  said  Office. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  after 
said  highway  shall  have  been  closed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance,  all  subsurface  structures 
and  appurtenances  now  owned  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  and  continue  to 
be  the  property  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  in  fee  simple,  until  the  use  thereof  shall 
be  abandoned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, and  in  the  event  that  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  desire  to  remove,  alter  or  interfere 
therewith,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
first  obtain  permission  and  permits  therefor  from 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  shall 
in  the  application  for  such  permission  and  permits 
agree  to  pay  all  costs  and  charges  of  every  kind  and 
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nature  made  necessary  by  such  removal,  alteration 
or  interference. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no 
buildings  or  structures  of  any  kind  shall  be  con- 
structed or  erected  in  said  portion  of  said  highway 
after  the  same  shall  have  been  closed  until  the  sub- 
surface structures  and  appurtenances  over  which 
said  buildings  or  structures  are  proposed  to  be  con- 
structed or  erected  shall  have  been  abandoned  or 
shall  have  been  removed  and  relaid  in  accordance 
with  the  specifications  and  under  the  direction  of 
the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  at 
the  expense  of  the  person  or  persons  or  body  corpo- 
rate desiring  to  erect  such  buildings  or  structures. 
Railroad  tracks  shall  be  taken  to  be  ''structures'* 
within  the  meaning  of  this  section. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  on  and 
after  the  closing  of  said  highway,  the  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  through  its 
duly  authorized  representatives,  shall,  at  all  times, 
have  access  to  said  property  and  to  all  subsurface 
structures  and  appurtenances  used  by  it  therein,  for 
the  purposes  of  inspection,  maintenance,  repair, 
alteration,  relocation  and/or  replacement,  of  any  or 
all  of  said  structures  and  appurtenances,  and  this 
without  permission  from  or  compensation  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  land. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  pro- 
ceedings of  said  Department  of  Assessments,  with 
reference  to  the  condemnation  and  closing  of  said 
Streets  and  Alleys,  or  Portions  Thereof,  and  the 
proceedings  and  rights  of  all  parties  interested  or 
affected  thereby,  shall  be  regulated  by,  and  be  in 
accordance  with,  any  and  all  applicable  provisions  of 
Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Mary- 
land and  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1950  Edi- 
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tion)  and  any  and  all  amendments  thereto,  and  any 
and  all  other  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Mary- 
land, and  any  and  all  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  any  and  all  rules  or 
regulations  in  eif  ect  which  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Director  of  Assessments  and  filed  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Legislative  Reference.

described  as  follows : 

Parcel  1 — Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  in 
the  south  building  line  of  Hoffman  Street  at  the 
west  building  line  of  Homewood  Avenue,  and  thence 
extending  westerly  along  the  south  side  of  Hoffman 
Street  80  feet  to  the  east  side  of  a  10-foot  alley, 
thence  running  southward  along  the  east  side  of 
said  10-foot  alley  67  feet  6  inches,  thence  running 
easterly  80  feet  to  west  side  of  Homewood  Ave- 
nue, thence  northerly  along  the  west  side  of  Home- 
wood  Avenue  67  feet  6  inches  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning.

The  owners  also  shall 
maintain  a  hard  or  semi-hard  dustless  surface  on 
which  motor  vehicles  are  to  be  parked  and  barriers 
to  protect  the  sidewalks  and  the  public  traveling 
thereon  from  interference  from  motor  vehicles  using 
the  parking  area.  No  repair  facilities  and  no  sale 
or  storage  of  gasoline  or  of  inflammable  liquids  shall 
be  permitted  on  said  area  and  no  commercial  activi- 
ties of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  thereon.  The 
entrances  and  exits  on  said  area  shall  be  at  such 
location  or  locations  as  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Director  of  Traffic.  The  illumination  of  said  parking 
area,  if  any,  shall  be  by  lights  dimmed  or  focused 
so  as  to  prevent  them  from  being  an  annoyance  to 
nearby  residents;  the  location  and  type  of  such 
lights,  if  any,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Building  Inspection  Engineer.  All  construction 
work  and  installations  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  applicable 
thereto. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Gas  and  Electric  Company,  a  body  corporate,  to  construct, 
maintain,  and  operate  a  reinforced  concrete  access  vault  in 
and  under  the  northwest  side  of  Front  Street  approximately 
195  feet  southwest  of  the  southwest  building  line  of  Forrest 
Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and  authority 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to  the  Baltimore 
Gas  and  Electric  Company,  a  body  corporate,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  Grantee,  to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate,  at 
its  own  cost  and  expense,  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
25  years,  a  reinforced  concrete  access  vault,  with  a 
removable  slab ;  the  access  vault  to  be  approximately 
8  feet  4  inches  wide  by  11  feet  long  and  approximate- 
ly 13  feet  deep  (all  outside  dimensions)  ;  the  center 
line  of  said  access  vault  shall  be  located  in  and  under 
the  northwest  side  of  Front  Street  adjacent  to  the 
northwest  building  line  thereof,  approximately  195 
feet  southwest  of  the  southwest  building  line  of 
Forrest  Street. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
access  vault  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with 
the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City;  and  shall  be 
constructed  and  completed  under  the  supervision  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Bal- 
timore City  or  his  duly  authorized  representative  and 
shall  be  at  all  times  hereafter  subject  to  the  regula- 
tion of  and  control  by  the  Highways  Engineer.

Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the

ing work  in,  on  or  under  said  Front  Street  which  may- 
be necessary,  from  time  to  time,  by  reason  of  the 
location,  construction,  repair,  maintenance,  opera- 
tion, alteration,  and  removal  of  said  access  vault 
under  said  street ;  the  relocating,  altering,  repairing, 
safeguarding,  strengthening,  or  encasing  in  concrete 
of  any  surface  and  subsurface  structures  belonging 
to  the  City  in  said  street,  and  the  repairing  and  re- 
placing of  any  paving,  curbing,  and  sidewalks  in 
said  street ;  the  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer 
as  to  the  work  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  for  said 
purposes,  or  any  of  them,  to  be  final. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  hereby  ex- 
pressly reserves  the  right  and  power  at  all  times  to 
exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public  full  municipal 
superintendence,  regulation,  and  control  in  respect 
to  all  matters  connected  with  this  grant  and  not 
inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  said 
franchises  or  rights  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall 
be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months  after 
the  grant.

^^'IIEREAS,  Parap:raph  2106  of  Article  5  of  the  Bal- 
timore City  Code  (1950  Edition),  said  Article  being 
known  generally  as  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore 
City,  provides  that  no  sign  extending  or  projecting 
more  than  eight  inches  (8")  beyond  the  building 
wall  proper  shall  be  erected  on  either  side  of  Charles 
Street,  from  Baltimore  Street  to  Mt.  Royal  Avenue ; 
now,  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  provisions  of  Para- 
graph 2106  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1950  Edition),  said  Article  being  known  generally 
as  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  waived  in  order  to  permit  the  construc- 
tion of  approximately  one-half  inch  tubing  around 
the  front  and  two  sides  of  a  marquee  on  the  premises 
known  generally  as  528  North  Charles  Street,  being 
the  premises  occupied  by  the  St.  James  Hotel.

An  ordinance  ratifying  and  approving  an  agreement  dated 
July  28,  1954,  entered  into  by  and  between  the  State  of 
Maryland  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a 
municipal  corporation,  acting  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Estimates  and  upon  the  Recommendation  of  the 
Baltimore  Redevelopment  Commission,  under  the  authority 
of  certain  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  and 
ordinances  of  said  municipality,  which  agreement  relates 
generally  to  the  acquisition,  disposition  and  development  of 
certain  property  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  State  of  Mary- 
land, for  a  State  office  building  and  other  structures,  and 
conferring  certain  authority  upon  the  Mayor  and  Board 
of  Estimates  of  the  City  in  connection  with  said  agreement. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  does  hereby  approve  and  ratify 
the  Agreement  dated  July  28,  1954,  entered  into  by 
and  between  the  State  of  Maryland  and  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a  municipal  corpo- 
ration, acting  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Bal- 
timore Redevelopment  Commission,  under  the  au- 
thority of  certain  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland  and  ordinances  of  said  municipality,  the 
said  Agreement  being  in  words  and  figures  as  fol- 
lows: 

"This  Agreement,  Made  this  28th  day  of  July, 
1954,  by  and  between  State  of  Maryland,  acting 
through  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  "Redeveloper"),  and  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a  municipal  corpora- 
tion of  the  State  of  Maryland,  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  "City") ,  acting  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Estimates  and  the  Baltimore  Redevelopment  Com- 
mission, (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Commission"), 
of  said  municipality. 
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Whereas,  acting  under  the  authority  contained  in 
Article  XIB  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  and 
Paragraph  14 A  of  Section  6  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Charter  (1949  Edition),  as  amended  by  Chapter 
511  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1953,  City  enacted 
Ordinance  No.  718,  approved  June  2,  1949,  which 
established  the  Commission  and  provided  for  certain 
procedures  under  which  redevelopment  projects  are 
to  be  undertaken  in  the  City  of  Baltimore;  and 

Whereas,  by  Chapter  53  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland 
of  1952  and  Chapter  55  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of 
1954,  the  Redeveloper  was  authorized  to  issue  its 
certificates  of  indebtedness  to  an  aggregate  amount 
not  exceeding  Nine  Million  Dollars  ($9,000,000)  to 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  site  and 
erecting  and  equipping  a  new  state  office  building 
or  buildings  in  Baltimore  City,  and  to  an  aggregate 
amount  of  One  Million  Dollars  (?1, 000,000)  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  in  defraying  the  costs  of  redevelopment 
of  the  area  in  which  the  site  for  said  state  office 
building  may  be  located ;  and 

Whereas,  Public  Law  171,  passed  by  the  81st 
Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  Title  I 
thereof,  makes  provision  for  substantial  financial 
assistance  to  local  public  agencies  undertaking  re- 
development projects;  and 

Whereas,  Commission  and  Redeveloper  have  car- 
ried on  negotiations  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  lots 
of  land  hereinafter  mentioned  and  the  Redeveloper 
is  desirous  of  redeveloping  said  lots  of  land,  subject 
to  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  contained 
herein. 

Now,  Therefore,  This  Agreement  Witnesseth, 
That  in  consideration  of  the  payment  of  the  sum  of 
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One  Dollar  ($1.00)  paid  by  each  of  the  parties  here- 
to to  the  other,  and  other  good  and  valuable  con- 
siderations, the  receipt  of  which  is  hereby  acknowl- 
edged, the  City  and  the  Redeveloper,  for  themselves, 
their  successors  and  assigns,  hereby  covenant  and 
agree  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  I 

City  covenants  and  agrees  that : 

1.  It  will  acquire  by  gift,  purchase  or  condemna- 
tion a  good  and  merchantable  title  in  fee  simple  to 
all  of  the  land,  and  all  improvements  thereon,  located 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  State  of  Maryland,  and  de- 
signated to  be  acquired  by  City  in  connection  with 
the  project  contemplated  by  this  Agreement  on  a 
print  of  drawing  No.  6-54,  dated  24  March,  1954,  and 
entitled  "Areas  for  Acquisition",  which  is  attached 
hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof  for  all  purposes  of 
this  Agreement,  except  any  and  all  franchise  rights 
which  The  Baltimore  Transit  Company  or  any  sub- 
sidiaries or  predecessors  or  successors  of  said  Com- 
pany had  or  have  in  Linden  Avenue  between  Hoff- 
man Street  and  Biddle  Street  as  said  streets  now 
exist. 

2.  It  will  demolish,  or  cause  to  be  demolished,  all 
buildings  standing  on  the  land  to  be  acquired  by  the 
City,  as  provided  in  Paragraph  1  of  this  Article  I, 
to  the  surface  of  the  ground  and  fill  all  cellar  holes 
to  grade  with  sound  material,  which  may  be  brick, 
mortar  or  plaster  removed  from  such  demolished 
structures  if  it  is  so  arranged  as  not  to  form  surface 
or  sub-surface  water  pockets  and  which  shall  not  in- 
clude combustible  or  decomposable  organic  material, 
and  remove  all  rubbish  from  the  area  involved. 

3.  It  will  prepare  and  cause  to  be  introduced  in 
the  City  Council  of  Baltimore  City  proper  ordinances 
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for  opening  and  closing  of  streets  and  alley  right-of- 
ways  so  that  the  location  and  width  of  such  right- 
of-ways  through  or  abutting  on  the  areas  to  be  ac- 
quired by  the  City,  as  provided  in  Paragraph  1  of 
this  Article  I,  will  conform  to  the  right-of-way  plan 
shown  on  print  of  drawing  No.  5-54,  dated  5  Febru- 
ary, 1954,  entitled  ''Right  of  Ways",  which  is  at- 
tached hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof  for  all  pur- 
poses of  this  Agreement.  However,  it  is  agreed  that 
the  City  shall  have  no  duty  or  obligation  to  ex- 
tinguish or  modify  any  rights  of  any  public  utility 
companies,  in  effect  as  of  the  date  of  this  Agree- 
ment, within  the  areas  of  rights-of-way  through  or 
abutting  on  the  areas  to  be  acquired  by  the  City  as 
provided  in  Paragraph  1  of  this  Article  I. 

U.  It  will  improve  the  streets  in  and  abutting  on 
the  areas  to  be  acquired  by  the  City,  as  provided  in 
Paragraph  1  of  this  Article  I,  in  the  manner  and  to 
the  extent  shown  on  print  of  drawing  No.  8-54,  dated 
9  March,  1954,  entitled  'Tavements",  which  is  at- 
tached hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof  for  all  pur- 
poses of  this  Agreement,  by  resurfacing,  rebuilding 
or  by  new  construction;  all  of  said  work  to  be  done 
in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  to  be  pre- 
pared by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  of  the  City. 

5.  Water  mains,  sanitary  sewers,  storm  drains  and 
conduits  owned  by  the  City  and  located  in  the  areas 
to  be  acquired  by  the  City,  as  provided  in  Paragraph 
1  of  this  Article  I,  and  in  the  streets  abutting  on 
said  areas  will  remain  in  place  or  will  be  abandoned, 
relocated  or  otherwise  adjusted  by  the  City,  in  ac- 
cordance with  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by 
the  Director  of  Public  Works  of  the  City,  as  in- 
dicated on  prints  of  drawings  Nos.  9-54,  10-54,  11-54 
and  12-54,  dated  respectively,  3  March,  1954,  3 
March,  1954,  4  March,  1954  and  9  March,  1954, 
entitled    respectively    ''Water    Supply",    "Sanitary 
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Sewers",  "Storm  Water  Drains",  and  "Mechanical 
and  Electrical",  which  are  attached  hereto  and  made 
a  part  hereof  for  all  purposes  of  this  Agreement. 

6.  Except  in  any  and  all  cases  where,  and  subject 
to,  the  terms  and  provisions  of  any  written  instru- 
ment or  instruments  entered  into  by  the  City  and 
the  United  States  of  America,  or  any  agency  there- 
of, pertaining  to  the  granting  of  any  financial  as- 
sistance to  the  City  in  connection  with  the  project 
contemplated  by  this  Agreement,  or  any  part  there- 
of, which  prohibit  or  restrict  in  any  manner  or  to 
any  degree  the  changing  of  plans  and  drawings 
pertaining  to  the  project  contemplated  by  this 
Agreement,  or  any  parts  thereof,  any  and  all  of  the 
drawings  mentioned  in  Paragraphs  3,  4  and  5  of 
this  Article  I  may  be  changed  or  modified  from  time 
to  time,  with  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City,  the  Commission  and  the  Director 
of  Public  Improvements  of  the  Redeveloper,  and  the 
approval  of  any  such  change  or  modifications  shall 
be  indicated  on  any  drawing  affected  by  the  signa- 
tures of  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Commission  and  the  Director  of  Public 
Improvements  of  the  Redeveloper. 

7.  All  of  the  matters  and  things  and  all  work  or 
operations  to  be  done  or  performed  by  the  City  under 
the  provisions  of  Paragraphs  2,  3,  4  and  5,  inclusive, 
of  this  Article  I,  shall  be  accomplished,  done  or  per- 
formed within  Project  Area  No.  12- A,  as  herein- 
after designated,  as  rapidly  as  practical,  and  the 
City  will  make  a  diligent  effort  to  deliver,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  Par- 
agraph 3  of  Article  II  of  this  Agreement,  Lots 
7A1,  TBI,  7A2,  7B2,  7C  and  7D  as  shown  on  print 
of  drawing  No.  13-54,  dated  22  March,  1954,  en- 
titled "Lots  for  Development,  Standards  and  Con- 
trols", referred  to  in  Paragraph  1  of  Article  II  of 
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this  Agreement,  to  the  Redeveloper,  with  the  work 
to  be  done  by  the  City  under  the  provisions  of  Para- 
graph 2,  3  and  5  of  Article  I  of  this  Agreement  com- 
pleted within  the  respective  lots,  in  accordance  with 
the  following  schedule  in  which  the  periods  of  time 
indicated  account  from  the  date  of  a  contemplated 
contract  to  be  entered  into  by  the  City  and  the 
United  States  of  America,  or  any  agency  thereof, 
providing  for  Federal  financial  assistance  to  the 
City  under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  Public  Law 
171,  passed  by  the  81st  Congress  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  or  any  amendments  thereof,  in 
connection  with  the  undertaking  of  Redevelopment 
Project  Area  No.  12 :

8.  The  City  will  prepare  and  approve  a  Rede- 
velopment Plan  covering  all  of  Redevelopment 
Project  Area  No.  12.  Said  Plan  will  contain  the 
land  use  and  building  requirements  and  other  perti- 
nent controls  as  set  forth  in  this  Agreement  with 
respect  to  Project  Area  No.  12-A,  as  such  Area  is 
designated  on  print  of  Drawing  No.  13-54,  dated 
22  March,  1954,  entitled  ''Lots  for  Development, 
Standards  and  Controls".  Said  Redevelopment  Plan 
will  also  include  the  land  uses  and  building  require- 
ment and  other  pertinent  controls  for  the  remainder 
of  Project  Area  No.  12  not  included  in  Project 
Area  No.  12-A,  and  the  City  will  make  a  diligent 
effort  to  secure  a  responsible  party  or  parties  to 
undertake  and  carry  out  the  redevelopment  of  such 
remainder  of  Project  Area  No.  12  pursuant  to  said 
Redevelopment  Plan.  Such  land  uses  in  the  re- 
mainder of  Project  Area  No.  12  will  generally  be 
residential  and  commercial  together  with  related 
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incidental  uses.  Said  Plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  Redeveloper  for  its 
review  and  determination  that  (a)  the  land  uses, 
building  requirements,  and  standards  and  controls 
placed  upon  the  land  included  in  Project  Area  No. 
12- A  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement, 
and  (b)  the  provisions  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan 
applicable  to  the  remainder  of  Project  Area  No.  12 
will  not  hinder  or  prejudice  the  development  of 
Project  Area  No.  12- A  by  Redeveloper  pursuant  to 
this  Agreement;  provided,  however,  that  any  re- 
quired approval  by  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall 
not  be  arbitrarily  or  unreasonably  withheld.  Pur- 
suant to  the  Redevelopment  Plan  approved  by  the 
City  and  found  acceptable  by  the  State  as  provided 
above,  Redeveloper  agrees  to  devote  Project  Area 
No.  12- A  to  the  uses  required  by  such  Redevelop- 
ment Plan. 

ARTICLE  II 

1.  A  print  of  drawing  No.  13-54,  dated  22 
March,  1954,  entitled  "Lots  for  Development,  Stand- 
ards and  Controls",  is  attached  hereto  and  made  a 
part  hereof  for  all  purposes  of  this  Agreement,  and 
upon  said  print  of  drawing  certain  lots  of  land  have 
been  designated  as  Lots  7A1,  TBI,  7A2,  7B2,  7C, 
and  7D.  There  are  also  designated  on  said  print  of 
drawing  the  boundary  lines  of  Project  Area  No. 
12- A. 

2,  The  City  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a 
survey  of  areas  of  land  to  be  acquired  by  the  City  as 
provided  in  Paragraph  1  of  Article  I  of  this  Agree- 
ment and  of  the  streets  abutting  on  said  areas  in 
order  to  accurately  locate  and  establish  the  boundary 
lines  of  said  Lots  7A1,  7B1,  7A2,  7B2,  7C  and  7D, 
the  right-of-way  lines  of  all  streets  and  alleys  and 
the  right-of-way  lines  of  all  easements  reserved  by 
the  City  for  utility  services  in  and  abutting  on  said 
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Lots,  as  said  lot  lines  and  right-of-way  lines  will 
exist  after  the  Cit}^  has  performed  the  matters  and 
things  to  be  done  by  it  under  the  provisions  of  Para- 
graphs 3  and  5  of  Article  I  of  this  Agreement. 
Said  survey  shall  not  include  elevations  and  the 
topography  of  the  land.  After  said  survey  has  been 
completed,  a  drawing  showing  the  results  of  said 
survey  shall  be  prepared  by  the  City  and  after  said 
drawing  has  been  approved  and  such  approval  has 
been  indicated  thereon  by  the  signatures  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Commission,  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Im- 
provements of  the  Redeveloper,  said  survey  drawing 
shall  supersede  and  stand  in  the  place  and  stead  of 
print  of  drawing  No.  13-54,  dated  22  March,  1954, 
entitled  "Lots  for  Development,  Standards  and  Con- 
trols", in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as 
if  said  survey  drawing  had  been  originally  attached 
to  this  Agreement,  and  made  a  part  hereof  for  all 
purposes  of  this  Agreement. 

3.  The  City,  subject  to  all  of  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions herein  set  forth,  and  after  the  City  has 
fully  performed  all  of  its  duties  and  obligations 
under  Paragraphs  1,  2,  3  and  5  of  Article  I  of  this 
Agreement,  as  to  any  particular  Lot  or  Lots,  agrees 
to  grant  and  convey,  in  fee  simple,  to  the  Rede- 
veloper said  particular  Lot  or  Lots.  Terms,  con- 
ditions and  covenants  which  shall  run  with  said  Lots 
7A1,  TBI,  7A2,  7B2,  7C  and  7D,  hereinbefore  de- 
scribed, and  which  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties 
hereto,  their  respective  successors  and  assigns,  until 
January  1st,  2004,  except  3  (h)  which  shall  run 
with  the  land  forever,  shall  be  included  in  any  and 
all  such  deeds,  providing  for  the  following : 

(a)  That  the  City  reserves  for  itself  and  its 
agents  and  employees  the  unqualified  right  to  enter 
upon  any  and  all  of  said  Lots  at  any  time  for  the 
purpose  of  installing,  constructing,  reconstructing, 
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maintaining,  repairing  or  servicing  any  and  all 
public  utilities  that  now  or  hereafter  may  be  located 
within  the  boundary  lines  of  the  easements  in  said 
Lots  as  shown  on  the  survey  mentioned  in  Para- 
graph 2  of  this  Article  II  and  which  easements  are 
hereby  reserved  to  the  City,  and  that  the  Re- 
developer  shall  not  erect  or  construct  any  building 
or  structure  on  any  part  thereof,  on  or  over  or  with- 
in the  boundary  lines  of  any  easement  reserved  by 
the  City;  provided,  however,  that  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  of  the  City  and  the  Commission,  act- 
ing jointly,  may  grant  to  the  Redeveloper  in  specific 
cases  upon  the  written  request  of  the  Redeveloper 
the  right  to  erect  or  construct  any  building  or 
structure  on  or  over  or  within  the  boundary  lines  of 
any  such  easement  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  of  the  City  and  the  Commission ; 

(b)  That  the  Redeveloper  must  use,  occupy  and 
develop  said  Lots  7A1,  TBI,  7A2,  7B2,  7C  and  7D 
only  for  the  purposes  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  and  restrictions  set  forth  on  print  of 
Drawing  No.  13-54,  dated  22  March,  1954,  entitled 
"Lots  for  Development,  Standards  and  Controls", 
and  the  Redeveloper  shall  devote  said  Lots  to  the 
uses  specified  therefor  in  the  Redevelopment  Plan 
as  such  Plan  is  prepared  and  approved  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Paragraph  8  of  Article  I  of  this 
Agreement. 

(c)  The  Redeveloper,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense, 
shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  detailed 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  buildings  and  struc- 
tures to  be  constructed  or  erected  by  the  Redeveloper 
on  Project  Area  No.  12- A,  and  said  plans  and 
specifications  shall  be  subject  to,  and  be  in  con- 
formity with,  the  provisions,  restrictions,  standards 
and  controls  indicated  on  said  print  of  drawing  No. 
13-54,  dated  22  March,  1954,  entitled  "Lots  for  De- 
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velopment,  Standards  and  Controls".  Said  plans 
and  specifications  must  be  submitted  to,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Commission  and  the  Planning  Com- 
mission of  the  City  as  to  compliance  with  the 
aforesaid  provisions,  restrictions,  standards  and 
controls  only.  Further,  any  and  all  plans  which 
must  be  submitted  to,  and  approved  by,  the  Board  of 
Estimates  or  the  City  Council  of  the  City  in  order 
to  enable  the  City  to  obtain  funds  from  the  United 
States  of  America,  or  any  agency  thereof,  in  con- 
nection with  the  project  contemplated  by  this  Agree- 
ment must  be  submitted  to,  and  approved  by,  said 
Board  of  Estimates  or  City  Council.  After  said 
plans  and  specifications  have  been  approved  as 
aforesaid,  no  changes  therein,  or  amendments  there- 
to, shall  be  made  by  the  Redeveloper  until  after  any 
proposed  change  or  amendment  has  been  submitted 
to,  and  approved  by,  the  Commission  and  the 
Planning  Commission  of  the  City,  and  by  said  Board 
of  Estimates  or  City  Council  if  required,  for  com- 
pliance with  the  aforesaid  provisions,  restrictions, 
standards  and  controls ; 

(d)  The  Redeveloper  must  commence  its  construc- 
tion and  development  operations  in  accordance  with 
the  approved  plans  and  specifications  mentioned  in 
Paragraph  3  (c)  of  this  Article  II  upon  the  land 
conveyed  by  any  such  deed  not  more  than  one  year 
after  the  date  of  such  deed ; 

(e)  The  Redeveloper  shall  make  a  diligent  effort 
to  complete  fully  all  of  its  construction  and  develop- 
ment operations  in  accordance  with  the  approved 
plans  and  specifications  mentioned  in  Paragraph  3 
(c)  of  this  Article  II  upon  the  land  conveyed  by  any 
such  deed  not  more  than  three  (3)  years  after  the 
date  of  such  deed ; 

(f )  The  Redeveloper,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense, 
shall  provide  and  construct  all  necessary  footways 
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along  the  highway  frontage  of  the  Lots  comprising 
Project  Area  No.  12-A  and  within  the  right-of-way 
lines  of  all  highways  abutting  on  said  Lots ; 

(g)  The  Redeveloper,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense, 
at  all  times,  shall  keep  all  buildings,  structures,  im- 
provements, fixtures,  equipment,  machinery,  and 
walkways  and  other  paved  areas,  constructed, 
erected,  installed  or  located  on  Project  Area  No. 
12-A  in  good  and  safe  order  and  condition  and  in 
full  and  complete  repair,  both  outside  and  inside, 
structurally  and  otherwise,  including  the  necessary 
and  proper  painting.  All  buildings  and  structures, 
both  inside  and  outside,  parking  spaces,  walkways, 
trees  and  shrubs,  landscaped  and  other  open  and 
paved  areas,  constructed,  erected  or  installed  on 
Project  Area  No.  12-A  shall  be  kept  by  the  Re- 
developer  in  a  neat,  clean,  orderly  and  sanitary  con- 
dition, including  the  removal  of  all  refuse,  rubbish, 
snow  and  ice.  Nothing  contained  in  this  sub-para- 
graph (g)  shall  be  taken  or  construed  to  relieve 
the  City  from  performing  its  usual  and  normal 
functions  and  activities  in  connection  with  collecting 
and  removing  garbage,  refuse  and  rubbish  from 
Project  Area  No.  12-A  in  accordance  with  the  prac- 
tices and  policies  which  the  City  may  establish,  from 
time  to  time,  and  which  are  generally  applicable  to 
such  collections  and  removal  from  buildings  and 
structures  similar  to  those  contemplated  by  this 
Agreement.  The  Redeveloper  shall  not  use  any  of 
said  Project  Area  No.  12-A,  or  any  part  thereof,  for 
any  unlawful  or  dangerous  purpose,  or  maintain  or 
permit  to  be  maintained  thereon  any  nuisance  or 
carry  on  any  business  or  operation  thereon  except 
as  specifically  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this 
Agreement ; 

(h)  That  the  Redeveloper  must  not  enter  into, 
execute  or  be  a  party  to  any  covenant,  agreement, 
lease,  deed,  assignment,  conveyance  or  any  other 
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written  instrument  which,  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
any  manner  or  to  any  extent  restricts  or  attempts 
to  restrict  the  sale,  lease,  use  or  occupancy  of  said 
Lots,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  improvements 
placed  thereon,  upon  the  basis  of  race,  creed  or 
color ; 

(i)  The  Redeveloper  must  not  grant,  transfer  or 
convey  any  or  all  of  its  right,  title  and  interest  in 
and  to  any  or  all  said  Lots,  or  any  part  or  parts 
thereof,  to  any  legal  entity  until  after  January  1st, 
1960;  provided,  however,  that  the  aforegoing  shall 
not  apply  to  rights-of-way  or  easements  for  public 
utility  purposes  or  to  concessions  for  operating 
restaurants,  cafeterias,  newstands  and  off-street 
parking  facilities ; 

(j)  In  the  event  the  Redeveloper  fails  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  either  Paragraph  3  (d)  or 
Paragraph  3  (e)  of  this  Article  II,  then  the  City, 
acting  through  the  Commission,  shall  have  the  right, 
for  a  period  of  five  (5)  years  accounting  from  the 
date  of  the  Redeveloper's  failure  to  comply  with 
said  provisions,  to  acquire  from  the  Redeveloper  the 
fee  simple  title  to  the  land  conveyed  by  the  City  to 
the  Redeveloper  and  in  connection  with  which  the 
Redeveloper  has  failed  to  comply  with  said  pro- 
visions, at  and  for  the  then  fair  market  value  of  said 
land  and  improvements  thereon  as  determined  by 
a  Committee  of  Appraisers  composed  of  one  ap- 
praiser prtnointed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Im- 
provements of  the  Redeveloper,  one  appraiser  ap- 
pointed by  the  Commission  and  a  third  appraiser 
selected  by  the  aforementioned  two  appraisers. 

ARTICLE  III 

The  Redeveloper  covenants  and  agrees  that: 

1 .  It  will  accept  any  and  all  deeds  from  the  City, 
conveying  said  Lots  7A1,  7B1,  7A2,  7B2,  7C  and 
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7D,  hereinbefore  described,  to  the  Redeveloper  con- 
taining such  terms,  conditions  and  covenants  as  are 
provided  in  Paragraph  3  of  Article  II  of  this  Agree- 
ment, and  the  Redeveloper  shall  be  fully  bound  by 
any  and  all  of  said  terms,  conditions  and  covenants. 

2.  Within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  execution  of  a 
contemplated  contract  to  be  entered  into  by  the  City 
and  the  United  States  of  America,  or  any  agency 
thereof,  for  a  full  capital  grant  of  money  and  neces- 
sary temporary  loan  funds  under  Title  I  of  Public 
Law  171,  passed  by  the  81st  Congress  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  connection  with  the  under- 
taking of  Redevelopment  Project  No.  12,  the  Re- 
developer shall  pay  to  the  City  the  following  sums 
of  money : 

(a)  One  Million,  Two  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($1,200,000),  which  is  agreed  upon  as  the  re-use 
value  of  the  aforesaid  Lots  7A1,  7B1,  7A2,  7B2,  7C 
and  7D  to  be  conveyed  by  the  City  to  the  Rede- 
veloper; and 

(b)  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  the  City  in  defraying  the  costs 
of  redevelopment  within  Redevelopment  Project 
Area  No.  12. 

3.  The  Redeveloper  shall  pay,  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  City,  its  agents  and  employees,  except 
against  its  or  their  own  acts  of  omission  or  negli- 
gence, from  all  suits,  actions,  claims,  demands,  dam- 
ages, losses,  expenses  or  costs  of  every  kind  and 
description  to  which  the  City,  its  agents  or  em- 
ployees, may  be  subjected  or  put  by  reason  of  injury 
(including  death)  to  persons  or  property,  resulting 
from,  in  connection  with,  or  growing  out  of,  any 
act  of  commission  or  omission  of  the  Redeveloper, 
its  agents  or  employees,  or  its  contractors  or  sub- 
contractors, in  connection  with  any  building,  con- 
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struction,  erection,  installation  or  development 
work,  service  or  operation  being  done,  carried  on  or 
performed  in,  on  or  over  said  Project  Area  No.  12- A, 
or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  or  in  connection  with 
any  use,  occupancy  or  operation  of  said  Project  Area 
or  any  improvements  thereon,  or  any  part  of  any  of 
them,  during  the  entire  time  this  Agreement,  or 
any  part  thereof,  is  in  force,  and  regardless  of 
whether  such  suits,  actions,  claims,  demands,  dam- 
ages, losses,  expenses  or  costs  be  against,  suffered  or 
sustained  by  the  City,  its  agents  and  employees,  or 
be  against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  other  persons, 
corporations  or  legal  entities  to  whom  the  City,  its 
agents  and  employees,  may  become  liable  therefor. 

4.  The  Redeveloper,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense, 
shall  secure  from  a  financially  sound  company  or 
companies,  and  maintain  in  full  force  and  effect 
during  the  entire  time  that  this  Agreement,  or  any 
part  or  parts  thereof,  is  in  force  as  to  said  Project 
Area  No.  12- A,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  such 
insurance  as  will  at  least  protect  the  Redeveloper 
and  the  City,  their  agents  and  employees,  from  any 
and  all  legally  sustainable  claims  or  damages  for 
personal  injuries,  including  death,  or  for  damages  to 
any  property  of  the  City  or  of  the  public,  which  may 
arise  out  of  or  in  connection  with  the  occupancy  or 
use  of  said  Project  Area,  or  any  part  or  parts 
thereof,  by  the  Redeveloper  or  the  performance  of 
any  wor!:  or  operations  by  the  Redeveloper  in,  on  or 
over  said  Project  Area,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof, 
whether  said  work  or  operations  be  by  the  Rede- 
veloper, or  its  contractors  or  sub-contractors,  or 
anyone  directly  or  indirectly  employed  by  any  of 
them ;  the  amount  of  such  insurance  shall  not  be  less 
than  Fiftv  Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000)  for  injuries 
sustained  by  any  one  person  and  One  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars   ($100,000)   for  injuries  sustained  by 
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two  or  more  persons  in  any  one  accident ;  the  amount 
of  property  damage  insurance  shall  not  be  less  than 
Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  ($20,000). 

5.  (a)  In  the  event  the  Redeveloper  at  any  time 
refuses,  neglects  or  fails  to  secure  and  maintain  in 
full  force  and  effect  any  or  all  of  the  insurance  re- 
quired under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Agreement,  the  City,  acting  through  the  Commis- 
sion, at  its  option,  may  procure  or  renew  such  in- 
surance, and  all  amounts  of  money  paid  therefor 
shall  be  payable  by  the  Redeveloper  to  the  City. 

(b)  All  such  insurance  agreements  shall  provide 
that  they  cannot  be  cancelled  or  terminated  until 
after  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  prior  notice  has  been 
given  to  the  Commission  to  the  effect  that  such  in- 
surance agreements  are  to  be  cancelled  or  terminated 
at  a  particular  time. 

(c)  All  such  insurance  agreements  required  to  be 
procured  by  the  Redeveloper  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Agreement  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Commission  as  to  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  Agreement,  and  the  Redeveloper  shall 
not  commence  any  of  its  construction,  development 
or  other  operations  under  this  Agreement  until  and 
after  any  and  all  such  insurance  agreements  have 
been  so  approved  by  the  Commission. 

(d)  No  acceptance  or  approval  of  any  insurance 
agreement  or  agreements  by  the  City  or  the  Com- 
mission shall  relieve  or  release  or  be  construed  to 
relieve  or  release  the  Redeveloper  from  any  liability, 
duty  or  obligation  assumed  by,  or  imposed  upon,  it 
by  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement. 

6,  The  Redeveloper  shall  comply  in  every  respect 
with  any  and  all  Federal  and  State  of  Maryland 
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laws,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  notices,  now  or 
hereafter  in  force  or  issued,  which  may  be  applicable 
to  any  and  all  of  the  work  or  operations  to  be  done, 
performed  or  carried  on  by  the  Redeveloper  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Agreement. 

7.  The  Redeveloper  shall  co-operate  with  the  City 
as  fully  as  practicable  and  do  any  and  all  reasonable 
acts  and  things  that  may  be  necessary  to  assist  the 
City  to  secure  financial  aid  for  the  project  con- 
templated by  this  Agreement  from  the  United  States 
of  America,  or  any  agency  thereof,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Public  Law  171,  passed  by  the  81st  Con- 
gress, and  known  as  the  "Housing  Act  of  1949",  and 
all  amendments  thereto,  or  any  similar  Federal 
legislation. 

8.  The  Redeveloper  shall  not  grant,  assign  or 
transfer  this  Agreement,  or  any  part  thereof  or  in- 
terest therein,  by  power  of  attorney  or  otherwise,  it 
being  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  Agreement  to 
grant  the  rights  herein  granted  to  the  Redeveloper 
by  the  City  solely  to  the  Redeveloper  and  not  to  any 
other  person,  firm  or  corporation  or  other  legal 
entity. 

9.  The  Redeveloper  shall  promptly  pay  any  and 
all  costs  and  expenses  and  all  judgments  and  decrees, 
which  may  be  incurred  by  the  City,  from  time  to 
time,  (a)  in  enforcing  the  convenants,  terms  or  pro- 
visions of  this  Agreement;  or  (b)  in  defending  any 
action  or  suit  for  damages,  because  of  any  failure, 
neglect  or  default  on  the  part  of  the  Redeveloper  in 
respect  of  any  obligation,  agreement,  undertaking 
or  promise  herein  contained  on  the  part  of  the  Re- 
developer to  be  kept  and  performed,  or  resulting 
from  any  act  of  commission  or  omission  of  the  Re- 
developer; and  that,  in  case  the  City  shall,  without 
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any  default  on  its  part,  be  made  a  party  to  any  litiga- 
tion in  respect  of  any  matter  directly  or  indirectly 
growing  out  of  this  Agreement  or  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions thereof  or  relating  to  said  Project  Area  No. 
12-A  and  the  Redeveloper  is  at  fault,  the  Redeveloper 
shall  and  will  pay  all  judgments,  decrees  and  costs 
incurred  by  or  imposed  on  the  City  by  or  in  con- 
nection therewith;  and  that  all  such  judgments,  de- 
crees and  costs  incurred  in  any  of  the  ways  herein- 
before mentioned,  when  paid  by  the  said  City,  shall 
at  once  be,  and  be  deemed  to  be,  payable  by  the  Re- 
developer to  the  City. 

ARTICLE  IV 

1,  (a)  In  the  event  the  Redeveloper  for  any  cause 
or  reason  at  any  time  fails  to  well  and  faithfully 
perform,  observe  or  comply  with  any  of  the  terms, 
covenants,  provisions  and  conditions  contained  in 
this  Agreement  to  be  performed,  observed  or  com- 
plied with  by  the  Redeveloper,  then  the  Redeveloper 
shall  be  in  default  of  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
this  Agreement. 

(b)  In  case  of  any  default  by  the  Redeveloper  in 
connection  with  said  Project  Area  No.  12-A  and  the 
City  is  not  in  default  in  connection  with  said  Proj- 
ect Area,  then  the  City,  acting  through  the  Com- 
mission, may  give  the  Redeveloper  written  notice  of 
such  default  and  demand  that  such  default  be  cor- 
rected or  cured.  The  Redeveloper,  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  the  date  of  any  such  notice,  may  in  writ- 
ing request  to  be  heard  by  the  Commission  relative 
to  the  subject  matter  of  the  notice  and  the  Commis- 
sion shall  grant  the  Redeveloper  an  opportunity  to 
be  heard  by  it  within  ten  (10)  days  after  receipt  of 
such  written  request.  The  Commission,  within 
seven  (7)  days  after  said  hearing  has  been  com- 
pleted, shall  render  its  decision  in  writing  and  send 
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a  copy  thereof  to  the  Redeveloper.  In  the  event  the 
decision  of  the  Commission  is  to  the  effect  that  the 
Redeveloper  must  correct  or  cure  the  default 
originally  complained  of,  in  whole  or  in  part,  then 
the  Redeveloper  must  do  so  within  sixty  (60)  days 
from  the  date  of  the  original  notice  of  default,  and 
if  the  Redeveloper  fails  to  correct  or  cure  the  de- 
fault complained  of  within  the  said  sixty  (60)  days 
period,  then  and  in  such  case,  this  Agreement  shall 
terminate  immediately  in  its  entirety,  unless  said 
sixty  (60)  days  period  is  specifically  extended  in 
writing  by  the  Commission,  acting  for  and  on  behalf 
of  the  City. 

(c)  In  the  event  of  any  such  termination,  all 
rights,  title  and  interests  of  the  Redeveloper  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Agreement  shall 
immediately  terminate,  and  the  City  shall  have  the 
right  and  full  power  and  authority  to  fully  liquidate 
any  and  all  real  estate  or  any  other  property  pur- 
chased or  acquired  in  Project  Area  No.  12-A  by  the 
City  out  of  funds  paid  by  the  Redeveloper  to  the 
City  as  hereinbefore  provided  and  which  is  titled  in 
the  City  or  which  is  in  the  possession  or  control  of 
the  City  by  either  selling  said  real  estate  and  any 
other  property  at  public  auction  or  by  sealed  bids 
received  pursuant  to  advertisements  placed  in  at 
least  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  Baltimore 
City  on  three  consecutive  days  at  least  one  week 
prior  to  the  time  of  holding  such  auction  or  opening 
said  bids,  or  by  the  City  itself  purchasing  said  real 
estate  or  other  property  at  the  then  fair  market 
value  as  determined  by  a  Committee  of  Appraisers 
composed  of  one  appraiser  appointed  by  the  Director 
of  Public  Improvements  of  the  Redeveloper,  one  ap- 
praiser appointed  by  the  Commission  and  a  third 
appraiser  selected  by  the  aforementioned  two  ap- 
praisers. 
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(d)  All  funds  obtained  by  the  City  as  a  result  of 
liquidating  said  real  estate  and  other  property  and 
any  unexpended  or  unobligated  balance  of  the  funds 
paid  by  the  Redeveloper  to  the  City  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Paragraph  2  of  Article  III  of  this  Agree- 
ment, shall  De  applied  by  the  City  in  the  following 
order  and  manner : 

(1)  To  pay  and  fully  discharge  any  and  all  out- 
standing debts  and  obligations  incurred,  and  all  ex- 
penditures made,  by  the  City  in  connection  with  the 
duties  and  obligations  imposed  upon  it  by  this 
Agreement,  including  any  and  all  costs  incurred  by 
the  City  in  discharging  any  and  all  of  the  provisions 
of  sub-paragraph  1  (c)  above; 

(2)  To  the  repayment  of  any  and  all  funds  paid, 
loaned  or  advanced  to  the  City  by  the  United  States 
of  America,  or  any  agency  thereof,  to  assist  in 
financing  the  matters  and  things  contemplated  to  be 
done  and  performed  by  the  City  under  this  Agree- 
ment, if  any  such  repayment  is  required  as  a  result 
of  any  termination  of  this  Agreement,  and 

(3)  The  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Re- 
developer. 

2,  (a)  In  the  event  the  City  at  any  time  for  any 
cause  or  reason  fails  to  well  and  faithfully  perform, 
observe  and  comply  with  any  of  the  terms,  covenants, 
provisions  and  conditions  contained  in  this  Agree- 
ment to  be  performed,  observed  or  complied  with  by 
the  City  in  connection  with  said  Project  Area  No. 
12-A,  and  the  Redeveloper  is  not  in  default  in  con- 
nection with  said  Project  Area,  and  the  City  fails 
to  perform  such  terms,  covenants,  provisions  and 
conditions  within  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date  of 
receipt  by  it  of  a  written  notice  from  the  Rede- 
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veloper,  acting  through  the  Director  of  PubHc  Im- 
provements of  the  Redeveloper,  informing  the  City 
of  its  faikire  so  to  perform  and  of  the  intention  of 
the  Redeveloper  to  terminate  this  Agreement  in  its 
entirety  in  the  event  the  default  complained  of  is  not 
corrected  or  cured  within  the  said  sixty  (60)  days 
period,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  Redeveloper 
may  teiTninate  this  Agreement  in  its  entirety,  unless 
said  sixty  (60)  days  period  is  specifically  extended 
in  writing  by  the  Redeveloper,  acting  through  the 
Director  of  Public  Improvements  of  the  Redeveloper. 
The  City,  acting  through  the  Commission,  within 
ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  of  any  such  sixty  (60) 
days  default  notice,  may  in  writing  request  to  be 
heard  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  Redevel- 
oper relative  to  the  subject  matter  of  the  notice 
and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  Redeveloper 
shall  grant  the  City,  acting  through  the  Commission, 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard  by  it  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  receipt  of  such  written  request.  The 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  Redeveloper,  within 
seven  (7)  days  after  said  hearing  has  been  com- 
pleted, shall  render  its  decision  in  writing  and  send 
a  copy  thereof  to  the  Commission.  In  the  event  the 
decision  of  the  Board  of  Pubhc  Works  of  the  Re- 
developer is  to  the  effect  that  the  City  must  correct 
or  cure  the  default  originally  complained  of,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  then  the  City  must  do  so  within  sixty  (60) 
days  from  the  date  of  the  original  notice  of  default. 

(b)  In  the  event  of  any  such  termination,  all 
rights,  title  and  interests  of  the  City  under  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  this  Agreement  shall  immediately 
terminate,  and  the  City  shall  promptly  transfer  and 
convey  to  the  Redeveloper  any  and  all  real  estate 
and  other  property  acquired  or  purchased  by  the 
City  out  of  funds  paid  to  the  City  by  the  Redeveloper 
under  this  Agreement,  and  in  addition  all  unexpended 
and  unobUgated  balance  of  funds  paid  to  the  City

by  the  Redeveloper  under  this  Agreement  remaining 
in  the  possession  of  the  City,  after  final  accounting 
and  full  payment  of  all  outstanding  obligations  in- 
curred by  the  City  in  connection  with  this  Agree- 
ment, shall  be  returned  promptly  by  the  City  to  the 
Redeveloper. 

3.  In  the  event  the  City's  or  the  Redeveloper's 
performance  of  any  one  of  their  respective  duties 
and  obligations  under  the  provisions  of  this  Agree- 
ment as  to  said  Project  Area  No.  12- A  is  prevented 
or  interrupted  by  strike,  riot,  storm,  flood,  act  of 
God,  or  any  act  or  state  of  war  or  public  emergency, 
or  any  other  cause  beyond  the  control  of  the  City  or 
the  Redeveloper,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  not  caused 
by  any  act  or  failure  to  act  by  the  City  or  the  Rede- 
veloper, as  the  case  may  be,  the  date  of  performing 
such  duty  or  obligation  by  the  City  or  the  Redevel- 
oper, as  the  case  may  be,  in  connection  with  the 
Project  Area  shall  be  postponed  for  a  period  of 
time  equal  to  the  number  of  days  the  City's  or  the 
Redeveloper's,  as  the  case  may  be,  performance  of 
such  duty  or  obligation  is  so  prevented  or  inter- 
rupted. 

Jf.  The  City  shall  make  a  dihgent  effort  to  obtain 
a  contract  from  the  United  States  of  America  for  a 
full  capital  grant  of  money  and  necessary  temporary 
loan  funds  under  Title  I  of  Public  Law  171,  passed 
by  the  81st  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, to  assist  the  City  in  acquiring  and  preparing 
Redevelopment  Project  Area  No.  12  for  redevelop- 
ment purposes,  including  the  provisions  of  Article  I 
of  this  Agreement,  and  in  the  event  the  City  is  not 
successful  in  obtaining  a  contract  for  full  capital 
grant  money  and  necessary  temporary  loan  funds  as 
aforesaid  for  said  Redevelopment  Project  Area  No. 
12  within  a  period  of  twelve  (12)  months  accounting 
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from  the  date  of  this  Agreement,  then  the  City, 
acting  through  the  Commission,  or  the  Redeveloper, 
acting  through  the  Director  of  Pubhc  Improvements, 
shall  have  the  right  to  declare,  by  giving  thirty  (30) 
days  written  notice  to  the  other  party,  that  this 
Agreement  in  its  entirety  is  null  and  void.  The  term 
"full  capital  grant  money''  as  used  in  this  Paragraph 
4  means  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  at  least  tvv^o-thirds 
of  the  "net  project  costs",  as  that  term  is  defined 
in  Title  I  of  Pubhc  Law  171  (Title  42,  Sec.  1460  (f), 
U.S.C.A.),  of  Redevelopment  Project  Area  No.  12. 

5.  In  the  event  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion issues  a  final  order  or  decree  which  prevents  or 
restrains  the  City  and  the  Redeveloper,  or  either  of 
them,  from  doing  or  performing  any  of  the  acts, 
matters  or  things  to  be  done  by  them,  or  either  of 
them,  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Agree- 
ment, and  which  materially  prejudices  the  City  and 
the  Redeveloper,  or  either  of  them,  in  their  respec- 
tive rights,  duties  and  obligations  under  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  this  Agreement,  in  said  Project 
Area  No.  12-A,  and  any  such  final  order  or  decree 
remains  in  force  for  a  period  of  at  least  thirty  (30) 
days  and  no  appeal  from  any  such  order  or  decree  is 
pending  in  any  appellate  court,  then  the  City  or  the 
Redeveloper,  in  addition  to  any  other  right  of  termi- 
nation herein  given  to  either  the  City  or  the  Rede- 
veloper, may  terminate  this  Agreement  in  its  en- 
tirety at  any  time  by  giving  sixty  (60)  days  written 
notice  to  that  effect  to  the  other  party  hereto. 

6.  In  the  event  the  City  or  the  Redeveloper  termi- 
nates this  Agi'eement  under  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions of  Paragraphs  4  or  5  of  this  Article  IV,  then 
in  any  such  case,  neither  of  the  parties  hereto  shall 
have  any  claim  or  any  right  of  action,  in  law  or  in 
equity,  against  the  other  for  any  costs,  losses,  ex- 
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penses,  damages  or  liabilities  incurred  or  sustained 
by  it  in  connection  with,  or  resulting  from  entering 
into,  this  Agreement  or  doing  anything  in  connection 
with  Project  Area  No.  12-A,  or  any  part  thereof. 

7.  It  is  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that  noth-

Devices",  prohibiting  the  use,  by  certain  persons  and  for 
certain  uses,  of  any  electronic  device  or  other  device  or 
equipment  of  any  type  whatsoever  in  such  manner  as  to 
overhear  or  record  any  part  of  the  conversation  or  words 
spoken  to  or  by  any  other  person  in  private  conversation, 
except  as  provided  for  by  this  ordinance,  and  relating 
generally  to  such  offense  and  to  the  penalties  therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  lOA,  lOB 
and  IOC  be  and  they  are  hereby  added  to  Article 
24  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Police",  said  new  sections  to  follow  immediately 
after  Section  10  of  said  Article,  to  be  under  the  new 
sub-title  "Electronic  Devices",  and  to  read  as  follows : 
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ELECTRONIC  DEVICES 

10 A.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore  to  use  any  electronic  device  or 
other  device  or  equipment  of  any  type  whatsoever 
in  such  manner  as  to  overhear  or  record  any  part 
of  the  conversation  or  words  spoken  to  or  by  any 
person  in  private  conversation  without  the  knowl- 
edge or  consent,  expressed  or  implied,  of  that  other 
person ;  provided,  however,  that  if  it  shall  appear  to 
the  duly  authorized  public  law  enforcement  officers 
of  this  City  that  a  crime  has  been,  is  being,  or  is 
about  to  be  committed,  and  that  the  use  of  such 
electronic  devices  are  required  to  prevent  the  com- 
mission of  the  said  crime,  or  to  apprehend  the  per- 
sons who  shall  have  committed  it,  then  the  said  law 
enforcement  officer  or  officers  shall  apply  to  any  of 
the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City, 
by  means  of  a  formal  ex  parte  petition  for  the  is- 
suance of  an  order  authorizing  the  use  of  the  said 
electronic  devices  or  equipment,  and  shall  make  oath 
or  affirm  in  the  said  petition  that  there  is  possible 
cause  to  believe  that  a  crime  may  be,  or  is  being,  or 
has  been  committed,  and  shall  state  the  facts  upon 
which  said  reasonable  ground  is  based,  and  further, 
that  the  use  of  the  said  electronic  devices  or  equip- 
ment is  necessary  in  order  to  prevent  the  commis- 
sion of,  or  to  secure  evidence  of  the  commission  of 
such  crime;  that  the  affiant  shall  identify,  with 
reasonable  particularity,  the  device  or  devices  to  be 
used,  the  place  or  places  where  they  are  to  be  used, 
the  person  or  persons  whose  conversation  is  to  be 
intercepted,  the  crime  or  crimes  which  are  suspected 
to  have  been,  or  about  to  be  committed,  and  that  the 
evidence  thus  obtained  will  be  used  solely  in  connec- 
tion with  an  investigation  or  prosecution  of  the  said 
crimes  before  any  such  ex  parte  order  shall  be  is- 
sued. The  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Bench  of  Balti- 
more City  shall  satisfy  himself  that  the  facts  stated 
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in  the  petition  indicate  that  there  is  probable  cause 
for  tlie  issuance  of  the  said  order.  Such  ex  parte 
order  shall  be  effective  for  the  time  specified  in  the 
order,  but  for  not  more  than  sixty  days  unless  ex- 
tended or  renewed  by  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Bench  of  Baltimore  City,  upon  proper  petition  meet- 
ing the  same  requirements  as  the  original  petition. 
Any  ex  parte  order  so  issued  shall  be  retained  by 
the  applicant  as  authority  for  the  use  of  the  electronic 
device  or  equipment  therein  set  out  and  the  inter- 
ception of  the  conversation  sought  to  be  intercepted. 
A  true  copy  of  such  order,  together  with  any  ex- 
hibits submitted  with  the  petition  shall  be  sealed 
and  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  in  which  the 
order  is  issued,  at  the  time  of  its  issuance,  provided, 
however,  that  such  order  shall  be  available  to  per- 
sons in  interest  after  arrest,  upon  order  of  the 
Court.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
as  prohibiting  the  use  of  any  electronic  device  or 
other  device  to  overhear  or  record  the  conversation 
of  any  person  or  persons  held  in  laAvful  custody  by 
duly  authorized  public  law  enforcement  officers, 
except  that  this  sentence  shall  not  apply  to  conversa- 
tions between  a  person  in  such  custody  and  his  at- 
torney. 

lOB.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  use  any 
electronic  device  or  equipment  or  other  devices  or 
equipment  or  other  devices  or  equipment  of  any  type 
whatsoever,  in  such  manner  as  to  overhear  or  record 
any  part  of  the  conversation  or  words  spoken  to  or 
by  any  nerson  in  private  conversation,  without  their 
knowled^re  or  consent,  either  expressed  or  implied, 
except  m  compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  sub- 
title, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  sub- 
ject, upon  conviction,  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  Five 
Hundred  Dollars  ($500),  or  to  imprisonment  for 
not  exceeding  one  (1)  year,  or  to  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment,    in    the    discretion    of    the    Court.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  60 A  be  and  it  is 
hereby  added  to  Article  24  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1050  Edition),  to  follow  immediately  after 
Section  CO  thereof,  to  be  under  the  sub-title  "Pistols" 
and  under  the  new  sub-heading  ''Other  Weapons", 
and  to  read  as  follows: 
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Other  Weapons. 

60 A.  (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  persons, 
firm  or  corporation  to  sell,  give  away,  lend,  rent,  or 
otherwise  transfer  to  any  person  whom  the  seller 
knows  or  has  reasonable  cause  to  believe  to  be  a 
minor,  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  any  gun 
or  other  device,  by  whatever  name  or  description 
known,  which  discharges  a  pellet  or  other  object  by 
force  of  a  gas  or  air  cylinder  or  cartridge. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  dis- 
charge or  use  any  gun  or  other  device,  by  whatever 
name  or  description  known,  which  discharges  a 
pellet  or  other  object  by  force  of  a  gas  or  air  cart- 
ridge or  cylinder,  unless  the  said  gun  shall  be  kept 
within  his  own  domicile  or  shall  be  used  by  him  for 
the  purpose  of  teaching  the  use  and  care  of  weapons 
or  firearms  at  an  indoor  or  outdoor  range  which 
shall  be  under  the  supervision,  guidance  and  in- 
struction of  an  adult. 

(c)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  dis- 
charge any  such  gun  or  device  from  or  across  any 
street,  sidewalk,  alley  or  public  road  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  except  on  a  properly 
constructed  target  range  or  except  on  private 
grounds  or  residence  under  circumstances  where 
the  said  gun  or  device  can  be  fired,  discharged  or 
operated  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  endanger  per- 
sons or  property  and  also  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
prevent  the  projectile  from  traversing  any  grounds 
or  space  outside  the  limits  of  such  grounds  or 
residence. 


(d)  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  misdemeanor,  subject  upon 
conviction  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($500)  or  to  imprisonment  for  not  longer 
than  sixty  (60)  days  or  to  both  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, in  the  discretion  of  the  Court.

Fire  Department"  and,  for  purposes  of  convenience,  dividing 
said  sections  into  sub-sections. 

Section  1.  Beit  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  36  of  Article  9 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
'Tire",  sub-title  "Interpretations,  Definitions  and 
Classifications",  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and  re- 
ordained,  with  amendments,  to  read  as  follows : 

36.  Definitions.  (1)  "Adjoining  Property  Line" 
is  the  property  line  separating  two  adjoining  lots  or 
premises. 

(2)  "Alley  Line"  is  the  line  separating  an  alley 
from  a  premises  or  lot. 
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(3)  "Apartment"  is  a  room  or  group  of  rooms 
occupied  as  a  housekeeping  unit  and  equipped  with 
a  kitchen  sink  and  cooking  facilities  or  having  access 
thereto. 

(4)  "Apartment  House"  is  a  building  or  portion 
of  a  building  housing  more  than  6  apartments. 

(5)  "Approved"  shall  mean  accepted  for  design, 
construction  and  use  by  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters,  Inc.,  or  the  Chief  of  Fire  Department. 

(6)  "Assembly"  (see  "Place  of  Assembly"). 

(7)  "Attic  or  Attic  Story"  is  a  space  situated 
wholly  or  partly  above  the  eave  line  of  a  slanting 
roof. 

(8)  "Automatic  Fire  Door"  is  a  fire  door  which 
will  close  when  the  closing  device  is  exposed  to  heat 
or  fire. 

(9)  "Basement"  is  a  story  below  the  first  floor  of 
a  building. 

(10)  "Board  of  Fire  Commissioners"  shall  mean 
the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore. 

(11)  "Building"  is  a  structure  wholly  or  partially 
enclosed,  either  standing  alone  or  cut  off  from  other 
structures  by  fire  walls  and  which  is  designed  for 
housing  persons,  animals  or  property. 

(12)  "Building  Code"  shall  mean  the  Building 
Code  of  Baltimore  City. 

(13)  "Building  Line"  is  the  line  formed  by  the 
intersection  of  the  outside  face  of  the  exterior  walls 
with  the  ground,  except  the  walls  facing  courts. 

(14)  "Ceiling"  is  the  surface  suspended  from  or 
attached  to  the  underside  of  floors  or  roofs,  which 
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does  not  form  a  structural  part  of  a  floor  or  roof, 
or  shall  mean  the  underside  of  exposed  floor  or  roof 
construction. 

(15)  ''Ceiling  Height"  is  the  clear  distance  be- 
tween a  floor  and  a  horizontal  plane  above,  which 
extends  over  not  less  than  75  per  cent,  of  floor  area. 

(16)  ''Cellar"  is  the  space  or  spaces  in  a  building 
below  basement  floor. 

(17)  "Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department"  or 
"Chief  of  the  Fire  Department"  shall  mean  the  Chief 
of  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  any 
officer,  official  or  member  of  said  Fire  Department 
or  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  to  act  for  him  or 
in  his  stead. 

(18)  "Closed  Container"  is  any  container  from 
which  some  of  the  contents  have  been  removed  and 
on  which  the  cap,  plug,  spigot,  valve  or  cover  is 
replaced  or  closed  as  securely  as  in  its  original  con- 
dition. 

(19)  "Combustible  Material"  is  any  material 
which  when  ignited  will  burn  and  will  actively  sup- 
port combustion. 

(20)  "Compressed  Gas"  is  any  material,  with  a 
gauge  pressure  exceeding  25  pounds  per  square  inch 
at  70  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

(21)  "Covered  Container"  is  a  container  on  which 
the  cap,  plug,  or  cover,  once  removed  is  replaced  but 
not  as  securely  as  in  its  original  condition. 

(22)  "Dead  Load"  in  a  building  or  other  structure 
is  the  weight  of  walls,  fixed  partitions,  floors,  roofs, 
structural  framework,  and  all  other  permanent  con- 
struction entering  into  and  becoming  a  part  of  a 
building  or  structure. 
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(23)  "Dormitory"  is  any  building  or  portion  of  a 
building  containing  sleeping  accommodations  for  30 
or  more  persons  in  the  same  room. 

(24)  "Dry  Cleaning"  shall  mean  the  art,  act  or 
process  of  removal  of  dirt,  grease,  paints  and  other 
stains  from  wearing  apparel,  textile  fabrics,  furs, 
rugs,  and  other  similar  articles  by  immersion  or 
agitation  in  a  dry  solvent  or  petroleum  distillate  or 
chlorinated  hydro-solvent  with  the  addition  of  soap 
or  other  cleaning  aids. 

(25)  "Duct"  is  a  flue,  pipe  or  other  similar  appli- 
ance constructed  to  convey  air,  gases,  vapors,  or 
dust. 

(26)  "Exit",  in  general,  is  the  way  out  from  any 
point  in  a  building  along  any  continuous  and  un- 
obstructed line  of  travel  to  a  street  or  other  public 
thoroughfare  at  least  30  feet  wide. 

(27)  "Explosives"   (see  Section  62). 

(28)  "Finishing  Shop"  shall  mean  a  building  or 
part  thereof  used  for  the  application  of  flammable 
finishes  or  materials. 

(29)  "Fire  Area"  is  a  portion  of  a  story  separated 
from  the  other  portions  of  a  story  by  fire  walls  or 
is  the  whole  story  where  no  such  walls  exist. 

(30)  "Fire  Department"  shall  mean  the  Fire  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

(31)  "Fire  Division"  is  a  portion  of  a  building 
entirely  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  building  by 
vertical  and  horizontal  fireproof  construction. 

(32)  "Fireproof  Construction"  is  any  assembly  of 
materials  which  will  resist  the  damaging  effects  of 
fire  for  at  least  three  hours. 
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(33)  'Tire-Resistive  Construction"  is  any  assem- 
bly of  materials  which  will  resist  the  damaging 
effects  of  fire  for  at  least  two  hours. 

(34)  'Tirst  Floor"  is  the  main  entrance  floor  of  a 
building. 

(35)  'Tlammable  Material"  is  any  material  which 
will  readily  ignite  and  burn  within  5  minutes  when 
exposed  to  a  temperature  of  500  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

(36)  "Garage"  is  any  building  or  portion  of  a 
building  or  other  structure,  designed  or  used  for  the 
housing  or  storing  of  one  or  more  automobiles  or 
motor  propelled  vehicles. 

(37)  "Hotel"  shall  mean  any  building  in  which 
there  are  50  or  more  bedrooms  for  transient  public 
accommodation  and  which  is  not  classed  as  an  apart- 
ment house  or  dormitory. 

(38)  "Human  Occupancy"  shall  mean  the  use  of 
any  building,  room  or  space  in  which  any  person  re- 
mains for  continuous  periods  of  two  hours  or  more, 
or  for  such  periods  which  will  amount  to  four  or 
more  hours  out  of  24  hours  in  any  one  day. 

(39)  "Incombustible  Material"  same  as  Non-Com- 
bustible Material. 

(40)  "Lodging  House"  same  as  Rooming  House. 

(41)  "Matchman's  Gross"  is  14,400  matches. 

(42)  "Means  of  Egress"  is  any  doorway,  passage- 
wslj,  stairway  or  other  way  of  escape  in  exits  from 
a  building  or  other  structure. 

(43)  "Motor  Truck"  is  a  single  self-propelled  unit 
carrying  its  own  load.

(44)  "Multiple  Dwelling"  is  a  building  or  portion 
of  a  building  housing  more  than  one  apartment  but 
not  more  than  6  apartments,  or  housing  both  apart- 
ments and  sleeping  room  units,  the  total  sleeping 
accommodations  of  which  does  not  contain  more 
than  50  bedrooms. 

(45)  "Night  Club"  shall  mean  a  gathering  or 
assembly  of  100  or  more  persons  in  one  place  w^here 
music  and  singing  or  dancing  or  other  amusements 
are  presented  or  permitted  in  connection  with  any 
established  business  directly  or  indirectly  serving 
the  public  in  such  place  with  food  or  drink,  but  does 
not  mean  or  include  such  a  gathering  or  assembly  of 
people  which  congregates  only  at  irregular  and  in- 
frequent intervals. 

(46)  "Non-Combustible  Material"  is  any  material 
w^hich  will  neither  ignite  nor  actively  support  com- 
bustion in  a  surrounding  temperature  of  1200  de- 
grees Fahrenheit  during  an  exposure  of  5  min- 
utes. 

(47)  "Owner"  shall  mean  any  person,  firm,  cor- 
poration, guardian,  conservator,  receiver,  trustee, 
executor,  or  other  judicial  official  who  owns,  holds 
or  controls  the  whole  or  any  part,  of  the  title  to 
any  property. 

(48)  "Oxidizing  Material"  shall  mean  all  sub- 
stances w^hich  readily  yield  sufficient  oxygen  under 
combustion  to  stimulate  the  burning  of  organic 
matter. 

(49)  "Passageway"  is  a  continuous  open  way  for 
use  as  a  means  of  ingress  or  egress  in  an  exit. 

(50)  "Person"  shall  mean  a  corporation,  co-part- 
nership, association  or  individual. 
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(51)  "Public  Assembly"  shall  mean  and  include 
every  congregation  or  gathering  of  200  or  more  per- 
sons in  one  room  or  enclosure  for  amusement,  recre- 
ational or  other  similar  purpose.  However,  theatres, 
motion  picture  theatres,  night  clubs,  arenas  and 
dance  halls  shall  be  classed  as  places  for  public  as- 
sembly if  their  capacity  is  more  than  100  persons. 

(52)  'Trivate  Assembly"  shall  mean  and  include 
every  congregation  or  gathering  of  350  or  more  per- 
sons in  one  room  or  enclosure  for  educational,  politi- 
cal or  fraternal  purposes. 

(53)  "Portable  Equipment  or  Appliances"  shall 
include  all  such  equipment  or  appliances  or  systems 
of  such  equipment  or  appliances  contained  in  a 
unit  which  can  be  moved  from  place  to  place  with 
little  or  no  assembling  or  dismantling. 

(54)  "Premises"  shall  mean  a  lot,  a  group  of  lots, 
a  building,  group  of  buildings  or  parts  thereof,  con- 
sidered as  a  unit  devoted  to  certain  use  or  occupancy 
including  the  necessary  and  customary  accessory 
buildings,  and  the  open  spaces  used  in  connection 
with  such  use  or  occupancy. 

(55)  "Private  Residence"  is  a  dwelling  containing 
not  more  than  one  apartment,  and  which  is  occupied 
or  intended  to  be  occupied  exclusively  by  one  family 
and  household  help. 

(56)  "Property  Line"  is  the  line  separating  two 
adjacent  premises  or  lots. 

(57)  "Public"  shall  mean  open  to  common  use 
without  reference  to  ownership. 

(58)  "Pyrotechnics"  shall  mean  any  device,  ma- 
terial or  substance  used  to  obtain  visible  or  audible 
fireworks  display  for  amusement,  signaling  or  any 
other  purpose. 
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(59)  ''Rags"  shall  mean  and  include  all  discarded 
scrap  cloth  or  fabric  material  not  preserved  for 
further  use  as  a  fabricating  material. 

(60)  ''Rooming  House"  is  any  building  or  portion 
of  a  building  having  more  than  10  but  less  than  50 
sleeping  rooms  for  transient  public  accommodation. 

(61)  "Sealed  Container"  is  any  container  from 
which  the  cap,  plug  or  cover  has  never  been  removed 
or  if  removed  has  been  replaced  in  its  original  con- 
dition and  from  which  none  of  its  contents  has  been 
removed. 

(62)  "Self-Closing  Door"  is  a  door  so  equipped 
or  arranged  that  it  will  close  and  remain  closed  un- 
less forceably  held  open. 

(63)  "Semi-Trailer"  is  a  unit  drawn  by  a  tractor 
truck  by  means  of  a  fifth  wheel  connection. 

(64)  "Spotting"  shall  mean  the  local  application 
of  flammable  liquids  for  the  purpose  of  removing 
spots  of  dirt,  grease,  paints  or  stains  from  fabrics 
or  wearing  apparel. 

(65)  "Story"  is  the  space  between  the  levels  of 
two  consecutive  finished  floors  or  between  the  level 
of  a  finished  floor  and  the  top  of  roof  beams  directly 
above. 

(66)  "Street"  is  any  pubhc  or  private  way  which 
is  30  feet  or  more  in  width. 

(67)  "Street  Line"  is  the  hne  separating  a  street 
or  alley  from  an  adjoining  lot  or  premises. 

(68)  "Temporary  Equipment  or  Appliances"  shall 
include  all  equipment  or  appliances  or  systems  of 
such  equipment  or  appliances  which  can  be  readily 
set  up  and  dismantled  for  moving  from  place  to 
place. 
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(69)  'Tote  Box"  is  a  box  which  when  filled  can  be 
easily  carried  by  one  person,  but  in  no  case  shall  the 
weight  of  the  box  and  its  contents  exceed  50  pounds. 

(70)  "Tractor  Truck"  is  a  single  self-propelled 
unit  provided  with  a  fifth-wheel  for  a  semi-trailer 
and  with  or  without  a  body  for  carrying  its  own  load. 

(71)  'Trailer"  is  a  unit  drawn  by  a  truck  or 
tractor  truck  and  entirely  sustaining  its  own  load. 

(72)  ''Uncovered  Container"  is  a  container  on 
which  the  cap,  plug  or  cover  has  not  been  replaced 
and  thereby  exposing  the  contents  of  container  to 
the  atmosphere. 

(73)  "Volatile  Liquid"  is  any  liquid  which  will 
vaporize  readily  at  100  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

(74)  "Volume  of  a  Building"  is  the  total  cubical 
contents  of  all  that  part  of  a  building  which  is  above 
and  below  the  ground  or  sidewalk  level,  including 
the  exterior  walls  but  not  including  exterior  bal- 
conies, porches  or  platforms. 

Walls: 

(75)  "Apron  Wall"  is  that  part  of  a  panel  wall 
which  is  between  a  window  sill  and  the  floor  directly 
below. 

(76)  "Bearing  Wall"  is  a  wall,  directly  or  in- 
directly, supporting  loads  from  floors,  roofs  or  loads 
other  than  its  own  weight. 

(77)  "Curtain  Wall"  is  an  exterior  non-bearing 
wall  built  around  a  framed  structure,  but  not  sup- 
ported by  the  framework,  except  laterally. 

(78)  "Exterior  Wall"  is  an  outside  wall  enclosing 
a  building  or  other  structure. 
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(79)  *'Fire  Wall"  is  a  wall  constructed  to  prevent 
the  passage  or  spread  of  fire. 

(80)  "Foundation  Wall"  is  a  wall  or  the  portion 
of  a  wall  which  rests  directly  on  the  foundation  and 
extends  up  to  the  ground  level,  and  whose  face  is 
in  contact  with  earth. 

(81)  "Interior  Wall"  is  a  wall  or  portion  of  a 
wall  which  subdivides  a  building  or  other  structure. 

(82)  "Non-Bearing  Wall"  is  a  wall  which  sup- 
ports only  its  own  weight. 

(83)  "Panel  Wall"  is  a  non-bearing  wall  sup- 
ported on  a  structural  member  in  each  story. 

(84)  "Parapet  Wall"  is  a  wall  which  extends 
above  the  finished  roof. 

(85)  "Spandrel  Wall"  is  a  wall  supported  on  span- 
drel beams. 

(86)  "Waste  Oil  and  Greases"  shall  mean  any  oil 
or  grease  w^hich  has  been  previously  used  and  is  no 
longer  fit  for  further  use  for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  originally  intended.

An  ordinance  to  authorize  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  single  rail- 
road track  in  the  bed  of  Stockholm  Street  southeast  of 
Russell  Street,  and  to  require  the  removal  from  the  beds  of 
Stockholm  and  Russell  Streets,  at  the  same  location,  of  an 
existing  single  track. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  single  railroad 
track  in  the  bed  of  Stockholm  Street  southeast  of 
Russell  Street,  the  center  line  of  said  track  being 
described  as  follows; 
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Beginning  for  the  said  single  track  in  the  bed  of 
Stockholm  Street  at  a  point  in  the  eastward  main 
line  track  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  about 
40  feet  northwest  of  the  northwest  building  line  of 
Warner  Street,  produced  northeasterly,  and  running 
thence  in  a  westerly  direction  by  a  line  curving  to 
the  left  for  a  distance  of  about  84  feet,  thence  con- 
tinuing in  a  westerly  direction  by  a  line  curving  to 
the  right  for  a  distance  of  about  78  feet,  and  thence 
northwesterly  by  a  straight  line  parallel  to  and  dis- 
tant about  10  feet  northeasterly  from  the  southwest 
building  line  of  Stockholm  Street  about  163  feet 
to  a  point  about  48  feet,  northwest  of  the  south- 
east building  line  of  Russell  Street. 

The  track  authorized  by  this  ordinance  is  shown 
by  a  line  colored  red  on  the  plat  hereto  attached 
and  made  a  part  hereof. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall,  at  all 
times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to 
reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  right  herein  granted,  and  that  the 
said  right  shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six 
months  after  the  grant,  and  that  the  right  herein 
granted  shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the 
period  of  twenty-five  years,  and  with  the  further 
right  to  said  grantee,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  including 
in  such  revaluation  the  value  derived  from  said 
right,  to  renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
twenty-five  years,  the  said  revaluation  hereinbefore 
provided  for  to  be  determined  upon  by  two  arbi- 
trators, one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by 
the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  who,  in  case 
they  shall  be  unable  to  agree  between  themselves, 
shall  appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of 
a  majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and

binding  as  to  the  revaluation  aforesaid;  provided, 
that  if  the  said  arbitrators  shall,  after  a  reasonable 
time,  fail  to  agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor 
shall  appoint  such  umpire. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
right  and  power  are  hereby  expressly  reserved  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all 
times,  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full 
municipal  superintendence,  regulation  and  control 
in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with  the  grant 
herein  contained  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms 
thereof,  and  that  non-compliance,  at  any  time  or 
times,  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with 
any  of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall,  at 
the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void, 
and  that  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate 
as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at  its 
own  expense,  in  laying  down  and  constructing  from 
time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks  on  said  streets 
and  alleys,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  of 
said  streets  and  alleys  as  the  same  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  spaces  be- 
tween the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on 
either  side  thereof  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at 
its  own  expense,  keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or 
other  obstruction,  but  without  obstructing  the  other 
portions  of  said  streets  and  alleys  on  either  side  of 
said  tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
if  and  so  often  as  said  streets  and  alleys,  or  any  of 
them,  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and 
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City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents, 
or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly  authorized  by 
law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repaying  the  spaces  be- 
tween the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on 
either  side  thereof,  of  whatever  materials  the  same 
may  be  constructed. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City,  and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the  construc- 
tion and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  shall 
be  of  such  character,  size  and  weight  as  the  said 
Highways  Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee 
hereunder,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  at  its  or  their  own  expense,  change  the 
location  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  any  of 
them,  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  Highways 
Engineer  the  public  interest,  convenience,  safety, 
and/or  welfare  may  so  require. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and  rights 
hereby  granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One  Dollar 
(SI. 00)  per  lineal  foot  of  single  track  per  annum 
for  those  portions  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized 
upon  which  cars  are  not  permitted  to  stand,  and 
the  sum  of  Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  per  lineal  foot  of 
single  track  per  annum  for  those  portions  of  the 
tracks  hereby  authorized  upon  which  cars  are  per- 
mitted to  stand,  all  payable  in  advance,  the  number 
of  feet  of  track  and  the  total  amount  of  said  annual 
compensation  to  be  fixed  by  the  Highways  Engineer 
of  Baltimore  City  upon  the  measurement  by  him 
of  the  actual  number  of  lineal  feet  of  track  con- 
structed, maintained  or  operated  in  each  category 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance ;  and  the  said 
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grantee  shall  also  pay  all  expenses  of  advertising 
this  ordinance. 

Sec.  6-A.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  in 
further  consideration  of  the  grant  made  by  this 
ordinance,  the  said  grantee  shall,  at  its  entire  cost 
and  expense,  promptly  remove  from  the  beds  of 
Stockholm  and  Russell  Streets  the  existing  single 
track  shown  by  a  line  colored  green  on  the  said 
attached  plat. 

Upon  removal  of  said  existing  single  track,  the 
said  grantee  shall  promptly  repave  and/or  restore, 
at  its  entire  expense,  the  street  beds,  curbs,  gutters 
and  sidewalks  of  Stockholm  and  Russell  Streets 
disturbed  by  said  removal  of  track,  the  repaving 
and  /or  restoring  to  be  done  with  such  materials  and 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  designated  by  said  High- 
ways Engineer. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also  pay  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from  time 
to  time,  within  thirty  days  after  written  notice 
from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount  or 
amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  following 
work,  in  so  far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary 
from  time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  any  way  result- 
ing from  the  construction,  maintenance,  operation, 
presence,  use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration 
or  removal  of  said  tracks: 

A.  The  relocating,  alterinnr,  repairing,  replacing, 
protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete  of 
any  or  all  subsurface  structures  belonging  to  the 
Mfl.yor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  the 
streets  and  alleys  occupied  bv  said  tracks; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repairing, 
protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all  paving, 
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curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and  alleys; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and  tracks; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be 
final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove 
any  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any 
forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  franchises 
hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any  or 
all  of  said  tracks,  or  upon  the  termination  of  the 
rights  herein  granted,  then,  in  any  of  such  events, 
from  time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and  rights 
hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  the 
tracks  and  franchises  so  affected,  without  any 
compensation  to  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  and  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, shall  promptly  remove  the  tracks  and  ap- 
purtenances so  affected,  at  its  entire  expense,  if 
and  when  notified  by  the  said  Highways  Engineer 
so  to  do,  and  any  such  removal  of  tracks  and  ap- 
Durtenances  shall  be  done  in  whole  or  in  part,  from 
time  to  time,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  acting 
through  said  Highways  Engineer,  And  upon  any 
and  all  such  removals  of  tracks,  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  promptly  pave  or 
repave,  at  their  entire  expense,  the  street  bed,  curbs 
and  sidewalks  of  all  streets  and  alleys  disturbed 
by  such  removal  of  tracks,  the  said  paving  or  re- 
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paving  to  be  done  with  such  materials  and  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  designated  by  the  said  Highways 
Engineer,  in  each  instance. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordciined,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  fail, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  within  a  reasonable 
time  any  of  tlie  work  herein  required  to  be  done  by 
them,  from  time  to  time,  then  and  in  any  and  all 
such  instances  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said 
work  and  collect  all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against 
any  and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands, 
damages,  costs  and/or  expenses  to  which  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time  be 
subjected  by  reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting 
from  the  presence,  construction,  use,  operation, 
maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location,  relocation 
and/or  removal  of  said  railroad  tracks,  or  any  of 
them,  and  whether  such  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims, 
demands,  damages,  costs  and/or  expenses  be 
against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  the  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council  or  be  against,  suffered  or  sustained 
by  other  corporations  and  persons  to  whom  the  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  may  become  liable  therefor. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  at 
any  time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  performance  of 
any  public  work  (whether  the  said  work  be  per- 
formed and/or  financed,  either  in  whole  or  in  part, 
by  the  City,  the  State,  and/or  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, or  any  of  their  agencies),  the  said  Highways

Engineer  shall  in  his  judgment  determine  that  the 
public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and/or  welfare 
require  the  adjusting,  altering,  shifting,  moving, 
relocating,  supporting,  protecting  and/or  accom- 
modating of  any  or  all  of  said  tracks,  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  in  any  and 
all  such  cases,  promptly  upon  written  notice  from 
the  Highways  Engineer,  and  at  the  entire  cost  and 
expense  of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  adjust,  alter,  shift,  move,  relocate,  support, 
protect  and/or  accommodate  their  said  tracks,  in 
whole  or  in  part  and  temporarily  or  permanently, 
so  as  to  fully  meet  the  exigencies  occasioning  such 
notice. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  not 
stand  a  car  or  cars  on  the  track  hereby  authorized, 
except  on  the  westernmost  219  feet  thereof. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  pas- 
sage, except  that  if  the  said  track  is  constructed 
before  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  the  franchise 
charge  shall  begin  as  of  the  date  when  construction 
of  said  track  was  started  in  Stockholm  Street.

Garvey  and  Wife  to  Charles  R.  Scrivener  and  Wife 
and  thence  binding  on  part  of  the  fourth  or  last  line 
of  said  deed  south  0  degrees  50  minutes  10  seconds 
east  137.93  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Beginning  for  the  second  part  thereof  at  the  point 
formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  northeast  side  of

unencumbered  title  to  the  said  two  parcels  of  land 
and  all  their  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  said 
10-foot  right  of  way  for  the  proposed  grading,  open- 
ing, extending  and  improvement  of  Fredhilton  Pass, 
50  feet  wide,  all  as  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

The  City  agi-ees  to  permit  the  Owners  to  continue 
to  use  and  maintain  the  existing  billboard  or  bill- 
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boards,  its  or  their  supporting  structures  and/or  ap- 
purtenances at  the  present  location  or  locations  until 
the  City  requires  the  land  for  the  physical  grading, 
opening,  extension,  and  improvement  of  said  Fred- 
hilton  Pass.

said  portion  of  Caton  Avenue  described  above,  or  if 
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said  ordinance  or  ordinances  are  passed  but  not  ap- 
proved by  tlie  Mayor,  or  il  all  proceedings  to  law- 
luily  close  the  said  portion  ol  (Jaton  Avenue  are  not 
completed,  or  il  the  City  tails  or  neglects  to  promptly 
ana  properly  abide  by  and  periorm  all  ot  the  terms 
and  provisions  ot  this  agreement,  all  the  considera- 
tions, provisions  and  covenants  ot  this  agreement 
shall  become  null  and  void  and  the  City  must  then 
restore  to  its  present  condition  the  land  comprising 
the  said  two  parcels  of  land  as  herein  described  or 
negotiate  for  or  condemn  the  same,  without  prejudice 
to  either  party  hereto. 

3.  That  the  City  shall  reserve  in  the  above 
mentioned  conveyance  of  said  portion  of  Caton  Ave- 
nue and/ or  the  Owners  will  grant,  or  cause  to  be 
granted,  to  the  City  and/or  to  the  owners  of  said 
utilities,  all  necessary  easements  for  the  inspection, 
testing,  maintenance,  alteration,  reconstruction,  re- 
location, repair  and/or  renewal  of  any  and  all  exist- 
ing surface  and  subsurface  utility  structures  and  ap- 
purtenances in  said  portion  of  Caton  Avenue  to  be 
closed,  ownership  of  which  is  retained  by  the  City 
and/or  other  owners,  together  with  the  right  of 
access  thereto  at  all  times,  for  any  and  all  such  pur- 
poses, by  the  officers,  agents,  and  employees  of  the 
City  and/or  of  any  and  all  owners,  tenants,  lessees 
and/or  licensees  of  such  utility  structures. 

4.  That  the  City  will  pay  all  costs,  expenses  and 
damages  involved  in  any  and  all  condemnation  and 
opening  and  condemnation  and  closing  ordinances, 
with  reference  to  said  portion  of  Caton  Avenue,  and 
in  connection  with  any  and  all  proceedings  pursuant 
to  said  ordinances. 

That  the  City  will  also  pay  the  costs  and  expenses 
of  any  and  all  work  and  operations  which  may  be 
necessary  in  or  in  connection  with  the  aforesaid 
opening  and  closing  of  said  portion  of  said  street. 
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easement  conveyance  and/or  utilities,  when,  if  and 
as  the  same  are  entered  upon  or  done  by  the  City. 

5.  Nothing  in  this  agreement,  nor  anything  done 
in  pursuance  thereof,  shall  be  taken  or  considered  to 
be  a  waiver  on  the  part  of  the  City  of  the  require- 
ments of  any  laws  or  ordinances  pertaining  to  the 
location,  construction  and/or  erection  of  any  struc- 
tures or  buildings  by  the  Owners. 

6.  That  the  Owners  shall  not,  at  any  time  or  times 
hereafter,  build,  construct  or  erect  any  buildings,

(c)  The  discontinuance,  abandonment,  removal, 
extension,  construction,  reconstruction,  adjustment, 
alteration,  repair  and/or  relocation  of  any  and  all 
now  existing  or  relocated  utility  structures  and  ap- 
purtenances in,  about,  adjacent  and/or  appurtenant 
to  said  portion  of  Caton  Avenue  which,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  of  the  City, 
may  be  or  become  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  be- 
cause of  any  construction,  work,  operation,  storage 
of  materials  or  equipment,  or  any  use  of  said  portion 
of  Caton  Avenue  on  behalf  of  the  said  Owners, 
their  heirs,  personal  representatives,  administrators 
or  assigns; 

(d)  Any  and  all  neglects  and/or  failure  of  the 
Owners,  their  heirs,  personal  representatives,  ad- 
ministrators or  assigns,  to  promptly  and  properly 
abide  by  and  perform  any  and  all  of  the  terms,  con- 
ditions, provisions  and  stipulations  of  this  agree- 
ment. 
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9.  All  the  terms,  provisions  and  obligations  of  this 
agreement  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  hereto, 
their  respective  heirs,  personal  representatives,  ad- 
ministrators, successors  and  assigns. 

10.  All  the  terms,  provisions  and  obligations  of 
this  agreement  shall  be  and  continue  in  full  force 
and  ettect  notwithstanding — 

(a)  The  passage  and  approval  of  any  ordinance  or 
ordinances  of  the  City  pertaining  to  the  subject  mat- 
ter of  this  agreement; 

(b)  Any  opening  or  closing  proceedings  covering 
said  portion  of  Caton  Avenue;  and/or 

(c)  Any  conveyance  made  of  the  City's  right, 
title  and  interest  to  the  bed  of  said  portion  of  Caton 
Avenue  and  of  said  parcel  of  land  proposed  to  be 
conveyed  to  the  Owners.

9200.  Scope  of  Tank  Regulations.  The  regulations  in  this 
Chapter  92  are  intended  to  cover  the  design,  construction,  installa- 
tion, alteration,  repair,  maintenance,  reconstruction  and  removal 
of  all  tanks  and  facilities  for  handling  the  contents  thereof  and 
including  all  equipment  incidental  to  the  operation  of  such  tanks. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  any  electrical  equip- 
ment covered  by  Part  VIII  of  this  Code. 
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9201.  Classification  of  Tanks. 

A.  General  Classification.  Tanks  in  general  are  classified  in 
accordance  with  the  type  of  construction,  products  stored  in  tanks 
and  the  condition  of  installation,  as  follows:

3.  Condition  of  Tank  Installations.

9202.  Liquids  and  Gases 

A.  Scope.  Liquids  and  gases  shall  include  all  materials  or 
products  which  are  handled,  stored  or  transported  in  tanks  or 
pipelines. 

B.  Classification  of  Liquids.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Code, 
liquids  are  divided  into  six  classes  as  follows: 

Class  I — Includes  all  liquids  or  liquid  mixtures  with  a  flash 
point  below  20  degrees  Fahrenheit  closed  cup  tester. 
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Class  II — Includes  all  liquids  or  liquid  mixtures  with  a  flash 
point  above  20  degrees  Fahrenheit  but  at  or  below  70  degrees 
Fahrenheit  closed  cup  tester. 

Class  III — Includes  all  liquids  or  liquid  mixtures  with  a  flash 
point  above  70  degrees  Fahrenheit  but  at  or  below  200  degrees 
Fahrenheit  closed  cup  tester. 

Class  IV — Includes  all  liquids  or  liquid  mixtures  with  a  flash 
point  at  or  above  200  degrees  Fahrenheit  closed  cup  tester. 

Class  V — Includes  all  acids,  other  similar  liquids  or  liquid 
mixtures  which  have  a  corroding  effect  upon  materials  of  con- 
struction or  otherwise  hazardous  to  life  or  property. 

Class  VI — Includes  all  liquids  and  liquid  mixtures  which  can- 
not be  ignited,  exploded  or  which  are  not  corrosive.

Fluid  Commodities.  Any  manufactured  liquid  or  fluid  com- 
modity such  as  paint,  varnish,  dryers,  cleaning  solution,  polishing 
liquid  and  similar  liquids  which  contain  flammable  substances  shall 
be  considered  a  flammable  liquid  and  shall  be  classified  according 
to  the  flash  point  of  the  mixture. 

D.  Fluidity  of  Liquids  shall  be  measured  in  accordance  with 
American  Petroleum  Institute  units. 

E.  Determination  of  Flash  Point.  The  Tag,  Abel-Pensky, 
Pensky-Martens,  Elliott  or  Abel  Closed  Cup  Tester  shall  be  used 
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in  determining  the  flash  point  of  all  liquids  to  be  used  for  fuel, 
but  in  case  of  dispute  the  flash  point  as  determined  by  the  Tag 
Closed  Cup  Tester  (standardized  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Standards)  shall  be  accepted  as  final. 

9203.   Design  and  Construction  of  Metal  Oil  Storage  Tanks. 

A.    Steel  Oil  Tanks 

1.  Construction  of  Field-Built  Steel  Oil  Tanks.  The  steel 
plates  and  other  structural  parts  used  in  the  construction  of 
vertical  steel  tanks  for  oil  storage  shall  be  designed  and  constructed 
in  accordance  with  the  American  Petroleum  Institute  specifications 
No.  12  C  for  all  welded  oil  storage  tanks,  or  designed  and  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  A.P.I.-A.S.M.E.  specifications  for 
riveted  tanks.  The  design  working  stresses  of  steel  tanks  for  all 
classes  of  liquids  shall  not  exceed  the  following: 

Water  and 
Stresses  Oil  Tanks  Acid  Tanks 

Maximum  tensile  stress 21,000  20,000 

Maximum  shear  in  rivets 16,000  15,000 

Maximum  bearing  stresses:

Maximum  stresses  in  tanks  for  all  other  classes  of  liquids  shall 
not  exceed  the  maximum  stresses  in  Chapter  63  for  steel  structures 
in  general. 

Riveting  shall  be  sufficient  to  develop  the  full  strength  of  the 
plate  as  fixed  by  the  efficiency  of  the  joint. 

Welding  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Sec- 
tion 636  in  this  Code  and  sufficient  to  develop  85  per  cent  of  the 
strength  of  the  plate. 

Openings  in  the  shell  of  the  tank  over  2  inches  in  diameter  shall 
be  reinforced  by  an  additional  plate  riveted  or  welded  over  the 
hole  or  by  a  flange  bolted  to  plate  or  both. 

Roofs  of  Oil  Tanks.  Every  bulk  oil  storage  tank,  not  of  spherical 
design,  shall  be  covered  at  the  top  with  a  gas  tight  cone  roof  or 
a  floating  roof  inside  the  tank.    It  shall  be  designed  for  a  live  load 
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of  not  less  than  15  pounds  per  square  foot  in  addition  to  dead  load 
and  the  supporting  structure  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  Part  VI  of  this  Code,  except  that  the  value shall 

r 

not    exceed    180   for    columns    and    primary    compression    mem- 
bers, or  200  for  secondary  compression  members.

Tanks  over    1100  gallons   shall  be   designed   and   constructed   as 
follows: 

For  tanks  up  to  25  feet  in  height,  the  shell  shall  be  not  less  than 
3/16  inch  thick. 

For  tanks  25-30  feet  high,  the  bottom  ring  shall  be  not  less  than 
J4  inch  thick  and  the  remainder  of  the  shell  shall  not  be  less  than 
3/16  inch  thick. 

For  tanks  30-35  feet  high,  the  bottom  ring  and  the  ring  next 
above  shall  be  not  less  than  J4"  thick  and  the  remainder  of  the 
shell  shall  be  not  less  than  3/16''  thick.  All  rings  required  to  be 
J4''  thick  shall  be  not  less  than  5  feet  wide.  Tanks  shall  be 
welded  or  riveted  and  caulked  or  otherwise  made  tight  in  a  work- 
manlike manner.  The  tops  of  such  tanks  shall  be  either  dished 
or  cone-shaped  and  of  not  less  than  No.  10  U.  S.  Standard  gage 
steel  plate. 

The  joint  between  the  roof  and  the  shell  shall  be  weaker  than 
any  other  horizontal  joint  in  the  shell  of  the  tank  but  all  such 
joints  between  the  roof  and  the  shell  shall  have  the  same  tightness 
as  any  other  joint  in  the  shell  of  the  tank.    Joints  in  the  roof  shall 
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be  welded  or  riveted  or  made  tight  by  any  other  process  satisfactory 
to  the  Commissioner.  Roofs  of  all  such  tanks  shall  have  no  un- 
protected openings. 

3.  Shop-Built  Horizontal  Steel  Tanks.  Horizontal  steel  tanks 
shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  accepted  engineering 
practice  and  shall  meet  the  following  minimum  requirements. 
(For  Protected  and  Buried  Steel  Tanks  refer  to  next  sub-paragraph 
9203-A-4).

Horizontal  steel  tanks  over  1100  gallon  capacity  and  not  over 
6  feet  in  diameter  shall  be  made  of  steel  plate  not  less  than  3/16 
inch  thick.  Such  tanks  having  a  diameter  greater  than  6  feet  and 
not  more  than  12  feet,  shail  be  made  of  steel  plate  not  less  than 
/4"  thick. 

Tanks  of  ferrous  metal  thinner  than  No.  10  gage  shall  be  gal- 
vanized after  riveting  or  welding. 

4.  Buried  and  Protected  Steel  Tanks.  Shall  be  designed  and 
constructed  to  withstand  safely  the  service  load  to  which  they  are 
subjected.  Materials  other  than  steel,  if  used,  shall  be  of  suitable 
durabihty  and  of  a  thickness  providing  equivalent  stress  to  that 
provided  by  steel.  Steel  commonly  known  as  "mill  seconds"  shall 
not  be  used.  Such  steel  tanks  shall  be  constructed  of  steel  sheet 
metal  not  less  in  thickness  than  that  shown  in  the  following  table:

B.  Copper,  Aluminum  and  Alloyed  Metal  Tanks.  (Non-ferrous 
Metal  Tanks).  When  any  metal  tank  is  constructed  of  non-ferrous 
metal,  the  minimum  thickness  of  the  metal  plate  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  multiplying  the  thickness  for  steel  plate  given  in  the 
table  above  by  the  following  ratio:

Non-ferrous  metal  tanks  shall  be  riveted  or  welded.  All  riveting 
shall  be  sufficient  to  develop  the  strength  of  the  plate  as  fixed 
by  the  designed  efficiency  of  the  joints  and  be  done  in  accordance 
with  Paragraph  6307.  All  pipe  connections  to  tanks  constructed 
of  metal  plates  less  than  five-sixteenths  of  an  inch  thick  shall  be 
made  through  flanges  or  metal  reinforcements  not  less  than  three- 
eighths  of  an  inch  thick,  securely  and  tightly  riveted,  welded  or 
bolted  to  the  tank,  except  connections  of  pipe  one  inch  or  less 
in  size. 

9204.    Concrete  Tanks. 

A.  General  Requirements  for  Concrete  Tanks.  Concrete  tanks 
shali  conform  to  all  the  applicable  requirements  for  concrete  con- 
struction in  Chapters  64,  65  and  66  in  this  Code,  except  where 
otherwise  specifically  provided  in  this  Chapter  92. 
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B.    Reinforced  Concrete  Tanks. 

1.  Design  and  Construction  of  Conventional  Reinforced  Con- 
crete Tanks.  Reinforced  concrete  tanks  shall  be  designed  to  pro- 
vide for  all  the  internal  and  external  loads  with  a  minimum  thick- 
ness of  shell  not  less  than  8  inches.     These  loads  include: 

a.  Full  hydrostatic  pressure  of  contents  upon  the  floor  and  walls. 

b.  External  hydrostatic  pressure  upon  floors  and  walls. 

c.  Earth  pressure  on  walls. 

d.  Live  load  of  30  lbs.  per  square  foot  and  dead  load  on  roof. 

The  hydrostatic  tension  in  the  steel  shall  be  considered  equiva- 
lent to  a  fluid  weighing  62/2  pounds  per  cubic  foot  for  the  full 
head  of  water. 

Reinforced  concrete  tanks  shall  not  be  used  for  the  storage  of 
flammable  liquids  except  for  fuel  oil  when  the  liquid  is  40  degrees 
A.  P.  I.  or  heavier  unless  an  acceptable  lining  is  provided. 

All  pipes  shall  pass  through  the  roof  if  possible.  Where  not 
possible  the  Commission  may  permit  in  writing  deviation  from 
this  Rule. 

Where  pipes  pass  through  the  tank  sides  or  bottom,  they  shall 
have  a  flange  section  with  a  space  of  about  I/2"  left  between  the 
flange  and  the  concrete  on  each  side  of  the  wall. 

This  space  shall  be  caulked  later  with  litharge  and  glycerine  or 
other  satisfactory  oil  proof  and  water  proof  material. 

2.  Reinforced  Concrete. 

a.  Material  of  Construction. 

( 1 )  Cement  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  for  Portland 
cement  in  Paragraph  6410  in  this  Code. 

(2)  Fine  aggregate  shall  consist  of  clean,  natural  sand  or  screen- 
ing from  hard  tough,  crushed  rock  or  pebbles  passing  when  dry  a 
sieve  having  4  meshes  per  linear  inch.  If  there  is  more  than  7  per 
cent  of  clay  or  loam  by  volume  in  one  hour's  settlement  after  shak- 
ing in  an  excess  of  water,  the  material  represented  by  such  sample 
shall  be  rejected. 

(3)  Coarse  aggregate  shall  consist  of  clean  hard,  tough,  crushed 
rock  or  pebbles  containing  no  soft,  flat  or  elongated  particles.  The 
size  of  coarse  aggregate  shall  range  from  1  inch  down  and  not  more 
than  5  per  cent,  shall  pass  a  screen  having  four  meshes  per  linear 
inch. 
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Crusher-run  stone^  bank-run  gravel  or  mixture  of  fine  and  coarse 
aggregate  prepared  before  delivering  on  the  work  shall  not  be  used. 

(4)  Water  shall  be  free  from  oil,  acid  and  other  injurious 
amounts  of  vegetaiion  matter,  alkali  or  other  salts. 

(5)  Reinforcing  metal  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  A.S.T.M. 
specifications  A 15-52  for  reinforcing  steel.  The  working  stress  of 
reinforcing  steel  shall  not  be  more  than  12,000  pounds  per  square 
inch. 

b.  Mixing  and  Place  Concrete. 

( 1 )  Proportions  of  concrete.  Concrete  shall  be  mixed  in  a  pro- 
portion by  volume  not  leaner  than  1  cubic  foot  of  cement,  1  J/2  cubic 
feet  of  fine  aggregate  and  3  cubic  feet  of  coarse  aggregate.  The 
tensile  strength  of  the  concrete  shall  be  not  less  than  150  lbs.  per 
square  inch  at  the  end  of  28  days. 

(2)  Placing  of  concrete.  Concrete  in  tanks  shall  be  poured  as 
far  as  practicable  in  a  continuous  operation;  where  continuous 
placing  of  concrete  in  floors  and  walls  is  not  practicable,  the  opera- 
tion shall  be  in  the  following  order: 

(a)  concrete  floor 

(b)  concrete  walls 

(c)  concrete  columns  (if  any) 

(d)  concrete  roof 

No  break  in  time  of  over  45  minutes  shall  occur  during  any  one 
pouring  operation;  the  concrete  shall  be  placed  in  layers  of 
not  over  12  inches  for  the  entire  height  of  the  wall.  If  placing 
of  concrete  is  unavoidably  interrupted  by  accident  or  otherwise, 
the  previous  surface  shall  be  roughened  and  washed  clean,  a  mix- 
ture of  1.1  mortar  shall  be  slushed  uniformly  on  the  cleaned  sur- 
face and  new  concrete  deposited  immediately  thereafter  unless  an 
acceptable  lining  is  provided. 

Bolts  or  wires  through  concrete  and  all  spreaders  shall  be  re- 
moved before  they  are  encased  in  the  concrete. 

c.  Plain  Concrete  Tanks.  Plain  concrete  tanks  shall  be  designed 
as  gravity  retaining  walls.  The  concrete  in  such  tanks  shall  meet  all 
the  applicable  requirements  for  reinforced  concrete  tanks  in  Para- 
graph 9204. 

Plain  concrete  tanks  shall  not  be  used  for  storage  of  any  flam- 
mable liquids  or  for  combustible  liquids  of  low  viscosity,  or  for  non- 
combustible  liquid  with  more  than  6  feet  head. 
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(3)  Prestressed  concrete  tanks  may  be  built  on  condition  that 
they  are  designed  and  constructed  according  to  accepted  engineer- 
ing practices  approved  by  the  Commissioner. 

9205.  \N  ood  Tanks. 

A.  General  Requirements.  Wood  tanks  shall  conform  to  all 
the  requirements  for  wood  structures  in  Chapter  62  in  this  Code 
except  where  otherwise  specifically  required  in  this  Paragraph  9205. 

Every  wood  tank  shall  be  supported  on  a  concrete  base  or  on 
structural  frame  properly  designed  and  constructed  in  accordance 
with  the  appHcable  structural  requirements  of  this  Code. 

B.  Design  and  Construction  of  Wood  Tanks. 

1.  Material.  Wood  used  in  the  construction  of  tanks  shall  be 
spruce,  redwood,  cedar,  white  pine,  oak  or  other  durable  wood 
approved  by  the  Building  Engineer.  A  combination  wood  and 
steel  tank  shall  be  classed  as  a  wood  tank  and  constructed  only 
where  wood  tanks  are  permitted. 

2.  Construction.  Wood  tanks  shall  be  designed  and  constructed 
to  withstand  all  loads  imposed  without  exceeding  the  maximum 
stresses  permitted  in  Chapter  62. 

3.  Pipe  Connections.  All  pipe  connections  to  wood  tanks  shall 
be  made  by  special  cast,  malleable  or  wrought  iron  flanges  bolted 
to  the  sides  or  bottom  of  tank. 

C.  Restricted  use  of  Wood  Tanks.  Wood  tanks  shall  not  be 
permitted  for  the  storage  or  handling  of  Class  I,  II,  III  and  IV 
liquids  or  any  other  liquid  which  will  disintegrate  or  otherwise  have 
a  detrimental  effect  on  the  wood.  No  wood  tank  shall  be  buried 
in  earth  or  enclosed  with  any  other  material  which  will  absorb 
moisture,  unless  such  tank  is  thoroughly  protected  by  a  water-proof 
covering  or  furring  approved  by  the  Commissioner. 

9206.  Tank  Pipe  and  Fittings. 

A.  Materials  and  Design.  Pipe,  valves  and  fittings  for  all  tanks, 
except  where  otherwise  specifically  provided,  shall  be  designed  for 
the  liquids,  working  pressures  and  structural  stresses  to  which 
they  may  be  subjected.  They  may  be  of  steel  or  other  materials 
suitable  for  use  with  the  liquids  being  handled.  For  flammable 
liquids  the  pipe-wall  thicknesses  determined  by  reference  to  "Ameri- 
can Standard  Code  for  Pressure  Piping  (ASA.  B31.1,  Edition  of 
1942,   and   B31-16,   April    1947)"   shall   be   deemed   prima   facie 
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evidence  of  compliance  with  this  paragraph;  provided^  however, 
that  light-wall  piping  under  Schedule  40  of  the  A.S.A.  Code  shall 
be  permitted  when  complying  with  other  provisions  of  this  Code. 

B.  Protection  Against  Corrosion.  All  piping,  both  above  ground 
and  underground,  where  subjected  to  external  corrosion  shall  be 
painted  or  otherwise  protected. 

C.  Supports.  All  piping  systems  shall  be  substantially  supported 
and  protected  against  physical  damage  and  excessive  stresses 
arising  from  settlement,  vibration,  expansion  or  contraction. 

D.  Valves.  Pipe  systems  shall  contain  a  sufficient  number  of 
valves  to  operate  the  system  properly  and  to  protect  the  plant. 
Pipe  systems  in  connection  with  pumps  shall  contain  a  sufficient 
number  of  valves  to  control  properly  the  flow  of  liquid  in  normal 
operation  and  in  the  event  of  physical  damage.  Connections  to 
pipe  lines,  by  which  equipment  such  as  tank  cars  or  tank  trucks 
discharge  flammable  liquids  by  means  of  centrifugal  pumps  into 
above  ground  storage  tanks,  shall  be  provided  with  check  valves 
for  automatic  protection  against  back-flow. 

9207.    Electrical  Requirements  for  Tank  Equipment. 

A.  All  wiring  and  electrical  equipment  including  motors  and 
electrical  switch  gear  for  pumps  handling  Class  I  or  Class  II 
liquids  shall  be  designed  and  installed  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements for  electrical  wiring  and  equipment  in  hazardous  loca- 
tions as  provided  in  Section  850,  the  Electrical  part  of  this  Code. 

9209.    Definitions. 

A.P.I,  means  American  Petroleum  Institute. 

A.S.A.  means  the  American  Standards  Association. 

A.S.M.E.  means  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers. 

A.S.T.M.  means  American  Society  for  Testing  Materials. 

Barrel  means  a  container  having  a  capacity  of  42  gallons. 

Closed  Container  means  a  container  which  is  completely  enclosed 
and  gas  tight  except  for  vents. 

Combustible  Liquids  shall  mean  and  include  all  Class  IV  liquids. 

Containers  include  all  vessels  such  as  tanks,  cylinders,  drums  or 
tubes,  used  for  transporting  liquids. 
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Crude  Petroleum  is  a  raw  oil  as  extracted  from  the  earth. 

Flammable  liquids  includes  all  licjuids  which  have  a  flash  point 
below  200'  Fahrenheit  and  have  a  \apor  pressure  not  exceeding 
40  pounds  per  square  inch  (absolute)  100°  Fahrenheit. 

Greatest  Dimension  of  Tank  shall  mean  either  the  diameter  or 
height  of  a  tank  whichever  is  more. 

L.P.  Gas  (Liquified  Petroleum  Gas)  shall  mean  and  include  any 
material  which  is  composed  predominantly  of  any  of  the  following 
hydrocarbons  or  mixtures  of  these:  propane,  propylene  butanes 
(nominal  butane  or  iso-butane  and  butylenes). 

Loading  shall  mean  and  include  also  unloading. 

Processing  Plant  means  the  physical  changing  of  any  one  or  more 
liquids  without  breaking  down  the  chemical  composition  of  any  one 
liquid. 

Refinery  means  a  plant  where  crude  petroleum  is  refined  into 
gasoline,  motor  fuel  and  other  refined  products. 

Sealed  Container  means  a  container  from  which  the  contents 
will  not  escape  when  the  container  is  set  in  any  position. 

Unloading  shall  mean  and  include  also  loading. 

SECTION  92L    GENERAL  STORAGE  TANKS 

9210.    General  Requirements  for  General  Storage  Tanks. 

A.  Scope.  General  storage  tanks  shall  include  all  storage  tanks 
for  petroleum,  petroleum  products  and  other  flammable  liquids, 
having  a  capacity  up  to  and  including  500  barrels,  and  those  of 
larger  capacity  which  are  buried  or  protected.  Every  tank  having 
a  capacity  for  more  than  500  barrels  shall  comply  with  require- 
ments for  bulk  storage  tanks  in  Section  926  of  the  Code.  The 
design  and  construction  of  General  Storage  Tanks  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  Section  920  of  this  Code. 

92n.  Condition  of  Installation.  The  conditions  of  installation 
refer  to  whether  the  tank  is  exposed,  protected  or  buried. 

A.  Exposed  tanks  shall  include  all  tanks  not  enclosed. 

B.  Protected  tanks  shall  include  every  tank  from  which  its  con- 
tents can  be  drawn  oflf  by  siphoning  or  by  gravity,  and  which  are 
protected  by  earth  or  concrete  covering  as  required  by  this  para- 
graph No.  9211. 
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A  tank  buried  in  accordance  with  Paragraph  921 IG  from  which 
the  contents  may  be  siphoned  out  shall  be  considered  as  a  protected 
tank. 

Tanks  for  Class  III  or  IV  liquids  shall  be  considered  protected 
if  they  are  placed  in  a  vault  surrounded  on  all  sides  by  solid 
masonry  walls  not  less  than  12  inches  in  thickness  with  a  concrete 
floor  not  less  than  4  inches  in  thickness  and  a  concrete  roof  not 
less  than  6  inches  in  thickness.  Entrance  to  such  vault  shall  be 
protected  by  a  Class  A  fire  door.  The  sill  of  such  door  shall  be 
not  less  than  one  foot  above  floor  inside  vault. 

C.  Buried  Tanks  shall  include  every  tank  from  which  the 
contents  cannot  be  siphoned  or  otherwise  drawn  off  by  gravity 
and  which  are  protected  as  required  in  this  paragraph. 

Every  buried  tank  shall  be  placed  a  sufficient  distance  below 
the  surface  of  the  ground  to  safely  support  a  concentrated  live  load 
of  5,000  pounds  directly  over  the  center  of  the  tank  in  addition 
to  dead  load,  but  there  shall  be  never  less  than  3  feet  of  earth  over 
a  tank,  except  that  in  lieu  of  the  required  earth  cover,  a  properly 
designed  reinforced  concrete  slab  may  be  used  directly  over  a  cover 
of  well  tamped  earth  not  less  than  6  inches  in  thickness,  and  such 
reinforced  concrete  slab  shall  extend  not  less  than  one  foot  beyond 
the  outline  of  the  tank  in  all  directions,  except  that  when  no 
traffic  is  possible  over  tank  it  shall  be  covered  with  2  feet  of  earth 
or  shall  be  covered  with  not  less  than  1  foot  of  earth  on  top  of 
which  shall  be  placed  a  slab  of  reinforced  concrete  not  less  than  4 
inches  thick.  Where  tanks  may  become  bouyant  due  to  a  rise  in 
the  level  of  the  water  table  or  due  to  locations  in  an  area  that  may 
be  subjected  to  flooding,  the  applicable  precaution  outlined  in 
N.F.P.A.  Standard  No.  30A-1954  shall  be  observed  in  anchoring 
the  tank  in  place.  No  excavation  for  underground  storage  tanks 
shall  be  less  than  45  degrees  from  bottom  of  footing  of  any  build- 
ing or  other  structure  without  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner. 

Excavations  for  tanks  buried  below  the  surface  of  the  floor  of 
a  building  or  below  the  surface  of  the  ground  shall  not  be  carried 
below  the  angle  of  repose  of  the  material  but  never  more  than  a 
1:1  slope,  except  where  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner 
sheet  piling  may  be  used. 

All  underground  iron  or  steel  tanks  shall  be  thoroughly  coated 
on  the  outside  with  tar,  asphaltum  or  other  suitable  rust-resisting 
material.     Where  any  such  tanks  are  placed  in  soil  which  con- 
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tains  corrosive  substances,  such  tanks  shall  be  protected  against 
corrosi\e  action  as  may  be  required  by  the  Commissioner. 

9212.     Location  of  General  Storage  Tanks. 

General  storage  tanks  shall  be  located  as  follows: 

A.  Exposed  Tanks — The  minimum  distance  of  outside  above- 
ground  tanks  for  flammable  liquids  other  than  crude  petroleum  to 
an  adjoining  property  line  shall  be  as  follows:

For  tanks  with  capacities  in  excess  of  50,000  gallons  and  all 
tanks  for  storage  of  crude  petroleum  shall  be  located  in  accordance 
with  Par.  9262. 

B.  Protected  and  Buried  Oil  Tanks.  The  minimum  distance 
between  any  oil  tank  for  Class  I,  II  or  III  liquids  and  an  adjoining 
property  line  or  opposite  street  line  shall  be  not  less  than  that 
given  in  the  following  table.

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The  location  of  underground  storage  tanks  for  Class  III  flam- 
mable liquids  shall  not  be  limited  with  respect  to  property  lines  of 
basements,  pits  or  cellars. 

9213     Foundation  for  General  Storage  Tanks. 

A.  Supports  for  elevated  general  storage  tanks  shall  be  masonry, 
reinforced  concrete  or  steel  encased  in  concrete,  except  the  support 
for  Class  III  and  IV  liquid  need  not  be  encased. 

B.  Horizontal  general  storage  tanks  supported  on  saddle  piers. 

The  spacing  of  the  piers  shall  be  determined  so  that  the  weight  of 
the  tank  filled  with  water  shall  not  impose  a  stress  beyond  the 
allowable  as  outlined  in  Par.  9203  in  this  Code. 

C.  Supports  for  Protected  Tanks  shall  be  adequately  supported 
according  to  the  provisions  of  Part  IV  of  the  Code  except  that  in 
very  soft  earth  such  tanks  shall  be  on  piles  or  other  structural 
foundation  designed  to  support  the  tank  load. 

D.  Foundation  for  Buried  Tanks.  Underground  tanks  shall  be 
set  on  firm  foundation  and  surrounded  with  soft  earth  or  sand  well 
tamped  in  place.  Refer  also  to  Par.  9211-C,  Additional  Require- 
ments for  Tanks. 

E.  Supports  for  Tanks  on  Buildings.  Supports  for  tanks  on 
either  new  or  existing  buildings  or  other  structures  shall  be 
thoroughly  investigated  and  the  maximum  stresses  provided  by  all 
loads  including  tank  loads  in  any  number  or  part  of  a  structure 
shall  not  exceed  the  maximum  stresses  allowed  in  Part  VI  of  this 
Code. 

F.  Tank  Supports  Inside  Buildings.  Supports  for  tanks  in 
either  new  or  existing  buildings  or  other  structures  shall  be 
thoroughly  investigated  and  the  maximum  stresses  produced  by 
all  loads  including  the  loads  from  tanks  supported  therein  or 
thereon  shall  not  exceed   the  maximum  stresses   allowed  in   the 

structural  Part  VI  of  this  Code  for  the  materials  forming  the 
members  in  the  building  or  other  structure. 

Tanks  having  a  capacity  exceeding  1000  gallons  in  a  building  of 
ordinary  metal  or  wood  frame  construction  shall  be  supported  on 
at  least  2-hour  fire  resistive  construction. 

For  buried  tanks  inside  buildings  i«fer  to  Par.  9213C. 
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9214.  Construction  of  tanks. 

A.  The  general  design  and  construction  of  general  storage  tanks 

shall  be  in  accordance  with  paragraphs  9203,  9204  and  9205  of 
this  Code. 

B.  Horizontal  tanks  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  for  use  in 
any  position  and  may  be  exposed,  buried  or  protected. 

C.  Testing  General  Storage  Tanks.  Before  being  covered  or 
placed  in  use.  tanks  and  tank  piping  connections  thereto  shall  pass 
a  test  for  tightness.  AVhcrc  the  vent  outlet  is  not  more  than  15 
feet  above  the  top  of  the  tank,  the  test  pressure  shall  be  not  less 
than  5  pounds  per  square  inch  and  either  air  or  hydrostatic  pres- 
sure may  be  used.  Where  the  vent  outlet  is  more  than  15  feet  above 
the  top  of  the  tank,  the  test  shall  be  made  under  hydrostatic  pres- 
sure with  vent  line  flooded.  In  special  cases  where  the  height  of  the 
vent  above  the  top  of  the  tank  is  excessive,  the  hydrostatic  test 
pressure  shall  be  determined  by  the  Commissioner. 

9215.  Fill  and  Discharge  Piping. 

A.  General  Requirements.  Fill  and  discharge  pipe  lines  for 
Class  I  and  Class  II  liquids,  and  where  possible  for  Class  III 
liquids,  shall  enter  tanks  through  the  top  and  shall  be  graded 
towards  the  tanks.  In  cases  where  it  is  not  possible,  permission 
shall  be  secured  from  the  Commissioner  in  writing  skiving  the  con- 
ditions under  which  the  installation  will  be  made  before  any  permit 
is  issued. 

B.  Fill  openings.  The  intake  end  of  fill  pipes  for  Class  I,  II 
and  III  liquids  shall  be  located  on  the  outside  of  any  building  or 
other  structure.  For  Class  I  or  Class  II  liquids  storage  tanks  the 
intake  end  of  fill  pipe  shall  be  located  not  less  than  5  feet  from  any 
door  or  basement  opening.  For  Class  III  liquids  storage  tanks, 
the  intake  end  of  fill  pipe  shall  be  located  not  less  than  2  feet  from 
any  building  opening  at  the  same  or  lower  level.  The  intake  end 
of  fill  pipes  shall  be  closed  and  liquid  tieht  when  not  in  use.  The 
intake  end  of  all  such  fill  pipes  shall  be  identified  by  a  definite 
color  scheme  or  other  means.  Fill  pipe  from  filling  from  tank  cars 
or  tank  trucks  shall  be  not  larger  than  4  inches  nominal  inside 
diameter  and  shall  not  be  constricted. 
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C.  Gauge  Openings.  Gauge  openings  in  tanks  if  independent  of 
the  fill  pipe,  shall  be  provided  with  a  liquid  tight  cap  or  cover  and 
such  cap  or  cover  shall  not  be  located  lower  than  the  intake  end  of 
fill  pipe.  Where  Class  I  or  Class  II  liquids  are  stored  within  a 
building  such  gauge  opening  shall  be  protected  against  vapor  re- 
lease or  liquid  overflow  by  means  of  a  spring  loaded  check  valve  or 
other  approved  device. 

9217.     Vents  for  General  Storage  Tanks. 

A.  Requirements  for  Venting  General  Storage  Tanks. 

1.  Normal  Breathing:  Tanks  shall  have  normal  venting  capacity 
sufficient  to  permit  the  filling  and  emptying  of  such  tanks,  plus 
their  breathing  due  to  temperature  changes,  without  distortion  of 
tank  shell  or  roof.  Tanks  storing  Class  I  and  Class  II  flammable 
liquids  shall  be  equipped  where  practical  with  either  venting 
devices  which  shall  be  normally  closed  when  not  under  pressure  or 
vacuum,  or  with  approved  flame  arresters,  except  that  tanks  under 
2,500  gallons  capacity  for  Class  I  liquids  and  tanks  under  3,000 
barrels  capacity  for  crude  oil  in  producing  areas  may  have  open 
vents.

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2.  Emergency  Relief:  Ever)-  aboveground  storage  tank  shall  have 
some  form  of  construction  or  device  that  will  relieve  excessive  in- 
ternal pressure,  caused  by  exposure  fires,  that  might  cause  the 
rupture  of  the  tank  shell  or  bottom.  In  a  vertical  tank,  this  con- 
struction may  take  the  form  of  a  weakened  seam  in  the  roof.  The 
joint  between  the  roof  and  the  shell  of  a  tank  36  ft.  or  more  in 
diameter,  if  built  in  accordance  with  Section  207-01  of  this  or- 
dinance, shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  weakened  seam  for  this  purpose. 
Where  entire  dependence  for  such  additional  relief  is  placed  upon 
some  device  other  than  a  weak  roof  scam  or  joint,  the  total  venting 
capacity  of  both  normal  and  emergency  vents  shall  be  enough  to 
prevent  rupture  of  the  shell  or  bottom  of  the  tank  if  vertical,  or  of 
the  shell  or  heads  if  horizontal.  Such  device  may  be  a  self-closing 
manhole  cover,  or  one  using  long  bolts  that  permits  the  cover  to 
lift  under  internal  pressure,  or  an  additional  or  larger  relief  valve  or 
valves.  For  the  purpose  of  computing  the  number  and  area  of 
such  vents  and  emergency  relief  devices,  reference  may  be  made 
to  Table  9217-T2,  Required  Capacities  for  Emergency  Relief.

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B.  Location  and  Arrangement  of  Vents. 

1.  Location  and  arrangement  of  vents.  Glass  I  and  II.  The 
vent  pipes  of  tanks  for  storing  or  handling  Class  I  or  Class  II 
liquids  shall  be  so  located  that  the  discharge  point  is  outside  of  the 
building  and  higher  than  the  fill  pipe  opening,  and  not  less  than  12 
feet  above  the  adjacent  ground  level.  Vent  pipes  shall  discharge 
only  upward  or  horizontally  (not  downward).  Vent  pipes  shall 
not  be  obstructed  by  devices  that  will  reduce  their  capacity.  Vent 
pipe  outlets  shall  be  so  located  that  flammable  vapors  will  not  enter 
building  openings,  or  be  trapped  under  eaves  or  other  obstructions. 
If  vent  pipe  is  less  than  10  feet  in  length  or  is  greater  than  2  inches 
in  nominal  inside  diameter  the  outlet  shall  be  provided  with  a 
vacuum  pressure  relief  device  or  there  shall  be  an  approved  flame 
arrester  located  in  the  vent  line  at  the  outlet  or  within  the  approved 
distance  from  the  outlet.  In  no  case  shall  a  flame  arrester  be 
located  more  than  15  feet  from  the  outlet  end  of  the  vent  line. 

2.  Location  and  arrangement  of  vents.  Class  III.  Vent  pipes 
from  tanks  storing  Class  III  liquids  shall  terminate  outside  of  build- 
ing and  higher  than  the  fill  pipe  opening.  Vent  outlets  shall  be  not 
less  than  2  feet  above  the  ground.  They  may  be  fitted  with  return 
bends,  coarse  screens  or  other  devices  to  minimize  ingress  of  foreign 
material. 

C.  Installation  of  Vent  Piping.  Vent  pipes  shall  be  installed  so 
as  to  drain  towards  the  tank  without  traps  in  which  liquid  can 
collect.  They  shall  be  located  so  that  they  will  not  be  subjected  to 
physical  damage  when  above  ground.  Vent  pipes  from  tanks 
storing  the  same  class  of  flammable  liquids  may  be  connected  into 
one  outlet  pipe.  The  outlet  pipe  shall  be  at  least  one  pipe-size 
larger  than  the  largest  individual  vent  pipe  connected  thereto.  In 
no  case  shall  the  point  of  connection  between  vent  lines  be  lower 
than  the  top  of  any  fill  pipe  opening.  The  lower  end  of  a  vent  pipe 
shall  enter  the  tank  through  the  top  and  shall  not  extend  into  the 
tank  more  than  one  inch. 

9218.     Special  Safety  Requirements. 

A.  Dikes  and  Walls  for  Storage  Tanks.  Dikes  and  walls  shall 
be  constructed  around  every  exposed  storage  tank  or  group  of 
such  tanks  containing  flammable  liquids  in  excess  of  25  barrels 
where  there  is  a  possibility  of  oil  running  onto  any  adjoining  prop- 
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erty,  street  or  water  way  due  to  rupture  of  a  tank.  Such  emergency 
reservoir  shall  be  designid  and  constructed  in  accordance  with  the 
applicable  requirements  for  emergency  reservoirs  in  para- 
graph 9265. 

B.  Ever>-  storage  tank  shall  be  provided  with  a  control  valve 
at  every  connection  which  is  below  the  normal  liquid  level  and 
such  valve  shall  be  located  as  close  as  practicable  to  the  shell  of 
the  tank. 

9219.  Existing  Storage  Tanks. 

A.  Non-conforming  storage  tanks.  Where  any  existing  storage 
tank  does  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Code,  it  shall  be 
permitted  to  continue  in  use  except  that  where  such  non-con- 
forming tank  is  imminently  dangerous,  it  shall  be  removed,  recon- 
structed, reinforced  or  altered  in  such  a  manner  that  it  will  con- 
form substantially  to  the  requirements  of  this  Code. 

However,  where  any  storage  tank  is  altered  or  reconstructed,  it 
shall  conform  to  all  the  requirements  of  this  Code. 

SECTION  922.    DISTRIBUTION  AND  LOADING  STATIONS 

9220.  General  Requirements. 

A.  Scope.  Distribution  and  loading  stations  shall  include  all 
facilities  for  loading  or  unloading  of  any  liquid  from  one  container 
to  another.  The  regulations  are  intended  to  cover  the  design  and 
construction  of  oil  loading  stations  including  racks,  platforms, 
pumps,  piping  facilities,  safety  equipment  and  all  other  construc- 
tion, devices  and  appliances  incidental  to  and  forming  a  part  of 
such  loading  station. 

9221.  Classification  of  Distributing  and  Loading  Stations. 

A.  Loading  and  unloading  stations  for  the  distribution  of 
flammable  and  combustible  liquids  are  divided  into  three  groups: 

1.  Tank  truck  loading  station. 

2.  Railroad  car  loadincr  and  unloading^  docks. 

3.  Petroleum  piers. 
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9222.  Loading  and  Unloading  Facilities. 
A.    Pipe  lines. 

1.  Pipe  lines  for  flammable  liquid  cargoes  shall  be  of  steel  or 
wrought  iron  pipe  of  at  least  standard  weight  and  shall  be  securely 
supported. 

2.  Pipe  lines  shall  be  equipped  with  valves  located  so  as  to 
be  easily  accessible.  Where  loading  or  unloading  is  on  a  pier  or 
wharf,  access  shall  be  provided  to  valves  and  connections  to  pipe 
lines  below  deck. 

3.  Pipe  lines  shall  be  installed  in  a  safe  and  workmanlike 
manner,  and  shall  be  tested  at  the  time  of  installation  for  pres- 
sures at  least  25  lbs.  per  square  inch  in  excess  of  other  maximum 
working  pressures. 

4.  Piping  between  shore  and  piers  or  wharves  of  timber  con- 
struction shall  be  provided  with  swing  joints,  flexible  couplings, 
expansion  joints  or  other  approved  means  to  permit  the  inde- 
pendent movement  of  the  pier  or  wharf  and  shore  piping  without 
excessive  strain  on  the  pipe. 

5.  Pipe  lines  and  their  control  valves  shall  be  so  marked  as 
to  designate  their  use  with  noncorroding  metal  signs  with  letters 
not  less  than  6  inches  high  or  permanently  painted  letters  on  pipe. 

9223.  Drainage.  Provisions  shall  be  made  to  prevent  flammable 
liquids  which  may  be  spilled  at  loading  and  unloading  points 
from  entering  a  public  sewer  system,  natural  water  way  or  onto 
any  adjoining  property. 

Connections  to  such  systems  shall  be  by  a  separator  or  other 
approved  means  by  which  oil  is  prevented  from  running  into  such 
sewers,  natural  drainage  systems,  waterways  or  other  drainage 
systems. 

9226.    Tank  truck  loading  facilities. 

A.    General  Requirements  for  Tank  Truck  Loadings. 

1.  Scope.  Tank  truck  loading  stations  shall  mean  and  include 
all  racks,  platforms,  tracks,  pipelines,  stems,  hose  line,  pump, 
measuring  devices  and  all  other  equipment  incidental  to  and 
forming  a  part  of  the  loading  or  unloading  facilities. 
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B.  Location  of  tank  truck  loading  stations.  Tank  truck  load- 
ing racks  lor  handling  Class  1  and  11  liquids  shall  be  located  not  less 
than  15  feet  from  any  adjoining  property  lines,  and  no  loading 
stem  shall  be  less  than  25  feet  from  any  storage  tank,  warehouse 
or  building  or  other  structure,  except  buildings  for  pumps  or 
loading  personnel.  Tank  truck  loading  racks  for  Glass  I  or  II 
liquids  shall  never  be  placed  inside  of  a  building  or  other  structure 
in  narrow  alleys  or  other  coniincd  spaces,  but  shall  always  be 
placed  in  the  open  where  ventilation  is  free  and  unobstructed 
for  a  distance  of  at  least  50  feet.  Loading  racks  for  Class  III 
liquids  shall  not  be  located  closer  than  10  feet  to  an  adjoining 
property  line  and  no  loading  stem  shall  be  less  than  15  feet  from 
any  property  line  or  wood  frame  building. 

C.  Construction  of  Tank  Truck  Loading  Stations.  Tank  truck 
loading  racks  shall  be  constructed  of  steel  or  concrete  and  de- 
signed and  constructed  in  conformity  with  the  structural  require- 
ments in  Chapter  63  or  64,  65  and  66  in  this  Code. 

D.  Special  Safety  Requirements.  The  following  type  of  truck 
loading  racks  shall  be  equipped  with  protection  against  static 
sparks  during  truck  filling: 

1.  Racks  dispensing  Class  I  or  Class  II  flammable  liquids  into 
open  domes  of  tank  trucks  and  racks  dispensing  Class  III  flam- 
mable liquids  into  open  domes  of  tank  trucks  which  may  contain 
flammable  vapors  from  previous  cargoes  of  Class  I  or  Class  II. 

9227.  Tank  car  Loading  Facilities.  Tank  car  loading  racks 
and  facilities  shall  be  designed  and  installed  in  accordance  with 
the  Association  of  American  Railroad  Circulars  Nos.  17,  17D  and 
17E. 

9228.  Petroleum  Piers. 

A.    General  Requirements  for  Petroleum  Piers. 

1.. Scope.  Petroleum  piers  shall  mean  and  include  all  facilities 
which  are  primarily  used  for  loading  or  unloading  petroleum, 
petroleum  products  or  other  flammable  or  combustible  liquids  in 
or  from  ships,  boats  or  other  floating  equipment. 

2.  Classifi(  ation.  Petroleum  piers  are  classified  according  to  kind 
of  service  rendered: 
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Glass  A  petroleum  piers  include  piers  or  wharves  which  are  used 
exclusively  for  the  transfer  of  cargoes  of  flammable  or  combustible 
liquid  cargoes  of  bulk  to  or  from  tank  vessels  and  which  are  free 
of  superstructures  except  for  such  housing  as  may  be  required  for 
offices,  hose,  tanks  or  equipment,  the  aggregate  area  of  such  build- 
ings not  exceeding  5000  square  feet. 

Class  B  petroleum  piers  include  all  other  piers  and  wharves  used 
for  the  transfer  of  flammable  or  combustible  liquid  cargoes  to  or 
from  tank  vessels. 

3.  Storage  Tanks.  Tanks  for  the  storage  of  flammable  or  com- 
bustible liquid  cargoes  shall  not  be  located  upon  any  pier  or  wharf 
except  where  piers  are  constructed  of  earth  fill  down  to  at  least  low 
water. 

4.  Lighting  and  Electrical  Equipment. 

(a)  Lighting  of  piers  or  wharves  shall  be  restricted  to  incandes- 
cent electric  lamps. 

(b)  Electrical  wiring  fixtures  and  appliances  including  explosion- 
proof  equipment  in  hazardous  locations,  shall  be  of  approved  type 
and  installation. 

B.  Location  of  Petroleum  Piers. 

Class  A  petroleum  piers  shall  be  located  not  less  than  200  feet 
from  any  other  Class  A  petroleum  pier  and  not  less  than  150  feet 
from  any  other  pier  or  wharf  or  within  100  feet  from  any  com- 
bustible structure  of  major  importance  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
Commissioner  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Class  B  petroleum  piers  or  wharfs  shall  not  be  located  within  200 
feet  of  any  other  pier,  wharf  or  other  structures  unless  approved 
by  the  Commissioner  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

C.  Construction  of  Petroleum  Piers. 

1.  Pier  Sub-structure.  The  sub-structure  of  a  pier  or  wharf  in- 
cludes all  construction  below  and  including  the  lowest  level  deck  of 
pier  or  wharf  and  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

2.  Pier  superstructure.  The  superstructure  of  all  piers  or  wharves 
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shall  be  of  at  least  incombustible  material  designed  and  constructed 
in  confonnity  with  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City. 

D.    Special  Safety  Requirements. 

1.  Fire  Extinguishing  Facilities. 

(a)  Class  A  petroleum  piers  or  wharves.  Water  fire  lines  with 
hydrants  and  hose  shall  be  installed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make 
water  streams  applicable  to  eveiy  part  of  the  pier  or  wharf.  (The 
provision  may  be  waived  by  the  Commissioner  where  piers  or 
whanes  are  isolated.) 

2.  Class  B.  Petroleum  Piers  or  Wharves.  Fire  extinguishing 
equipment  on  Class  B  Petroleum  Piers  or  wharves  shall  be  at  least 
equivalent  to  the  requirements  of  the  N.F.P.A.  for  piers  and  wharves 
depending  upon  their  construction,  provided  however  that  at  such 
piers  or  whar\es  extinguishers  suitable  for  liquid  fires  shall  be  pro- 
vided as  directed  by  the  Fire  Department. 

3.  Existing  piers  or  wharves  not  protected  by  an  adequate  fire 
extinguishing  system  shall  be  provided  with  portable  extinguishers 
suitable  for  flammable  liquid  fires  as  directed  by  the  Commissioner 
on  recommendation  of  the  Fire  Department. 

4.  Shore  Cargo  Pumps.  Cargo  pumps  capable  of  building  up 
pressures  in  excess  of  the  safe  working  pressure  of  cargo  hose  shall 
be  provided  with  by-passes,  relief  valves,  or  other  arrangement  to 
protect  cargo  hoses  against  excessive  pressure.  Such  pressure  relief 
arrangement  shall  be  set  to  function  at  such  a  pressure  that  the 
working  pressure  on  the  cargo  hose  will  not  exceed  that  for  which 
it  is  designed. 

5.  Cargo  hose. 

(a)  Cargo  hose  shall  be  of  a  grade  suitable  for  the  cargo  to  be 
transferred,  and  designed  to  withstand  safely  the  maximum  work- 
ing pressure  to  which  it  is  to  be  subjected. 

(b)  Transfer  of  liquid  cargo  in  bulk  between  oil  tankers  and 
piers  or  whar\es  shall  be  through  flexible  cargo  hose  or  approved 
flexible  jointed  tubing  or  piping. 

(c)  Means  of  support  for  cargo  hose  lines  shall  be  provided  to 
minimize  chafing  and  kinking  during  transfer  operations. 

(d)  Hose  connection  to  pipe  line  on  piers  or  whar\'es  shall  be  of 
standard  bolted  flange  type  and  shall  be  located  inside  of  the  face 
of  the  pier  or  wharf. 
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6.  Insulation  and  Grounding  of  Railroad  Tracks.  Every  rail- 
road track  on  any  pier  or  wharf  shall  be  electrically  bonded  through- 
out its  entire  length  and  thoroughly  grounded.  Every  such  track 
shall  have  insulating  joints  placed  in  all  rails  and  other  metallic 
members  where  such  track  enters  upon  any  pier  or  wharf. 

SECTION  923  FILLING  STATIONS 
9230.    General  Requirements  for  Filling  Stations. 

A.  Scope.  Filling  stations  shall  mean  and  include  any  place 
equipped  for  dispensing  motor  fuel  to  the  fuel  tanks  of  auto- 
mobiles, trucks,  marine  craft  or  other  motor  driven  equipment. 

B.  Filling  Station  Buildings  and  other  structure  shall  be  designed 
and  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  for  Filling 
Stations  in  Paragraph  4941  in  Volume  I  of  the  Building  Code. 

C.  Filling  Station  Pipe  and  Fittings.  All  pipe  and  fittings  shall 
be  standard  wrought  iron,  galvanized  iron  or  copper  pipe  and 
fittings  and  Paragraph  9206  in  this  Code. 

D.  Hose.  All  hose  or  tubing  used  to  handle  gasoline  or  motor 
fuel  shall  have  a  continuous  metal  connection  which  will  electrically 
ground  the  pump,  Vehicle  a,nd  tank  whenever  such  hose  or  tubing  is 
dispensing  motor  fuel  into  the  tanks  of  motor  vehicles. 

923  L  Classification  of  Filling  Stations.  Filling  Stations  are 
divided  into  three  groups  as  follows: 

1.  Public  Service  Stations 

2.  Private  Filling  Stations 

3.  Marine  Fuel  Stations 

Public  Service  Stations  shall  mean  and  include  every  Filling 
Station  for  supplying  motor  fuel  to  the  public. 

Private  Filling  Stations  shall  mean  and  include  every  Filling 
Station  for  supplying  motor  fuel  for  private  use  only  and  not  for 
sale  to  the  public. 

Marine  Fuel  Station  shall  mean  and  include  every  Filling  Station 
for  supplying  motor  fuel  for  operation  of  marine  craft  and 
equipment. 
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9232.  Location  of  Filling  Stations. 

A.  Public  Filling  Stations  shall  be  established  only  in  locations 
where  permitted  in  the  zoning  laws  and  Building  Code  of  Balti- 
more City. 

B.  Private  Filling  Stations  may  be  established  in  any  location 
where  the  motor  vehicles  to  be  served  are  housed  or  parked. 

C.  Marine  Motor  Fuel  Supply  Stations  may  be  established  on 
any  pier,  wharf  or  other  location  accessible  to  ships,  boats  or 
marine  equipment. 

9233.  Filling  Station  Storage  Tanks. 

A.  General  requirements.  Tanks  for  the  storage  of  motor  fuel 
at  a  filling  station  shall  conform  to  all  the  applicable  requirements 
lor  General  Storage  Tanks,  except  that  every  filling  station  tank 
shall  be  a  buried  tank.  However,  such  storage  tanks  for  class  I  and 
class  II  liquids  at  private  filling  stations  in  industrial  use  areas 
may  be  exposed  if  installed  30  feet  or  more  from  any  property 
line,  opposite  street  line,  structure,  or  the  dispensing  device  and 
the  motor  vehicle  being  supplied. 

B.  The  maximum  quantity  of  motor  fuel  that  can  be  placed 
on  any  premises  is  established  by  Paragraphs  9212-Tl  and  9212-T2. 

C.  Buried  Tanks.  Shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with  Par. 
9211C  in  this  Code. 

9235.  Piping  Filling  Stations.  All  piping  shall  be  as  required 
in  Paragraphs  9206,  9217  and  9230-C  for  buried  tanks  as  far  as 
appHcable.  At  marine  fuel  stations,  the  piping  where  attached  to 
a  pier,  shall  have  a  valve  placed  at  or  near  the  approach  to  the  pier 
or  other  structures.  Hose  for  handling  motor  fuel  shall  be  con- 
nected to  the  dispensing  device  securely. 

Fill  Openings:  The  fill  pipe  opening  shall  be  located  outside  of 
any  building.  For  Class  I  or  II  flammable  liquid  storage  the  fill 
pipe  opening  shall  be  not  less  than  5  feet  from  any  door  or  cellar 
opening.  For  Class  III  flammable  liquid  storage  the  fill  pipe  open- 
ing shall  be  not  less  than  2  feet  from  any  building  opening  at  the 
same  or  lower  level.  The  fill-pipe  opening  shall  be  closed  and 
liquid  tight  when  not  in  use.  Fill-pipe  for  filling  by  tank  car  or 
tank  truck  shall  be  not  larger  than  4  inches  nominal  inside  diameter 
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and  shall  not  be  constricted.    Fill-pipe  openings  shall  be  identified 
by  a  definite  color  scheme  or  other  means. 

Venting  of  Filing  Station  Tanks:  The  vent  pipe  on  all  fuel  tanks 
shall  be  /2  as  large  as  the  inlet  pipe  but  not  smaller  than  V/z 
inches. 

Vent  pipes  shall  start  at  the  top  of  a  tank  and  run  to  outside 
of  building  with  no  traps  or  sags  in  the  pipe.  Vent  pipe  shall 
terminate  at  least  10  feet  above  the  ground  and  be  5  feet 
horizontally  from  any  opening  in  any  building  and  3  feet  vertically 
from  any  combustible  material.  Vents  may  be  manifold  into  one 
pipe  on  condition  that  the  manifold  size  of  the  pipe  is  one  size 
larger  than  the  largest  pipe  in  the  manifold. 

9237.    Pumps  and  Filling  Devices. 

A.  Location  of  Motor  Fuel  Pumps.  Public  Filling  Station 
pumps  or  filling  devices  shall  not  be  located  within  10  feet  of  any 
wall,  except  solid  masonry  walls  and  walls  of  buildings  used  for 
filling  station  purposes  only.  They  shall  be  further  restricted  as 
to  location  as  follows,  all  distances  to  be  measured  from  center 
line  of  pump  at  a  point  5  feet  above  the  base  as  follows: 

1.  Pumps  shall  not  be  placed  less  than  15  feet  from  any  wood 
or  other  combustible  construction. 

2.  Pumps  shall  not  be  placed  nearer  than  4  feet  horizontally 
nor  10  feet  vertically  from  any  door,  window  or  other  opening  in 
a  wall  of  any  building,  except  buildings  used  for  filling  station 
purposes  only.  Where  a  pump  is  placed  more  than  4  feet,  but 
less  than  8  feet  horizontally,  or  more  than  10  feet,  but  less  than 
20  feet  vertically,  from  a  door,  window  or  other  opening,  such 
opening  shall  be  protected  by  fire-resistive  windows  or  Glass  A 
fire  doors. 

3.  Pumps  shall  not  be  permitted  less  than  10  feet  from  a  street 
or  adjoining  property  line,  unless  separated  therefrom  by  a  fire 
wall  not  less  than  8  feet  high,  measured  from  the  base  of  the  pump, 
and  extending  not  less  than  5  feet  beyond  the  pump  on  each  end. 

4.  When  filling  station  pumps  are  installed  in  a  driveway  within 
a  building  which  is  not  a  part  of  the  filling  station,  that  portion 
of  the  building  enclosing  the  driveway  shall  be  considered  a 
hazardous   Commercial  occupancy  and   shall  be   separated   from 
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the  rest  of  the  building  as  required  in  Section  407.  The  openings 
in  such  separations  shall  l:)e  protected  by  water  curtains  in  addi- 
tion to  the  protection  required  in  Section  407. 

5.  Filling  station  pumps  enclosed  entirely  within  a  building 
shall  be  protected  by  a  Class  A  sprinkler  system  constructed  as 
required  in  Section  983,  covering  the  entire  area  within  a  radius 
of  20  feet  from  the  pump.  However,  no  filling  station  pumps 
shall  be  installed  below  the  surface  of  the  lowest  ground  level.  Such 
pumps  shall  not  be  installed  in  any  building  which  is  neither  fire- 
proof or  fire-resistive  unless  the  pump  and  surrounding  filling 
area  is  completely  separated  from  all  other  parts  of  the  building 
by  fire-proof  or  fire  resistive  construction. 

B.  Dispensing  Devices.  For  public  service  and  marine  fuel 
stations,  the  dispensing  device  used  shall  be  of  standard  design 
and  construction  approved  by  the  head  of  the  Bureau  of  Tests 
of  Baltimore  City  and  such  dispensing  device  shall  be  inspected 
and  sealed  by  a  representative  of  such  Bureau  before  being  put 
into  service.  Such  filling  devices  are  not  required  to  be  approved 
by  the  Bureau  of  Tests  if  they  are  for  private  use  only.  Such 
filling  devices  for  Public  Service  and  marine  fuel  stations  shall  be 
constructed  so  as  not  to  allow  any  liquid  to  remain  in  any  glass 
measure  for  a  period  longer  than  necessary  to  complete  an  im- 
mediate delivery.  This  regulation  shall  not  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  use  of  a  sight  glass  or  other  device  which  does  not 
contain  more  than  1  quart  of  liquid  and  which  is  used  for  the 
purpose  of  making  certain  that  no  liquid  is  being  lost  in  delivery 
or  is  escaping  through  leaky  lines,  pipes  or  valves. 

The  liquid  fuel  shall  be  dispensed  into  the  fuel  tank  of  auto- 
mobiles, boats,  and  other  motor  driven  vehicles  by  means  of  a 
flexible  hose  with  self  closing  nozzle  and  with  a  valve  which  must 
be  held  open  by  manual  control  while  making  delivery. 

9239.  Existing  Filling  Stations.  Existing  filling  stations  which 
do  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Code  at  the  time  of  its 
passage,  shall  be  allowed  to  continue  unless  they  arc  a  menace  to 
'ife  or  property-  in  which  event  such  stations  shall  be  made  safe  as 
directed  by  a  formal  notice  from  the  Commissioner.  However, 
when  such  stations  arc  altered  or  reconstructed,  all  non-conforming 
parts  thereof  shall  be  made  to  conform  substantially  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  Code  as  directed  by  the  Commissioner. 
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Maintenance  and  Operation  of  Filling  Stations.  Filling  Stations 
shall  be  maintained  and  operated  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
ditions under  which  they  were  approved  together  with  all  laws, 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more governing  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  Filling  Stations. 

SECTION  924  FUEL  TANKS 

9240.  General  Requirements. 

A.  Scope.  Fuel  tanks  shall  mean  and  include  all  tanks  for  the 
storage  of  oil  preparatory  to  burning  it  . 

Fuel  tanks  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  in  accordance  with 
Paragraph  9203  in  this  Code. 

9241.  Classification  of  Fuel  Tanks. 

A.  Fuel  tanks  are  divided  into  the  following  two  Groups: 

1.  Indoor  Tanks. 

(a)  Exposed 

(b)  Protected 

(c)  Buried 

2.  Outdoor  Tanks. 

(a)  Exposed 

(b)  Protected 

(c)  Buried 

9242.  Location  of  Fuel  Tanks. 

Indoor  exposed  tanks  shall  be  limited  to  2-tanks  of  275  gallons 
each. 

Indoor  protected  tanks  shall  be  limited  to  5000  gallons. 

Indoor  buried  tanks  shall  be  limited  to  tanks  of  10,000  gallons 
each  and  there  shall  be  not  more  than  100,000  gallons  in  any  one 
installation. 

Outside  tanks  shall  be  otherwise  limited  as  required  for  general 
storage  tanks  in  Paragraph  9212. 
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9244.  Fuel  Oil  Pumps.  Fuel  oil  pumps  arc  included  in  the 
oil  burner  regulations. 

9245.  Fuel  Oil  Pipintj;.  Fuel  oil  piping  is  included  in  the 
oil  burner  regulations  except  fuel  and  vent  pipe. 

Intake  of  fuel  pipe  shall  be  out  of  doors,  one  foot  away  from 
any  combustible  or  flammable  material. 

A  separate  vent  pipe  shall  be  run  from  the  tank  to  the  outside  of 
the  building  and  not  less  than  2  feet  above  the  surface  of  the 
ground  and  not  less  than  5  inches  above  the  intake. 

9249.    Existing  Fuel  Tanks. 

A.  Non-confonning  fuel  oil  tank  shall  be  allowed  to  continue 
in  service  as  long  as  it  is  not  imminently  hazardous  to  life  or 
adjoining  property. 

When  a  non-conforming  tank  becomes  hazardous  it  shall  be 
placed  out  of  service  and  filled  with  water  or  some  other  inert 
material. 

B.  Maintenance  and  operation.  Fuel  storage  tanks  shall  be 
maintained  in  a  good  working  condition. 


SECTION  925  LIQUEFIED  PETROLEUM  TANKS 

9250.    General  Requirements. 

A.  Scope.  These  requirements  for  LP  (Liquefied  Petroleum)  gas 
tanks  include  all  tanks  and  equipment  for  the  storage  or  handling  of 
LP  gases  except  installation  of  containers  having  a  capacity  for  less 
than  100  liquid  gallons  attached  to  and  supplying  gas  burners  in 
a  building  or  other  structures. 

All  such  containers  less  than  100  liquid  gallons  shall  be  regu- 
lated by  and  included  in  the  provisions  governing  gas  burning 
equipment  in  Chapter  94  in  this  Code. 

B.  LP  gas  system  not  covered  by  these  regulations  and  in- 
stalled in  accordance  with  N.F.P.A.  No.  58  Standards  for  the 
Housing  and  Handling  of  Liquefied  Petroleum  Gas  will  be  con- 
sidered as  complying  with  the  code. 
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9252.  Location  of  LP  Gas  Tanks. 

A.    Distances  from  buildings  and  adjoining  property.    LP  gas 

tanks  and  first  stage  regulating  equipment  shall  be  located  outside 
of  buildings,  except  buildings  provided  for  housing  such  equip- 
ment. No  LP  gas  tank  shall  be  installed  closer  to  a  building  or 
adjoining  property  line  than  the  minimum  distance  given  in  the 
following  table  9252-Tl:

*  No  containers  while  installed  for  use  shall  be  stacked  one  above  the 
other. 

B.  Installation  of  LP  gas  tanks  exceeding  18,000  gallons  shall 
not  be  installed  in  Baltimore  City  unless  specifically  approved  by 
the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Fire  Department. 

9253.  Foundations  for  LP  Storage  Tanks.  All  foundations  for 
LP  storage  tanks  shall  be  constructed  of  concrete  or  steel  encased 
in  concrete.  The  design  and  construction  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  applicable  structural  requirements  in  Chapter  60  in 
this  Code. 

9255.    LP  Piping  and  Accessories. 

A.  Pipe,  Tubing  and  Fittings.  Piping  shall  be  wrought  iron  or 
steel  pipe,  brass  or  copper  pipe;  seamless  copper,  brass,  steel  or 
aluminum  tubing.  Aluminum  tubing  shall  not  be  used  in  exterior 
locations  or  where  it  is  in  contact  with  masonry,  plaster  walls  or 
insulation.  In  systems  where  the  gas  in  liquid  form  without  pressure 
reduction  enters  a  building  only  heavy  walled  seamless  brass  or 
copper  tubing  with  an  internal  diameter  not  greater  than  3/32  inch, 
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and  a  wall  thickness  of  not  less  than  3/64  inch  shall  be  used.  This 
requirement  shall  not  apply  to  commercial  gas  plants  or  bulk 
stations  where  cylinders,  drums  or  tank  trucks  are  filled,  nor  to 
industrial  vaporizer  buildings. 

B.  LP  Tank  \'alves  and  Accessory  equipment  shall  be  approved 
and  of  proper  dc  sign  and  construction  suitable  for  liquid  petroleum 
gas  service,  and  designed  for  not  less  than  the  maximum  pressure 
to  which  they  may  be  subjected.  Valves  and  accessories  which 
may  be  subjected  to  tank  pressure  shall  have  a  rated  working 
gage  pressure  of  at  least  250  pounds  per  square  inch. 

C.  All  connections  to  LP  gas  tanks,  except  safety  relief  connec- 
tions, liquid  level  gaging  devices  and  plugged  openings  shall  have 
shut-off  valves  located  as  close  to  the  tank  as  practicable.  All  LP 
gas  tanks  shall  be  ecjuipped  with  an  excess  flow  valve  and  a  back 
pressure  check  valve  where  required  by  the  Standards  of  N.P.P.A. 
No.  58. 

D.  Pipe  joints  shall  be  screwed,  flanged,  welded  or  brazed  with 
material  having  a  melting  point  exceeding  1000  degrees  Fahren- 
heit. For  operating  gage  pressures  over  125  pounds  per  square 
inch,  fittings  shall  be  designed  for  a  minimum  gage  pressure  of 
250  pounds  per  square  inch.  Cast  iron  fittings  are  prohibited. 
Flexible  hose  shall  not  be  permitted  to  be  used  on  any  LP  gas 
system. 

9258.    Special   Safety  Requirements. 

A.  Safet)'  Relief  Valve.  No  shut-ofT  valve  shall  be  installed 
between  any  safety  valve  and  the  tank  on  which  it  is  attached, 
except  that  a  valve  may  be  so  installed  when  it  is  constructed  in 
such  a  way  that  when  open  or  closed,  full  required  capacity  flow 
through  discharge  is  always  provided. 

B.  Filling  Densities:  the  "filling  density"  is  defined  as  the  per 
cent  ratio  of  weight  of  the  gas  in  a  container  to  the  weight  of 
water  the  container  will  hold  at  60  degrees  Fahrenheit.  All  con- 
tainers shall  he  filled  according  to  the  following  filling  densities.

9259.  Loading  and  Unloading  Liquids  and  Gases.  The  load- 
ing and  unloading  of  L.P.  liquid  and  gases  shall  be  done  in  accord- 
ance w^ith  the  regulations  of  the  Fire  Department  and  under  its 
direct  supervision. 

LP  gas  stations  shall  be  maintained  and  operated  in  accordance 
with  the  conditions  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  of  the  Fire 
Department  together  with  all  laws,  rates  and  regulations  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  governing  the  maintenance 
and  operation  of  LP  gas   tanks   and   equipment. 

SECTION  926  BULK  OIL  STORAGE  TANKS 

9260.  General  Requirements  for  Bulk  Oil  Storage  Tanks. 

A.  Scope.  Bulk  oil  storage  tanks  shall  include  all  tanks  ex- 
ceeding 500  barrels  capacity  and  used  for  bulk  storage  of  petro- 
leum or  petroleum  products  or  other  similar  flammable  or  com- 
bustible liquids. 
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The  regulations  of  this  Section  926  apply  to  tanks  and  all  acces- 
sories attached  thereto  including  the  first  valve  on  any  pipe 
connection  thereto  below  the  normal  liquid  level. 

9261.  Classification  of  Bulk  Oil  Storage  Tanks.  Bulk  oil  storage 
tanks  are  divided  into  five  groups  as  follows: 

Group  A  Tanks—  include  all  gas-tight  tanks  equipped  with 
either  an  approved  permanently  attached  fire  extinguisher  system 
or  with  an  approved  floating  roof,  when  such  tanks  are  used  only 
for  the  storage  of  refined  petroleum  products  or  other  flammable 
liquids  not  subject  to  boil  over. 

Group  B  Tanks — include  all  gas-tight  tanks  not  equipped  with 
either  an  approved  permanently  attached  fire  extinguishing  system 
or  an  approved  floating  roof,  when  such  tanks  are  used  only  for 
the  storage  of  refined  petroleum  products  or  other  flammable 
liquids  not  subject  to  boil  over. 

Group  C  Tanks — include  all  gas-tight  tanks  equipped  with 
either  an  appro\'ed  permanently  attached  fire  extinguishing  system 
or  an  approved  floating  roof  when  such  tanks  are  used  for  the 
storage  of  crude  petroleum  or  other  flammable  liquids  which  have 
similar  boil-over  characteristics. 

Group  D  Tanks — include  all  gas-tight  tanks  not  equipped  with 
either  an  approved  permancntlv  attached  fire  extinguishing  system 
or  an  approved  floating  roof,  when  such  tanks  are  used  for  the 
storage  of  crude  petroleum  or  other  flammable  liquids  which  have 
boil-over  characteristics. 

Group  E  Tanks — General  Requirements  for  Asphalt  and  Lu- 
bricating Oil  Tanks.  Asphalt  and  lubricatinc:  oil  storage  tanks 
includes  all  tanks  for  liquids  or  liquid  mixtures  with  a  flash  point 
at  or  above  200  degrees  Fahrenheit  closed  cup  test. 

9262.  Location  of  Bulk  Oil  Storage  Tanks. 

A.  Distances  from  Property  Lines.  Every  bulk  oil  storage  tank 
shall  be  located  so  that  the  distance  between  any  adjoining  property 
line,  opposite  street  line  building  or  other  structure  not  necessary 
to  their  use  or  the  nearest  tank  in  a  cluster  and  the  nearest  point 
on  such  tank  shall  be  not  less  than  the  following: 
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1.  For  Group  A  Tanks — not  less  than  the  greatest  dimension  of 
such  tank,  except  that  such  distance  need  not  exceed  120  feet. 

2.  For  Group  B  Tanks — not  less  than  V/z  times  the  greatest 
dimension  of  such  tank  except  that  such  distance  need  not  exceed 
175  feet. 

3.  For  Group  G  Tanks — not  less  than  two  times  the  greatest 
dimension  of  such  tank,  except  that  such  distance  shall  not  be  less 
than  20  feet  and  need  not  exceed  175  feet. 

4.  For  Group  D  Tanks — not  less  than  three  times  the  greatest 
dimension  of  such  tanks,  except  that  such  distance  shall  be  not 
less  than  20  feet  and  need  not  be  more  than  350  feet. 

5.  For  Group  E  Tanks — not  less  than  given  in  the  following 
table.

B.  Spacing  Between  Tanks. 

For  tanks  above  50,000  gallons  individual  capacity  storing  any 
flammable  liquid  except  crude  petroleum  the  distance  between 
tanks  shall  not  be  less  than  one-half  the  diameter  of  the  smaller 
tank. 

For  tanks  storing  crude  petroleum  above  126,000  gallons,  in- 
dividual capacity  the  distance  between  tanks  shall  not  be  less  than 
the  diameter  of  the  smaller  tank. 

The  clear  distance  between  tanks  in  Group  E  shall  be  not  less 
than  20  feet  for  tanks  exceeding  500,000  gallons  capacity,  10  feet  for 
tanks  500,000  gallons  or  less  and  more  than  100,000  gallons,  and  3 
feet  for  tanks  100,000  gallons  and  less  in  capacity. 

C.  Cluster  of  Bulk  Oil  Storage  Tanks.  Where  two  or  more 
bulk   oil   storage   tanks   are   contained  in    the   same   emergency 
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reservoir,  they  shall  be  considered  a  cluster.  Group  D  Tanks 
shall  not  be  permitted  in  clusters,  not  more  than  two  Group  G 
Tanks  shall  be  permitted  in  a  cluster. 

The  clear  distance  from  every  tank  in  a  cluster  to  an  adjoining 
property  line,  opposite  street  line,  building  not  accessory  to  tanks 
or  other  cluster  of  tanks,  shall  not  be  less  than  the  distance  re- 
quired in  9262- A  for  the  largest  tank  plus  10  percent  of  the  re- 
quired distance  or  any  other  tank  which  is  nearest  to  the  property 
line,  opposite  street  line,  building  not  accessory  to  tanks  or  other 
cluster  of  tanks. 

9263.  Foundations  for  Bulk  Oil  Storage  Tanks.  Bulk  oil  storage 
tanks  shall  be  supported  on  masonry,  reinforced  concrete,  or  struc- 
tural steel  protected  so  as  to  have  a  2-hour  fire-resistive  rating, 
except  that  storage  tanks  not  more  than  two  diameters  in  height 
may  be  supported  directly  upon  the  ground  where  the  bearing 
capacity  of  the  soil  is  sufYicicnt  to  support  safely  the  loads  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  701  of  Part  VII  in  Volume  I  of  the  Building 
Code. 

Where  the  safe  bearing  capacity  of  the  soil  is  less  than  4000 
pounds  per  square  foot,  or  where  the  bearing  capacity  of  the  soil 
is  not  sufficient  to  sustain  the  load,  bulk  oil  storage  tanks  shall  be 
set  on  piles  or  other  properly  designed  structural  foundation. 

9264.  Construction  of  Bulk  Oil  Storage  Tanks. 

A.  The  general  design  and  construction  of  vertical  bulk  oil 
storage  tanks  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Paragraph  9203  in  the 
Code. 

Spheroidal  tanks  shall  be  designed  in  accordance  with  accepted 
engineering  formulae  approved  by   the   Commissioner. 

9265.  Emergency  Reservoirs. 

A.  General  Requirements  for  Emergency  Reservoirs. 

1.  Scope.  Emergency  reservoirs  are  liquid  tight  retaining  walls, 
dikes  or  any  other  construction  or  any  combination  of  them 
surroundinc^  a  tank  or  cluster  of  tanks  to  prevent  oil  or  any 
flammable  liquid  from  flowing  into  a  street  or  over  an  adjoining 
property  line  or  into  any  waterways. 
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2.  Capacity  of  Emergency  Reservoirs.  Emergency  reservoirs 
shall  have  a  net  capacity  of  not  less  than  that  of  the  tank  enclosed 
or  the  capacity  of  the  largest  tank  in  a  cluster  of  tanks  plus  10 
per  cent  of  the  aggregate  capacity  of  all  the  other  tanks  in  the 
enclosure  including  the  largest  tank. 

3.  Where  Required.  Emergency  reservoirs  shall  be  constructed 
around  every  bulk  storage  tank  or  cluster  of  bulk  storage  tanks  con- 
taining flammable  liquids  where  the  contents  of  the  tank  would 
flow  onto  every  street  adjoining  properties  or  waterway. 

4.  Clearances  for  Emergency  Reservoirs.  The  clear  distance 
between  the  inside  edges  of  the  emergency  reservoir  at  any  point 
and  property  line  shall  be  not  less  than  J4  the  largest  dimension  of 
the  tank  or  in  case  of  a  cluster  of  tanks  not  less  than  J4  the  largest 
dimension  of  the  largest  tank  in  the  cluster.  No  tank  in  a  cluster 
shall  be  located  in  reference  to  the  rim  of  the  enclosure  so  that  it 
will  interfere  with  the  fighting  of  a  fire  in  any  other  tank. 

B.  Design  and  Construction  of  Emergency  Reservoirs.  Emer- 
gency reservoir  enclosures  shall  be  natural  earth  or  constructed 
of  earthj  reinforced  concrete  or  solid  masonry  designed  to  be  liquid 
tight  and  to  withstand  a  full  hydraulic  head  in  accordance  with 
the  applicable  requirements  in  the  Engineering  Part  VI  in  this 
Code,  and  so  constructed  as  to  provide  the  required  protection. 

Earthen  dikes  3  feet  or  more  in  height  shall  have  a  flat  section 
at  the  top  not  less  than  two  feet  wide.  The  slope  shall  be  con- 
sistent with  the  angle  of  repose  of  the  material  of  which  the  dikes 
are  constructed. 

Unless  means  are  available  for  extinguishing  a  fire  in  any  tank 
containing  crude  petroleumj  dikes  and  walls  enclosing  such  tanks 
shall  be  provided  at  the  top  with  a  flare-back  section  designed  to 
turn  back  a  boil-over  wave,  provided,  however,  that  a  flare-back 
section  shall  not  be  required  for  dikes  and  walls  enclosing  approved 
floating  roof  tanks.  (For  Capacity  of  Emergency  Reservoirs — 
See.  Par.  9218-A). 

C.  Drainage.  Provisions  shall  be  made  for  drainage  of  water 
from  any  emergency  reservoir;  such  drains  shall  be  kept  closed 
and  shall  be  so  designed  that  when  in  use  they  will  not  permit 
flammable  liquids  to  enter  natural  water  courses,  public  sewers  or 
drains  if  their  presence  would  constitute  a  hazard. 
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9266.  Accessories  for  Bulk  Oil  Storage  Tanks. 

A.  Tank  X'alvcs.  Each  connection  to  an  above  ground  tank 
storing  flLunniable  liquids,  located  below  normal  liquid  level,  shall 
be  provided  with  an  internal  or  external  control  valve  located  as 
close  as  practicable  to  the  shell  of  the  tank.  Except  for  flammable 
liquids  whose  chemical  characteristics  are  incompatible  with  steel, 
such  valves,  when  external,  and  their  connections  to  the  tank  shall 
be  of  steel. 

9267.  Venting  Bulk  Storage  Tanks. 
A.    General  Requirements. 

1.  Normal  Breathing  Vents — all  tanks  shall  have  normal  vent- 
ing capacity  sufficient  to  permit  filling  and  emptying  of  such 
tanks  plus  their  breathing  due  to  temperature  changes,  without  dis- 
tortion of  the  tank  shell.  Tanks  storing  Class  I  or  Class  II  liquids 
shall  be  equipped  with  either  a  venting  device  which  shall  be 
normally  closed  when  not  under  pressure  or  vacuum,  or  with 
approved  flame  arresters.     Refer  to  Table  9217-Tl  for  sizes. 

2.  Vents  for  emergency  relief:  in  addition  to  the  provisions  for 
normal  venting  herein  required  every  aboveground  storage  tank 
shall  have  some  form  of  construction  or  device  that  will  relieve 
excessive  internal  pressure,  caused  by  exposure  to  fires,  that  may 
cause  the  rupture  of  the  tank  shell  or  bottom.  In  a  vertical  tank  this 
construction  may  take  the  form  of  a  weakened  seam  in  the  roof. 
The  joint  between  the  roof  and  the  shell  of  a  tank  36  ft.  or  more 
in  diameter,  if  built  in  accordance  with  Paragraph  9203-A  of  this 
ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  weakened  seam  for  this  purpose. 
Where  entire  dependence  for  such  additional  reHef  is  placed  upon 
some  device  other  than  a  weak  roof  seam  or  joint,  the  total 
venting  capacity  of  both  normal  and  emergency  vents  shall  be 
enough  to  prevent  rupture  of  the  shell  or  bottom  of  the  tank  if 
vertical,  or  of  the  shell  or  heads  if  horizontal.  Such  device  may 
be  a  self-closing  manhole  cover,  or  one  using  long  bolts  that  per- 
mits the  cover  to  lift  under  internal  pressure,  or  an  additional  or 
larger  relief  valve  or  valves. 

For  area  of  emergency  relief  devices  refer  to  Table  9217-T2  Re- 
quired Capacities  for  Emergency  Relief. 
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9268.  Special  Safety  Requirements. 

A.  Emergency  reservoirs  shall  be  provided  where  and  as  required 

in  Paragraph  9265  in  this  Code. 

B.  Valves.  A  proper  valve  shall  be  installed  on  bulk  oil  storage 
tanks  at  every  pipe  outlet  which  is  below  the  normal  liquid  level 
in  the  tank. 

9269.  Existing  Bulk  Oil  Storage  Tanks.  Existing  bulk  oil 
storage  tanks  not  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  this  Code 
shall  be  permitted  to  continue,  except  where  such  non-conforming 
condition  creates  an  imminent  hazard  to  life  or  surrounding  prop- 
erty. In  such  cases  the  Commissioner  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Fire  Department  shall  determine  what  corrections  must  be 
made  to  reasonably  eliminate  such  unsafe  conditions  and  the  owners 
of  such  tanks  shall  rectify  such  unsafe  or  dangerous  conditions 
when  notified  and  as  directed  by  the  Commissioner. 

SECTION  927  ACID  TANKS 

9270.  General  requirements  for  acid  tanks.  Acid  tanks  shall 
mean  and  include  any  tank  used  for  the  storage  of  corrosive 
acids  or  other  corroding  liquids. 

9272.  Location  of  acid  tanks.  Acid  tanks  shall  be  located  so 
that  their  contents  will  not  damage  adjoining  public  or  private 
property  or  gain  access  to  a  waterway. 

9273.  Foundations  for  acid  tanks.  Foundations  for  acid  tanks 
shall  be  designed  and  constructed  of  materials  which  will  struc- 
turally support  the  tank  with  working  stresses  not  exceeding  those 
required  in  Part  VI  of  this  Code  for  the  specific  materials  used 
in  the  construction  of  such  foundation. 

9274.  Design  and  construction  of  acid  tanks.  Acid  tanks  shall 
be  designed  and  constructed  of  material  adapted  for  the  specific 
liquid  they  are  to  contain  and  in  accordance  with  the  structural 
requirements  of  the  Engineering  Part  VI  in  this  Code  as  directed 
by  the  Commissioner. 

9275.  Acid  tank  accessories.  All  piping,  fittings  and  tank  acces- 
sories shall  be  suitable  for  the  liquid  they  are  to  handle. 
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9278.  Special  safety  requirements  for  acid  tanks.  Where  the 
contents  of  an>-  acid  tank  would  endanger  life  or  adjoining  prop- 
erty due  to  failure  of  the  tank,  an  emergency  reservoir  similar  to 
that  required  around  oil  tanks  in  Paragraph  9265  shall  be  provided. 

9279.  Existing  acid  tanks.  Non  conforming  existing  acid  tanks 
shall  be  allowed  to  continue  in  use  unless  they  create  an  imminent 
hazard  to  life  in  which  case  such  hazardous  tanks  shall  be  re- 
constructed or  altered  to  rectify  the  dangerous  conditions  or  re- 
moved altogether. 

SECTION  928  WATER  STORAGE  TANKS 

9280.  General  Requirements.  Water  tanks  include  all  tanks 
for  liquids  which  are  neither  combustible  nor  explosive. 

9282.  Location  of  Water  Tanks.  Water  tanks  shall  be  located 
on  ground  or  in  a  building  or  structure  in  such  a  manner  that  they 
will  not  be  affected  by  ordinary  temperature  changes. 

9283.  Foundations  for  ^V^ater  Tanks.  Foundations  for  water 
tanks  shall  be  of  concrete,  steel,  wood  and  where  permitted, 
directly  on  earth.  All  foundations  shall  be  designed  and  constructed 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  for  such  structures  in  Part  VI 
of  the  Code. 

\Vater  tanks  shall  not  be  supported  on  wood  on  top  of  any 
building  or  other  structure. 

Steel  towers  supporting  water  tanks  on  roof  of  ordinary  or  wood 
frame  buildings  shall  be  protected  with  not  lower  than  2-hour 
fire  resistive  construction. 

9284.  Design  and  Construction  of  Water  Tanks.  Water  tanks 
shall  be  designed  and  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  struc- 
tural requirements  in  Part  VI  of  this  Code. 

9285.  ^Vater  Tank  Accessories.  Water  tanks  with  pipe  (4  inch 
and  over  in  diameter)  connections  below  the  normal  water  line 
shall  be  provided  with  a  valve  in  each  pipe,  as  close  to  the  tank 
as  practicable. 

9288.  Special  Water  Tank  Requirements.  The  legs  of  exposed 
water  tanks  shall  be  protected  against  freezing. 
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9289.  Existing  Water  Tanks.  Existing  water  tanks  shall  be 
maintained  substantially  in  the  same  condition  under  which  they 
were  approved. 

SECTION  929  MISCELLANEOUS  TANKS 

9291.  Construction  of  Special  Tanks.  Special  tanks  of  cylindri- 
cal shape  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  A.S.M.E.  (American  Society  of  Mechanical 
Engineers)  Codes  for  Unfired  Pressures  Vessels.  However,  such 
tanks  used  for  the  storage  of  oil  or  gas  may  be  designed  by  the 
A.P.I. — A.S.M.E.  (American  Petroleum  Institute — American 
Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers)  Code  for  Unfired  Pressure 
Vessels  for  Petroleum  Liquids  and  Gases,  except  that  compliance 
with  Paragraph  W-601  to  W-606  inclusive,  Section  1  and  Ap- 
pendix to  Section  1  of  the  said  A.P.I. — A.S.M.E.  Code  is  not 
required. 

All  other  special  tanks  shall  be  designed  and  constructed  in 
accordance  with  the  fundamental  engineering  principles  of  design 
and  construction  applying  to  other  similar  types  of  structures,  as 
far  as  reasonable  and  consistent  with  the  intent  of  this  Code. 
All  oval,  spherical  and  similar  shaped  pressure  tanks  shall  be 
designed  by  a  theory  or  methods  acceptable  to  the  Commissioner. 

Spheriodal  tanks  shall  be  designed  in  accordance  with  any  gen- 
erally accepted  theory  of  design  acceptable  to  the  Commissioner. 
Spherical  and  spheroidal  tanks  for  oil  storage  shall  comply  with  all 
the  applicable  requirements  for  bulk  oil  storage  tanks  in  Section 
921  in  this  Code. 

Special  tanks  and  operations  include  all  pressure  tanks  and 
other  tanks  not  covered  by  other  sections  in  this  Chapter  92. 

9292.  Pressure  Tanks.  Pressure  tanks  shall  be  designed  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  American  Society  of  Civil 
Engineers  Specifications  regulating  the  design  of  such  structures. 

9293.  Gas  Holder  Locations.  The  distance  of  holders  or  tanks 
for  combustible  gases  from  adjoining  property  lines,  opposite 
street  lines,  opposite  sides  of  bodies  of  water  not  on  the  same 
property,  and  from  ordinary,  metal  or  wood  frame  buildings 
except  auxiliary  buildings  necessary  for  the  operation  of  such 
holders  or  tanks  shall  be  not  less  than  the  following. 
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A.  For  holders  or  tanks  of  10,000  cubic  feet  capacity  or  less, 
at  least  10  feet. 

B.  For  holders  or  tanks  of  more  than  10,000  but  not  over 
110,000  cubic  feet  capacity,  at  least  10  feet  plus  one  foot  for  each 
5000  cubic  feet  in  excess  of  10,000. 

C.  For  holders  or  tanks  of  more  than  110,000  cubic  feet 
capacity  located  in  the  Third  or  Fourth  Fire  Zone,  such  distance 
shall  be  at  least  1  foot  for  each  100,000  cubic  feet  of  capacity  or 
any  fraction  thereof,  with  a  minimum  distance  in  any  case  of  30 
feet.  In  other  than  the  Third  or  Fourth  Fire  Zone  the  distances 
shall  be  established  by  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

9294.  Oil  Refineries.  No  permits  shall  be  issued  for  the  construc- 
tion or  alteration  of  an  oil  refining  plant  or  the  handling  or  storing 
of  crude  petroleum  without  the  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council.  Crude  petroleum  and  other  flammable  liquids  shall  be 
stored  in  tanks  above  ground  or  underground  or  in  containers  of 
other  design.  Storage  tanks  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
9203. 

Location  of  Process  Units.  Process  Units  shall  be  located  so 
that  they  are  accessible  from  at  least  one  side  for  the  purpose 
of  fire  control. 

Where  topographical  conditions  are  such  that  the  oil  may  flow 
from  a  processing  area  so  as  to  constitute  a  fire  hazard  to  the 
property  of  others,  provision  shall  be  made  to  direct  or  impound 
the  flow  by  curbs,  drains  or  other  suitable  means. 

Fire  Control.  Water  shall  be  available  in  pressure  and  quantity 
sufficient  to  provide  a  cooling  stream  for  any  unit  or  any  tank  in  the 
processing  area.  Fire  control  chemicals  and  suitable  application 
devices  shall  be  available  sufficient  to  extinguish  a  fire  in  any  tank 
in  the  processing  area. 

9295.  Unfired  Pressure  Vessels.  Unfired  pressure  vessels  shall 
be  constructed  in  accordance  with  recognized  standard  design. 
Vessels  meeting  the  standards  of  the  API — ASME  Code  for  "Un- 
fired Pressure  Vessels  for  Petroleum  Liquids  and  Gases  (1950)"  or 
"Rules  for  Construction  of  Unfired  Pressure  Vessels  Section  VIII 
ASME  Boiler  Construction  Code  (1949)"  of  the  American  Society 
of  Mechanical  Engineers,  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  of 
compliance  with  this  section. 
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9299.  Maintenance  and  Operation.  Every  tank  and  pipe  line 
above  the  ground  shall  be  kept  painted  and  in  good  repair,  and 
shall  be  provided  with  all  fire  extinguishing  appliances,  warning 
signs,  and  all  other  safety  appliances  for  the  safe  operation  of  the 
tank  or  plant  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Code  and 
the  Fire  Prevention  Code  of  Baltimore  City. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  ordinance  shall 
take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Section  7  thereof  and  to  be  under  the  new  sub-title  "Air 
Pollution",  regulating,  controlling  and  prohibiting  the 
pollution  of  the  air,  within  the  City  of  Baltimore;  providing 
for  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  of  Baltimore  City,  em- 
powering the  Commissioner  of  Health  to  make  and  adopt 
rules  and  regulations;  providing  for  hearings;  providing  for 
appeals  to  the  Baltimore  City  Court,  and  to  the  Court  of 
Appeals  of  Maryland;  and  providing  a  penalty  for  viola- 
tion of  this  ordinance. 

Whereas,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more is  empowered  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the 
preservation  of  the  health  and  welfare  of  persons 
within  the  City  and  to  prevent  and  remove  nuis- 
ances; and 

Whereas,  during  recent  years,  incidents  of 
emission  of  substances  into  the  atmosphere  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  have  occurred  causing  the  air  to 
be  polluted  with  noxious  acids,  fumes,  gases, 
vapors,  odors  and  other  substances,  to  the  extent 
that  the  public  health,  safety,  comfort  and  welfare 
is  endangered ;  and 

Whereas,  expansion  of  commercial,  industrial  and 
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other  activities  tending  to  pollute  the  atmosphere  is 
in  progress  and  is  likely  to  increase ;  and 

W  HEKEAS,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more has  heretofore,  under  the  JSmoke  Control  Or- 
dinance (Sec.  159  to  174  of  Article  12  of  1950  Balti- 
more City  Code),  provided  for  the  regulation,  con- 
trol and  prohibition  of  air  pollution  due  to  the  emis- 
sion and  escape  into  the  open  air  of  smoke,  ashes, 
cinders,  dust,  soot  and  fly  ash;  and 

Whereas,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, in  the  interest  of  public  health,  safety,  com- 
fort and  welfare,  now  desires  to  regulate,  control 
and  prohibit  the  pollution  of  the  air  due  to  noxious 
acids,  fumes,  gases,  vapors,  odors  and  other  sub- 
stances not  within  the  scope  of  the  above-mentioned 
Smoke  Control  Ordinance ;  now,  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  7 A,  7B, 
7C,  7D,  7E,  7F,  7G,  7H,  7-1  and  7-J  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  added  to  Article  12  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Health",  said  sections  to 
follow  inmiediately  after  Section  7  thereof,  to  be 
under  the  new  sub-title  ''Air  Pollution",  and  to  read 
as  follows : 

AIR  POLLUTION 

7A.  No  person,  firm,  corporation  or  agency  operat- 
ing or  using,  or  intending  to  operate  or  use,  any 
equipment,  process,  structure  or  space,  indoors  or 
outdoors,  static  or  mobile,  shall  allow  such  equip- 
ment, process,  structure  or  space,  to  emit  any 
noxious  acid,  gas,  vapor,  odor  or  any  other  sub- 
stance, not  within  the  scope  of  Sections  159  to  174 
of  Article  12  of  this  Code,  known  as  the  Smoke 
Control  Law,  in  such  manner  as  to  be  dangerous  or 
detrimental  to  the  health  or  safety  of  the  public  or  to 
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interfere   unreasonably   with   the  comfort  of   the 
public. 

7B.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  conduct,  or  cause  to  be 
conducted,  such  surveys,  investigations,  studies,  or 
like  activities  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  establish 
practical  limits  of  air  pollution  in  the  city  of  Balti- 
more. 

7C.  Any  person  desiring  to  construct,  alter,  install, 
or  relocate  any  equipment,  process,  structure  or 
space,  or  to  change  any  process  involving  such  equip- 
ment, structure  or  space,  where  there  is  reasonable 
ground  to  believe  that  there  may  result  a  condition 
of  air  pollution  dangerous  or  detrimental  to  the 
health  or  safety  of  the  public  or  which  may  interfere 
unreasonably  with  the  comfort  of  the  public,  shall 
make  a  written  application  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  for  a  City  Health  Department  survey  of  the 
proposed  construction,  operation  or  process.  Such  ap- 
plication shall  be  made  on  a  printed  form  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  upon  de- 
mand, and  the  applicant,  if  an  individual,  shall  state 
therein  his  full  name  and  address,  and  if  a  corpora- 
tion, shall  state  therein  the  name  and  address  of 
such  corporation,  and  the  full  name  and  address  of 
its  principal  officers.  Such  application  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  any  data  needed  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  to  determine  the  composition  of 
the  final  emission.  Data  required  may  include  a 
materials  flow  chart,  a  list  of  raw  materials 
used,  rates  of  flow  of  gases  and  other  materials, 
measures  to  control  air  pollution,  and  such  other 
information  as  may  assist  in  evaluating  the 
control  measures  proposed.  If  information  consid- 
ered confidential  by  the  applicant  is  required  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Health,  it  may  be  presented 
orally  by  a  qualified  person  and  shall  be  treated 
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as  confidential.  No  person  shall  proceed  with  the 
above-mentioned  construction,  operation  or  process 
until  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  City  Health 
Department  survey  within  thirty  days  after  receipt 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  of  information  rea- 
sonably needed  for  completion  of  the  sui-vey  and 
written  permission  for  such  construction,  operation 
or  process  has  been  given  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Health;  provided,  however,  that  whenever,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  such  per- 
mission should  not  be  given,  written  notice  of  such 
intention  shall  be  given  to  the  applicant  at  or  before 
the  expiration  of  the  30-day  period  above  mentioned, 
and  the  applicant  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
be  heard  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  as  to  why 
permission  should  be  granted.  If  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  fails  to  gi*ant  or  deny  the  written  per- 
mission within  30  days  of  receipt  of  application  and 
such  additional  data  as  he  may  reasonably  require, 
the  applicant  may  proceed  with  the  proposed  con- 
struction, operation  or  process.  Any  denial  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  written  statement  setting  forth 
the  reasons  therefor. 

7D.  Whenever,  in  the  conduct  of  surveys,  in- 
vestigations, studies,  or  like  activities,  or  on  com- 
plaint of  a  citizen,  or  otherwise,  any  equipment, 
process,  structure,  space,  or  material  is  found  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  to  emit  substances  which, 
in  his  opinion,  are  dangerous  or  detrimental  to  the 
health  or  safety  of  the  public,  or  which  may  interfere 
unreasonably  with  the  comfort  of  the  public,  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  may  notify  the  owners  or 
operators  of  such  equipment,  process,  structure, 
space,  or  material,  to  remove  or  control  the  cause  of 
such  emission  within  the  time  and  in  a  manner  that 
will  accomplish  such  results  as  may  be  prescribed  in 
such   notice.     Any   owner  or   operator   who   shall 
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neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  such  notice  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  and  each  day's  viola- 
tion shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

7E.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  make  and  adopt  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  he  may  deem  proper  and 
necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  this  ordinance  for 
the  better  protection  of  the  health  of  the  City. 

7F.  For  the  purpose  of  the  proper  administra- 
tion of  this  ordinance,  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
shall  have  the  benefit  of  an  ''Air  Pollution  Reference 
Committee",  consisting  of  four  persons,  experienced 
in  or  familiar  with  the  problems  of  air  pollution  con- 
trol, appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health,  one  each  to  be  nominated  by  the 
President  of  the  University  of  Maryland,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  the  President 
of  Loyola  College  in  Baltimore  City,  and  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Engineers  Joint  Council  of  Maryland. 

7G.  At  any  time  when  any  person,  firm,  corpora- 
tion or  agency  may  wish  to  appeal  the  order  or 
decision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health  under 
this  ordinance,  such  person,  firm,  corpora- 
tion or  agency  may  request  the  ''Air  Pollution  Ref- 
erence Committee"  to  review  the  facts  of  the  case, 
and  upon  such  request,  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
shall  obtain  the  advice  of  such  committee,  which 
advice  shall  be  considered  by  but  not  binding  upon 
the  Commissioner  of  Health. 

7H.  No  prosecution  of  any  person,  firm,  corpora- 
tion or  agency,  on  a  charge  of  violating  this  ordi- 
nance or  any  rule  or  regulation,  notice  or  order 
promulgated  thereunder,  shall  be  had  or  maintained 
unless,  at  the  initial  stage  thereunder,  such  prosecu- 
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tion  shall  have  been  authorized  and  directed  by  the 
written  order  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  such 
written  order  to  be  filed  with  the  paper  in  the  pro- 
ceeding. Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  agency 
aggrieved  by  any  decision  or  rule  or  regulation  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  under  this  ordinance 
shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Baltimore 
City  Court  where  the  case  shall  be  heard  de  novo. 

7-1.  If  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  agency,  or

Article  was  ordained  by  Ordinance  No.  22,  approved  July 
12,   1951,   and  amended   by  Ordinance   No.    272,   approved 
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April  21,  1952,  said  Article  henceforth  to  be  known  as 
Article  14A  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  re- 
codifying said  Article  19A  of  the  1927  Code,  in  order  to 
place  it  in  its  correct  sequence  in  the  1950  Code;  and  to  add 
seven  (7)  new  sections  to  said  Article  14 A,  to  be  known  as 
Sections  8-14,  inclusive,  to  follow  immediately  after  Section 
7  thereof  and  to  be  under  the  new  sub- title  "Baltimore 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission",  prohibiting 
discrimination  in  employment  because  of  race,  color,  re- 
ligion, national  origin  or  ancestry  by  employers,  employ- 
ment agencies,  labor  organizations  and  others,  providing  for 
the  creation  of  the  Baltimore  Equal  Employment  Oppor- 
tunity Commission,  prescribing  the  duties  and  powers  of  the 
said  Commission,  and  relating  generally  to  discrimination 
in  employment  because  of  race,  color,  religion,  national 
origin  or  ancestry. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Article  19 A  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1927  Edition),  title  "Human 
Relations",  as  said  Article  was  ordained  by  Or- 
dinance No.  22,  approved  July  12, 1951,  and  amended 
by  Ordinance  No.  272,  approved  April  21,  1952,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  recodified,  to  be  known  hence- 
forth as  Article  14A  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1950  Edition). 

Sec  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  seven 
(7)  new  sections  be  and  they  are  hereby  added  to 
said  Article  14A,  to  be  known  as  Sections  8-14,  in- 
clusive, to  follow  immediately  after  Section  7  there- 
of and  to  be  under  the  new  sub-title,  "Baltimore 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission",  and 
to  read  as  follows : 

8.  Declaration  of  Policy,  The  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  finds  that  the  population  of  this 
city  is  composed  of  peoples  of  many  diverse  racial, 
religious  and  other  ethnic  groups.  The  practice  of 
discrimination  in  employment  against  members  of 
these  groups  and  the  consequent  failure  to  utilize 
the  productive  capacities  of  individuals  to  their 
fullest  extent  deprives  large  segments  of  the  popu- 
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lation  of  this  city  of  earnings  necessary  to  maintain 
decent  standards  of  living,  necessitates  their  resort 
to  public  relief  and  intensifies  racial,  religious  and 
ethnic  intolerance  thereby  resulting  in  grave  injury 
to  the  public  health  and  welfare.  It  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  the  public  policy  of  this  city  to  foster  the 
employment  of  all  persons  in  accordance  with  their 
fullest  capacities,  regardless  of  their  race,  color, 
religion,  ancestry  or  national  origin. 

9.  Definitions.  The  term  "person",  as  used  in  this 
ordinance,  shall  include  an  individual,  partnership, 
corporation,  union  or  association,  including  those 
acting  in  a  fiduciary  or  representative  capacity, 
whether  appointed  by  a  court  or  otherwise.  When- 
ever used  in  any  clause  prescribing  and  imposing  a 
penalty,  the  term  ''person",  as  applied  to  partner- 
ships, unions  or  associations,  shall  mean  the  partners 
or  members  thereof  and  as  applied  to  corporations, 
the  officers  thereof.  The  singular  shall  include  the 
plural  and  the  masculine  shall  include  the  feminine 
and  neuter. 

The  term  "employer",  as  used  in  this  ordinance 
shall  include  every  person,  as  hereinabove  defined, 
who  employs  five  or  more  employees,  exclusive  of 
parents,  spouse  or  children  of  such  person.  The 
term,  however,  shall  not  include  fraternal,  sectarian, 
charitable,  religious  or  private  educational  organi- 
zations, but  shall  include  any  governmental  unit, 
agency  or  employee  as  to  which  the  City  has  the 
power  to  legislate. 

The  term  "labor  organization"  shall  include  any 
organization  which  exists  for  the  purpose,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  of  collective  bargaining  or  of  dealing  with 
employers  concerning  grievances,  terms  or  condi- 
tions of  employment  or  of  other  mutual  aid  or  pro- 
tection in  relation  to  employment. 
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The  term  ''employment  agency"  shall  include 
every  person,  as  hereinabove  defined,  regularly 
undertaking  in  this  City,  with  or  without  compensa- 
tion, to  procure  opportunities  to  work  or  to  procure, 
recruit,  refer,  or  place  employees. 

The  term  "employment"  shall  not  include  the  em- 
ployment of  individuals  as  domestic  servants  nor 
the  employment  of  individuals  to  serve  in  personal 
and  confidential  positions. 

The  term  "Commission"  means  the  Baltimore 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission  created 
herein. 

10.  Unfair  Employment  Practices  Prohibited, 
Except  when  the  Commission  shall  have  certified 
that  a  particular  occupation  or  position  reasonably 
requires  the  employment  of  a  person  or  persons  of  a 
particular  race,  color,  religion,  national  origin  or 
ancestry  and  that  such  qualification  is  not  adopted 
as  a  means  of  circumventing  the  purpose  of  this  or- 
dinance, it  shall  be  an  unlawful  employment  practice : 

(a)  For  any  employer,  because  of  the  race,  color, 
religion,  national  origin  or  ancestry  of  any  in- 
dividual, to  refuse  to  hire,  or  otherwise  to  dis- 
criminate against  him  with  respect  to  hire,  tenure, 
promotion,  terms,  conditions  or  privileges  of  em- 
ployment or  any  matter  directly  or  indirectly  related 
to  employment. 

(b)  For  any  employer,  employment  agency  or 
labor  organization  to  establish,  announce  or  follow 
a  policy  of  denying  or  limiting  through  a  quota  sys- 
tem or  otherwise,  employment  or  membership  op- 
portunities to  any  group  or  individual  because  of 
race,  color,  religion,  national  origin  or  ancestry. 

(c)  For  any  employer,  employment  agency  or 
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labor  organization  prior  to  employment  or  admis- 
sion to  membership  to : 

1.  Make  any  inquiry  concerning,  or  record,  the 
race,  color,  religion,  national  origin  or  ancestry  of 
any  applicant  for  employment  or  membership. 

2.  Use  any  form  of  application  for  employment  of 
personnel  or  membership  blank  containing  ques- 
tions or  entries  regarding  race,  color,  religion,  na- 
tional origin  or  ancestry. 

3.  Cause  to  be  printed,  published  or  circulated  any 
notice  or  advertisement  relating  to  employment  or 
membership  indicating  any  preference,  limitation, 
specification  or  discrimination,  based  upon  race, 
color,  religion,  national  origin  or  ancestry. 

(d)  For  any  employment  agency  to  fail  or  refuse 
to  classify  properly,  refer  for  employment  or  other- 
wise discriminate  against  any  individual  because  of 
his  race,  color,  religion,  national  origin  or  ancestry. 

(e)  For  any  labor  organization  to  discriminate 
against  any  individual  or  to  limit,  segregate  or 
classify  its  membership  in  any  way  which  would 
deprive  or  tend  to  deprive  such  individual  of  em- 
ployment opportunities  or  would  limit  his  employ- 
ment opportunities  or  otherwise  adversely  affect  his 
status  as  an  employee  or  as  an  applicant  for  em- 
ployment or  would  affect  adversely  his  wages,  hours 
or  employment  conditions,  because  of  such  individ- 
ual's race,  religion,  color,  national  origin  or 
ancestry. 

(f)  For  any  employer,  employment  agency  or 
labor  organization  to  penalize  or  discriminate  in  any 
manner  against  any  individual  because  he  has  op- 
posed any  practice  forbidden  by  this  ordinance  or 
because  he  has  made  a  charge,  testified  or  assisted

in  any  manner  in  any  investigation,  proceeding  or 
hearing  thereunder. 

(g)  For  any  person  to  aid,  abet,  incite,  compel  or 
coerce  the  doing  of  any  act  declared  herein  to  be  an 
unfair  employment  practice  or  to  obstruct  or  pre- 
vent any  person  from  complying  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  or  any  order  issued  thereunder  or 
to  attempt  directly  or  indirectly  to  commit  any  act 
declared  by  this  ordinance  to  be  an  unfair  employ- 
ment practice. 

(h)  It  is  specifically  provided,  that  if  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  are  not  otherwise  violated,  it 
shall  not  be  an  unfair  employment  practice  for  any 
employer  to  select  for  employment  or  employ  any 
person  who  possesses  qualifications,  training  or  ex- 
perience which  best  adapts  him  for  the  welfare  and 
interest  of  such  employer's  business  or  profession. 

11.  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission. 

(a)  There  is  hereby  established  the  Baltimore 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission  which 
shall  consist  of  nine  members  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  subject  to  approval  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil. Any  five  members  of  the  Commission  shall 
constitute  a  quorum.  They  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  expenses 
necessarily  incurred.  Each  member  of  the  Com- 
mission shall  serve  for  a  period  of  three  years  and 
until  his  successor  is  duly  appointed  and  qualified, 
except  that  in  the  case  of  those  first  appointed  the 
terms  shall  be  staggered  as  follows:  three  to  serve 
for  one  year ;  three  to  serve  for  two  years ;  and  three 
to  serve  for  three  years.  The  members  of  the  Com- 
mission shall  annually  elect  a  chairman  from  among 
the  members  of  the  Commission  and  shall  appoint  a 
secretary. 
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(b)  The  Commission  shall  appoint  such  personnel 
at  such  compensation  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
authorized  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

12.  Duties  of  the  Commission.  The  Commission 
is  authorized  to  and  shall : 

(a)  Formulate  and  carry  out  a  comprehensive 
educational  program  designed  to  eliminate  and 
prevent  prejudice  and  discrimination  based  upon 
race,  color,  religion,  national  origin  or  ancestry. 

(b)  Receive  and  investigate  and  seek  to  adjust  all 
complaints  of  unfair  emplo\^ment  practices  forbidden 
by  this  ordinance,  but  no  complaint  shall  be  received 
unless  made  to  the  commission  within  thirty  days  of 
such  alleged  unfair  practice. 

(c)  Make  and  publish,  after  a  public  hearing,  ap- 
propriate findings  as  a  result  of  its  investigations. 

(d)  From  time  to  time  but  not  less  than  once  a 
year,  render  to  the  Mayor  and  Council  a  written 
report  of  its  activities  and  recommendations. 

(e)  Adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  functions  of  the  commis- 
sion and  effectuate  the  purposes  and  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 

(f)  Consult  with  such  advisory  agencies  and  con- 
ciliation councils  as  will  aid  in  effectuating  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance. 

13.  Investigations,    Hearings   and   Enforcement. 

(a)  Any  person  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  by  an 
alleged  unlawful  employment  practice  may  file  with 
the  Commission  a  verified  charge  in  writing  which 
shall  state  the  name  and  address  of  the  employer, 
labor  organization  or  employment  agency  or  other 
person  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  respondent) 
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alleged  to  have  committed  the  unlawful  employment 
practice  complained  of  and  shall  set  forth  the  partic- 
ulars thereof  and  such  other  information  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Commission. 

(b)  The  Commission  upon  its  own  initiative  may 
in  like  manner  file  such  charges. 

(c)  Any  employer  whose  employees  or  some  of 
them  refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  may  file  with  the  Commission  a  verified 
charge  asking  for  its  assistance  by  conciliation  or 
other  remedial  action. 

(d)  After  the  filing  of  any  charge  or  whenever 
the  Commission  has  reason  to  believe  that  an  unfair 
employment  practice  has  been  committed,  the  chair- 
man of  the  Commission  shall  designate  one  or  more 
of  the  Commissioners  to  make,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Commission's  staff,  a  prompt  investigation 
thereof. 

(e)  If  such  Commissioner  shall  determine  after 
such  investigation  that  no  probable  cause  exists  to 
credit  the  allegations  of  the  charge,  the  Commis- 
sion shall,  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such 
determination,  cause  to  be  issued  and  served  upon 
the  complainant  and  the  respondent  written  notice 
of  such  determination.  If  such  Commissioner  shall 
determine  after  such  investigation  that  probable 
cause  does  exist  for  crediting  the  allegations  of  the 
charge,  he  shall  immediately  endeavor  to  eliminate 
the  unlawful  employment  practice  complained  of 
by  conference,  conciliation  and  persuasion.  The 
members  of  the  Commission  and  its  staff  shall  not 
disclose  what  has  transpired  during  the  course  of 
such  endeavors,  and  while  the  mediation  and  con- 
ciliation efforts  under  this  subsection  (e)  are  being 
pursued  no  publicity  whatsoever  shall  be  given  to 
such  negotiations  or  to  the  fact  that  a  complaint  has 
been  filed. 
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(f)  In  case  of  failure  to  eliminate  such  unfair 
employment  practice,  the  Commission  shall  have 
the  power  to  issue  and  cause  to  be  served  upon  the 
respondent  a  formal  complaint  requiring  said  re- 
spondent to  answer  such  complaint  at  a  public  hear- 
ing before  the  Commission  at  a  place  therein  fixed 
to  be  held  not  less  than  ten  days  after  the  service 
of  said  complaint. 

(g)  The  respondent  shall  have  the  right  to  file  an 
answer  to  the  complaint  and  to  appear  at  such  hear- 
ing in  person  or  by  attorney  or  otherwise  to  examine 
and  cross-examine  witnesses.  If,  upon  all  the  evi- 
dence given,  the  Commission  shall  determine  that 
the  respondent  has  engaged  or  is  engaging  in  any 
unfair  employment  practices,  the  Commission  shall 
state  its  findings  of  fact  and  shall  issue  and  cause 
to  be  served  on  such  respondent  an  order  requiring 
such  respondent  to  cease  and  desist  from  such  unfair 
employment  practices,  and  to  take  such  affirmative 
action  as  will  effectuate  the  policies  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(h)  Whenever  the  Commission  finds  that  any  of- 
ficer, agent  or  employee  of  this  city  or  any  contractor 
or  subcontractor  doing  work  for  this  city  has  engaged 
in  any  unfair  employment  practice,  it  shall  recom- 
mend appropriate  action  to  the  Mayor. 

(i)  Any  employer,  employment  agency  or  labor 
organization  accused  of  violating  or  having  violated 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  have  the  right 
to  appeal  to  the  Commission  for  a  review  of  the 
alleged  violation  and  for  a  fact  finding  determination 
thereon.  Should  the  Commission  determine  that  the 
alleged  violation  is  unfounded,  the  Commission  with 
the  consent  of  the  complaining  employer,  employ- 
ment agency  or  labor  organization  may  make  a 
public  declaration  of  such  findings. 
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14.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
are  severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause, 
section  or  part  thereof  shall  be  held  illegal,  invalid 
or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or 
circumstance  such  illegality,  invalidity,  unconstitu- 
tionality or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect  or  impair 
any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses, 
sections  or  parts  of  the  ordinance  or  their  applica- 
tion to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  or- 
dinance would  have  been  adopted  if  such  illegal, 
invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence, 
clause,  section  or  part  had  not  been  included  therein 
and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to  which  the  or- 
dinance or  any  part  thereof  is  inapplicable  had  been 
specifically  exempted  therefrom. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  ninety  days  after  its 
passage.

Whereas,  Provision  has  been  made  for  the  estab- 
lishment, maintenance  and  regulation  of  open  areas 
in  residential  use  districts  for  the  parking  of  motor 
vehicles  thereon,  when  to  permit  such  parking  would 
benefit  the  health,  safety  or  general  welfare  of  the 
community,  as  set  forth  in  Section  17  of  Article  40 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  as  said 
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Article  was  revised  by  Ordinance  No.  711,  approved 
May  21,  1953;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  17  of  Article  40  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  (1950  Edition),  as  said  Article  was  re- 
vised by  Ordinance  No.  711,  approved  May  21,  1953; 
permission  is  hereby  granted  to  Fenco  Inc.,  to 
establish,  maintain  and  operate  an  open  area  for 
the  parking  of  motor  vehicles  upon  the  unimproved 
property  on  the  south  side  of  Twenty-sixth  Street, 
between  IMaryland  Avenue  and  Mace  Street,  said 
property  being  outlined  in  red  on  the  four  plats 
accompanying  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  fui'ther  ordained,  That  Fenco, 
Inc.,  shall  maintain  a  hard  or  semi-hard  dustless 
surface  on  which  motor  vehicles  are  to  be  parked 
and  barriers  to  protect  the  sidewalks  and  the  public 
traveling  thereon  from  interference  from  motor 
vehicles  using  the  said  parking  area.  No  repair 
facilities  and  no  sale  or  storage  of  gasoline  or  in- 
flammable liquids  shall  be  permitted  on  said  area. 
The  entrances  and  exits  on  said  area  shall  be  at  such 
location  or  locations  as  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Director  of  Traffic,  except  that  the  entrance  on 
Twenty-sixth  Street  shall  be  not  less  than  fifty  feet 
from  the  intersection  of  Maryland  Avenue.  There 
shall  be  no  signs  or  billboards  erected  on  the  said 
property;  there  shall  be  no  curb  cuts  on  the  Mary- 
land Avenue  frontage  for  vehicular  use ;  both  Mary- 
land Avenue  and  Twenty-sixth  Street,  except  for 
the  openings  on  Twenty-sixth  Street,  shall  be  fenced 
and  screened  by  a  six-foot  strip  of  suitable  ever- 
green landscaping.  No  motor  vehicle  shall  be  parked 
or  stored  nearer  than  ten  feet  to  any  opening  in  any 
building  or  adjoining  property  at  any  time.  The 
premises  shall  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  orderly  condi- 
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tion  at  all  times.  The  parking  of  motor  vehicles  on 
said  area  shall  be  restricted  to  normal  business 
hours  on  normal  business  days.  The  illumina- 
tion of  said  parking  area,  if  any,  shall  be  by 
lights  dimmed  or  focused  so  as  to  prevent  them 
from  being  an  annoyance  to  nearby  residents.  The 
location  and  type  of  such  lights,  if  any,  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer.  All 
construction  work  and  installations  shall  be  per- 
formed in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  ordinances 
of  Baltimore  City. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  pas- 
sage.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Section  120  (82)  of  Article  38  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  "Traffic  Regulations",

(b)  No  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Building  In- 
spection Engineer  for  the  construction  of  a  dwelling 
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which  requires  off-street  parking  facilities  under 
this  section,  until  the  plats  accompanying  the  ap- 
plication show  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
this  section. 

(c)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  a  car  space 
shall  be  a  clearly  marked  space,  on  land  or  within  a 
building,  not  less  than  180  square  feet  in  area,  paved 
with  a  hard  surface,  as  hereinafter  provided,  with 
access  over  a  paved  driveway  to  a  paved  street,  or 
to  a  paved  alley  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  in  width. 
For  single  family  dwellings  and  two-family  dwel- 
lings, paved  strips,  in  lieu  of  each  car  space  re- 
quired, may  be  provided  as  follows : 

(i)  There  shall  be  two  parallel  paved  parking 
strips  each  of  which  shall  be  not  less  than  18  inches 
wide,  not  less  than  20  feet  long  and  placed  40  inches 
apart  (between  nearest  edges  of  paved  strips),  for 
each  car. 

(d)  Parking  spaces  and  parking  strips  as  re- 
quired by  this  section  shall  be  paved  with  concrete 
not  less  than  5  inches  thick  or  with  not  less  than  a 
four  inch  water  bound  base  covered  with  not  less 
than  one  inch  of  Bituminous  concrete  wearing  sur- 
face.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Article  21  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition) ,  title  ^'Markets", 
and  all  subsequent  amendments  thereof  and  addi- 
tions thereof,  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed;  and 
that  a  new  Article  21  be  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  in 
lieu  thereof,  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  Article  so 
repealed,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Article  21 

MARKETS 

Stall  Spaces 

1.  (a).  Stall  spaces  which  are  inside  of  market 
buildings  and  which  are  protected  from  the  elements 
by  roofs  over  the  market  buildings  are  known  as 
^'inside  stall  spaces."  Stall  spaces  which  are  located 
in  the  streets  or  public  ways  outside  of  market 
buildings  are  known  as  "street  stall  spaces."  Both 
inside  stall  spaces  and  street  stall  spaces  shall  be 
designated  and  identified  on  plats  of  the  several 
markets  kept  up  to  date  in  the  custody  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Markets. 

(b).  This  section  shall  apply  to  Belair  Market, 
Cross  Street  Market,  Northeast  Market,  Lafayette 
Market,  Broadway  (Fells  Point)  Market  and  Hollins 
Market. 

2.  (a).  Licenses  for  the  rental  or  hiring  out  of 
any  stall  spaces  in  the  several  markets  shall  be 
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issued  and  be  effective  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  section. 

(b).  Whenever  the  Superintendent  of  Markets  or 
the  Market  Master  shall  rent  or  hire  out  any  stall 
spaces,  street  stall  spaces,  or  sections  in  a  market, 
he  shall  give  to  the  person  or  persons  obtaining  the 
space  or  section  a  certificate  which  shall  specify  the 
terms  of  the  tenure  and  the  number  and  other  de- 
scription of  the  stall  space  or  section.  A  copy  of 
the  certificate  shall  be  sent  to  the  City  Comptroller 
and,  if  approved  by  him,  the  Superintendent  of 
Markets  shall  forthwith  issue  and  grant  a  license 
to  the  person  renting  or  hiring  out  the  stall  space, 
street  stall  space  or  section,  under  the  authority  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

(c)  The  issue  and  granting  of  the  license  shall  be 
subject  to  the  payment  of  the  license  fee  prescribed 
therefor.  The  amount  of  the  license  fee  for  the 
several  inside  stall  spaces,  street  stall  spaces  and  sec- 
tions shall  be  established  by  the  City  Comptroller, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates,  in  such 
amount  as  may  be  computed  from  time  to  time  so  as 
reasonably  to  assure  that  the  receipts  from  license 
fees  will  be  such  as  to  defray  to  the  City  of  Balti- 
more the  cost  of  maintaining  and  regulating  the 
several  markets. 

(d).  The  license  may  be  issued  for  a  period  of 
not  longer  than  one  year.  It  shall  distinctly  express 
the  number  or  other  description  of  the  inside  stall 
space,  street  stall  space  or  section,  the  market  where- 
in it  is  located  and  the  terms  of  the  permit.  The 
Superintendent  of  Markets  shall  keep  a  full  record 
of  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  such 
license  shall  be  issued  and  granted  and  the  terms  and 
tenure  thereof,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose. 
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(e).  With  the  approval  of  the  Comptroller,  any- 
such  license  shall  be  transferable  and  renewable 
from  year  to  year  during  the  existence  of  the  said 
market,  provided  the  licensee  shall  comply  with  all 
laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  relat- 
ing to  markets. 

(f).  The  license,  while  effective,  shall  be  evidence 
of  a  right  of  occupancy  in  the  grantee  or  assignee 
thereof  to  the  inside  stall  space,  street  stall  space  or 
section,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(g).  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
acting  through  the  City  Comptroller  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Estimates,  as  described  here- 
inbefore in  this  section,  shall  have  the  right  at  any 
time  within  ninety  (90)  days  prior  to  the  expira- 
tion of  any  annual  license  period  to  change  the 
amount  of  the  annual  license  fee  required  for  the 
licensing  of  stall  spaces  or  sections,  in  any  or  all  of 
the  several  markets. 

(h).  License  fees  shall  be  payable  in  advance, 
either  annually,  semi-annually,  or  quarter-annually, 
as  may  be  desired  by  the  licensee  from  time  to  time. 
The  right  of  occupancy  following  the  issue  of  a  li- 
cense and  the  payment  of  the  license  fee  shall  au- 
thorize the  licensee  of  any  such  stall  space  or  section 
to  occupy  it  only  on  the  regular  market  days  pre- 
scribed for  the  particular  market.  If  any  licensee 
desires  to  rent  any  street  stall  space  and  occupy  it 
on  weekdays  in  addition  to  the  regular  market  days, 
he  shall  apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  Markets  for 
permission  to  make  such  use  of  the  street  stall  space. 
A  license  may  be  granted  to  such  person  in  the  gen- 
eral procedure  prescribed  in  this  section  and  on  the 
payment  of  the  same  fee  as  may  currently  be  charged 
for  an  inside  stall  space  in  that  market  for  the  use 
of  any  such  space  on  days  other  than  the  regular 
market  days. 
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(j).  Any  person  who  may  bring  provisions  or 
articles  of  any  description,  the  sale  of  which  is  not 
prohibited  at  that  market,  for  sale  on  a  market  day 
during  market  hours,  shall  be  authorized  to  occupy 
any  vacant  stall  space  or  section  upon  paying  to  the 
Market  Master  for  the  use  of  the  City  Treasurer  the 
sum  of  §10.00  for  each  day  or  part  of  a  day  he  shall 
use  and  occupy  the  stall  space  or  section.  No  person 
shall  be  permitted  to  occupy  any  stall  space  or  sec- 
tion under  the  provisions  of  this  section  if  a  license 
has  been  issued  for  the  use  of  that  stall  space  or 
section  without  the  consent  of  the  licensee. 

(k).  Licenses  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  a  stall 
space  or  section  shall  be  issued  only  for  the  full 
term  of  one  year  beginning  January  1,  in  each  year. 
In  the  case  of  an  applicant  for  a  renewal  of  license, 
if  the  license  fee  for  the  coming  year,  half-year  or 
quarter-year,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  not  paid  within 
ten  davs  after  the  commencement  of  that  year,  half- 
year  or  quarter-year,  as  the  case  may  be,  then  all 
right,  privilege  and  interest  of  the  applicant  shall 
forthwith  cease  and  revert  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore. 

(1).  Failure  to  use  and  occupy  any  stall  space  or 
section  for  which  a  license  has  been  issued,  within 
ninety  days  after  the  commencement  of  the  period 
for  which  a  license  fee  has  been  paid,  shall  cause  a 
forfeiture  of  all  right,  privilege  and  interest  of  the 
licensee  in  the  use  and  occupancy  of  the  stall  space  or 
section,  and  all  such  right,  privilege  and  interest  of 
the  licensee  shall  forthwith  cease  and  revert  to  the 
flavor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

(m).  All  dealers  and  commission  men  in  the 
Wholesale  produce  Market  shall  pay  such  license  fee 
per  annum  for  the  use  and  privilege  of  selling  in  that 
Market  as  may  be  established  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
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visions  of  this   section.     The  making  of  sales  at 
wholesale  in  the  public  streets  is  unlawful. 

(n).  All  applications  for  renewal  of  licenses  must 
be  filed  with  the  Superintendent  of  Markets  on  or 
before  December  1st  of  each  year  on  forms  furnished 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Markets. 

(o) .  No  license  holder  shall  make  any  installations 
or  alterations  on  the  licensed  stall  spaces  until  a  per- 
mit therefor  has  been  obtained  from  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings  Inspection  of  Baltimore  City,  and  until  the 
approval  of  the  Health  Department  of  Baltimore 
City,  Bureau  of  Markets,  has  been  secured  where 
said  approval  is  required. 

(p).  The  electric  wiring  on  all  licensed  stall 
spaces  must  be  in  accordance  with  the  Electric  Code 
of  Baltimore  City. 

(q) .  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  minor  privilege 
stalls  or  stands  within  two  blocks  of  the  limits  of 
the  several  markets,  as  herein  defined. 

(r).  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Market  Master  of 
the  several  markets  to  prevent  bill  posting,  defacing, 
mutilating  or  injuring  any  portion  of  the  Market 
Buildings  in  any  manner  whatsoever.  Any  person 
or  persons  wilfully  posting  bills,  defacing,  mutilat- 
ing or  injuring  any  portion  of  said  Market  Buildings 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  Twenty- 
five  Dollars  ($25.00)  for  each  and  every  offense. 

(s).  The  licensee  of  any  section  or  space  in  the 
Wholesale  Fish,  Produce,  or  Retail  Markets  shall  use 
and  occupy  it  and  not  be  permitted  to  rent  or  sub- 
lease it  to  any  firm,  corporation  or  person. 

(t) .  No  fires,  stoves  or  firepots  shall  be  allowed  in 
the  Wholesale  Fish,  Produce  or  Retail  Markets. 

(u).  No  license  holder  shall  permit  any  garbage, 
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rubbish  or  other  waste  material  to  accumulate  on 
the  premises.  He  shall  provide  containers  for  the 
disposition  of  same  that  conform  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Bureau  of  Sanitation  of  Baltimore  City, 
and  shall  keep  such  containers  covered  at  all  times. 

(v).  No  license  holder  shall  perform  or  have  per- 
formed on  the  licensed  stall  space  any  plumbing  or 
drainage  work  except  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Health,  and  unless  a  permit  be  is- 
sued therefor. 

3.  The  licensee  of  any  stall  space  or  section  shall 
operate  the  same  upon  a  raised  platform  which  is 
not  less  than  twenty  inches  above  the  surrounding 
pavement.  Or,  in  the  alternative,  he  may  operate  the 
stall  space  upon  a  concrete  base  not  less  than  eight 
inches  in  thickness  extending  under  the  entire  stall 
space  and  resting  at  least  eight  inches  above  the 
surrounding  pavement.  The  licensee  shall  not  have 
under  his  stall  space  any  box,  closet,  or  other  recep- 
tacle of  any  kind  whatsoever,  unless  it  shall  be  raised 
not  less  than  twenty  inches  above  the  surrounding 
pavement  or,  in  the  alternative,  being  resting  upon 
such  a  concrete  base  of  not  less  than  eight  inches 
thickness.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Market  Master 
to  notifj^  every  person  holding  a  license  for  a  stall 
space  in  that  market  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section.  Failure  so  to  comply  shall  be  deemed 
a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  week  or  portion  thereof  that  the  provisions  of 
this  section  are  not  complied  with.  In  addition, 
upon  a  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  the  Market  Master  shall  have  the  authority 
to  have  the  work  done  and  charge  it  to  the  licensee, 
and  such  cost  shall  be  added  to  and  included  in  the 
license  fee  due  and  payable  for  the  use  of  such  stall 
space. 
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Retail  Market  Days  and  Hours 

4.  (a).  Market  days  for  all  inside  stall  spaces 
shall  be  on  every  day  except  Sunday  and  holidays. 

(b)  For  street  stall  spaces,  market  days  shall  be 
on  Tuesday,  Friday  and  Saturday  at  Broadway 
(Fells  Point),  Belair  and  Cross  Street  Markets. 
Market  days  shall  be  on  Thursday,  Friday  and 
Saturday  at  Hollins  Market. 

5.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section, 
market  hours  at  the  several  markets  shall  begin  at 
6  o'clock  A.  M.  and  end  at  6  o'clock  P.  M.  on  all 
market  days.  On  Saturdays,  market  hours  shall 
begin  at  6  o'clock  A.  M.  and  end  at  10  o'clock  P.  M. 
The  hours  specified  herein  as  market  hours  for 
Saturday  shall  also  apply  to  the  days  immediately 
preceding  the  Fourth  of  July,  Thanksgiving  Day, 
Christmas  Day  and  New  Year's  Day  unless  the  day 
immediately  preceding  any  such  specified  holiday 
would  fall  on  a  Sunday.  Provided,  however,  that  the 
Comptroller  shall  have  the  right,  in  his  discretion, 
to  extend  the  periods  for  any  or  all  of  the  markets 
to  be  open  to  cover  times  not  herein  specified. 

Belair  Market 

6.  (a) .  The  limits  of  the  Belair  Market  shall  be  as 
follows :  Beginning  at  the  curb-line  at  the  southwest 
side  of  Ensor  and  Forrest  Streets ;  thence  following 
the  curb-line  south  to  the  northwest  side  of  Orleans 
and  Forrest  Streets ;  thence  east  in  a  straight  line  to 
the  northeast  side  of  the  curb-line  of  Forrest  and 
Orleans  Streets ;  thence  following  the  curb-line  north 
to  the  southeast  side  of  Ensor  and  Forrest  Streets; 
thence  west  in  a  straight  line  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning. 

(b).  The  area  between  Ensor  Street  and  Hillen 
Street,  directly  north  of  the  market  shed  and  being 
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approximately  59  feet  wide  and  extending  approxi- 
mately 114  feet  on  the  east  side  and  approximately 
130  feet  on  the  west  side,  is  hereby  reserved  as  an 
area  or  space  for  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Comptroller. 

(c).  The  area  between  Low  Street  and  Orleans 
Street,  directly  south  of  the  market  shed,  and  within 
the  limits  of  the  market,  and  being  approximately  61 
feet  wide  and  extending  approximately  146  feet  on 
the  east  side  and  136  feet  on  the  west  side,  may  be 
used  for  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  City  Comptroller. 

Broadivay  Market 

7.  The  limits  of  the  Broadway  (Fell's  Point) 
Market  shall  be  as  follows :  Beginning  for  the  same 
at  the  intersection  of  Lancaster  Street  and  Broad- 
way, and  running  northwardly  on  a  line  with  the 
houses  on  the  east  and  west  side  of  the  market  to 
Fleet  Street. 

Center  Market 

8.  The  Center  Market  located  in  the  area  bounded 
by  Baltimore  Street,  West  Falls  Avenue,  Pratt 
Street  and  Market  Space  shall  be  known  as  the 
\Miolesale  Fish  Market  and  Wholesale  Produce 
Market. 

Wholesale  Fish  Market 

9.  The  limits  of  the  Wholesale  Fish  Market  shall 
be  as  follows:  Beginning  at  the  building  line  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  Swan  Street  and  Market  Space, 
following  said  line  southerly  to  Water  Street ;  thence 
following  the  building  line  on  the  north  side  of 
Water  Street  easterly  to  West  Falls  Avenue ;  thence 
following  the  building  line  on  the  west  side  of  West 
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Falls  Avenue  northerly  to  Swan  Street;  thence  fol- 
lowing the  building  line  on  the  south  side  of  Swan 
Street  westerly  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

10.  The  Wholesale  Fish  Market  is  to  be  used 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  wholesaling,  receiving  and 
dealing  in  fresh  fish  and  other  seafoods.  Retail 
sales  and  selling  shall  be  unlawful. 

11.  No  single  licensee  shall  be  allowed  to  rent 
more  than  two  spaces  in  the  Wholesale  Fish  Market, 
both  of  which  must  be  in  the  same  lettered  section  as 
said  section  is  shown  on  the  plat  of  that  market. 
Rent  for  each  space  shall  be  as  set  under  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  2  of  this  Article. 

12.  Boxes  used  in  packing  fish  for  the  Wholesale 
Fish  Market  shall  be  raised  six  inches  from  the  floor 
so  that  the  entire  surface  can  be  washed. 

13.  The  Wholesale  Fish  Market  shall  be  open 
every  day  in  the  week  except  Sundays  between  the 
hours  of  4  o'clock  A.  M.  and  6  o'clock  P.  M.  It  shall 
be  washed  every  market  day  between  the  hours  of 
2  o'clock  P.  M.  and  5  o'clock  P.  M. 

14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  sell  fish  or  other  seafood  at  wholesale 
in  any  of  the  markets  adjacent  to  or  in  any  of  the 
streets  surrounding  or  bounding  upon  the  Whole- 
sale Fish  Market. 

Wholesale  Produce  Market 

15.  The  limits  of  the  Wholesale  Produce  Market 
shall  be  as  follows :  Beginning  at  the  curb-line  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  Water  Street  and  Market  Space ; 
thence  southerly  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Lombard 
Street  and  Market  Space ;  thence  following  the  curb- 
line  on  the  north  side  of  Lombard  Street  to  the  west 
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side  of  West  Falls  Avenue;  thence  following  the 
curb-line  on  the  west  side  of  West  Falls  Avenue  to 
the  south  side  of  Water  Street ;  thence  following  the 
curb-line  on  the  south  side  of  Water  Street  to  the 
place  of  beginning,  including  the  bed  of  Market  Place, 
Baltimore  Street  to  Pratt  Street. 

16.  No  single  licensee  shall  be  allowed  to  rent  more 
than  two  spaces  in  the  Wholesale  Produce  Market, 
both  of  which  must  be  in  the  same  lettered  section 
as  said  section  is  shown  on  the  plat  of  that  market. 
Rent  for  each  space  shall  be  as  set  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  2  of  this  Article. 

17.  The  Wholesale  Produce  Market  shall  be  used 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  making  wholesale  sales  of 
produce  and  fruits.  Retail  sales  and  selhng  shall 
be  unlawful. 

18.  The  Wholesale  Produce  Market  shall  be  open 
every  day  in  the  week  except  Sundays  between  the 
hours  of  2  o'clock  A.  M.  and  2  o'clock  P.  M.  It  shall 
be  thoroughly  cleansed  every  market  day. 

Cross  Street  Market 

19.  The  limits  of  Cross  Street  Market  shall  include 
the  whole  of  the  lot  belonging  to  the  city  on  which 
it  stands  and  so  much  of  the  adjacent  streets  as  may 
be  in  front  of  the  said  lot. 

Hanover  Market 

20.  Hanover  Market  shall  include  in  its  boundaries 
the  ]\Iarket  House  now  generally  known  by  that 
name.  It  is  a  wholesale  market.  The  license  fees 
and  rentals  for  sections  therein  shall  be  set  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  2  of  this  Article. 
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Hollins  Market 

21.  The  limits  of  Hollins  Market  shall  include  the 
whole  of  the  lot  belonging  to  the  City  on  which  it 
stands,  and  so  much  of  the  adjacent  streets  as  may 
be  in  front  of  the  said  lot,  together  with  the  east 
and  west  side  of  Carrollton  Avenue,  beginning  at 
the  north  side  of  the  first  alley  south  of  Baltimore 
Street,  and  extending  to  the  south  side  of  Hollins 
Street,  and  running  parallel  therewith,  easterly  from 
Carrollton  Avenue  to  the  curb-line  of  the  west  side 
of  Amity  Street,  including  both  sides  and  the  bed  of 
Hollins  Street,  subject  to  the  right  of  passage  for 
vehicles  along  Schroeder  Street  during  market 
hours. 

Lafayette  Market 

22.  The  limits  of  the  Lafayette  Market  shall  in- 
clude the  whole  of  the  lot  belonging  to  the  City  on 
which  it  stands,  and  the  parking  area  adjacent 
thereto. 

Sales 

23.  (a)  Except  as  to  the  Wholesale  Fish  Market 
and  the  Wholesale  Produce  Market  which  separate 
provision  is  made,  nothing  in  this  Article  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  as  to  limiting  the  sale  of 
foodstuffs  exclusively,  providing,  however,  that  the 
occupant  or  tenant  shall,  when  making  his  applica- 
tion for  an  original  lease  or  for  the  renewal  of  an 
existing  lease,  clearly  set  forth  in  each  apphcation 
and  in  each  succeeding  application,  merchandise  or 
articles  to  be  sold  under  his  particular  lease. 

(b)  The  class  or  type  of  merchandise,  articles,  or 
foodstuffs  offered  for  sale,  shall  not  be  changed  dur- 
ing the  tenancy  of  the  lease  without  the  expressed 
written  approval  of  the  Market  Master  and  with  the 
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authoritative  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates. 
An}'  occupant  or  tenant  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  suffer  the  revocation  of  his  or  her 
license. 

Penalties 

24.  (a)  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  provi- 
sion of  this  Article  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor. Upon  conviction  thereof,  if  no  other 
penalt}'  is  prescribed  in  this  Article,  he  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  each 
such  offense. 

(b)  If  any  person  shall  resist  or  obstruct  any 
clerk  or  assistant  clerk  of  a  market  in  the  execution 
of  his  duty,  the  fine  upon  conviction  shall  be  a  sum 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

(c)  Any  person  or  persons  occupying  a  stall 
space  on  any  day  for  which  a  license  has  not  been 
obtained  under  the  provisions  of  this  Article  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  then  five  dollars  nor 
more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  such  offense. 

(d)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  occupant  of  any 
street  stall  space  in  the  several  markets  of  the  city 
to  place  his  stand,  bench  or  other  equipment  in  the 
bed  of  the  street  prior  to  4  o'clock  P.  M.  of  the  day 
preceding  the  regular  market  day  or  days  and  to 
dismantle  his  stand,  bench,  or  other  equipment  and 
remove  it  from  the  bed  of  the  street  from  the  close 
of  the  market  day  or  days,  as  the  case  may  be.  Any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  refusing  or  failing  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  sub-section 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

(e)  No  person  or  persons  shall  place  any  article  or 
expose  for  sale  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  of 
any  kind,  in  the  aisleways  of  the  several  markets  of 
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the  city  during  market  hours,  under  a  penalty  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

(f)  The  sale  of  fresh  fish  and  seafood  shall  only 
be  sold  in  that  section  of  the  market  set  aside  for 
the  sale  of  fresh  fish  and  seafood.  Any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  refusing  or  failing  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  this  sub-section  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more 
than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense. 

(g)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  board  in 
or  otherwise  enclose  any  market  stall  above  the  place 
on  which  articles  are  kept  for  sale.  Violation  of 
this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  five  dol- 
lars for  each  day  the  violation  continues. 

(h)  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to  erect  any 
swinging  signs  or  projecting  signs  in  any  market  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore.  Violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars 
for  each  day  the  violation  continues. 

(i)  It  is  unlawful  to  deface  any  portion  of  a 
market  house  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  cause  or 
throw  any  stone,  brick  or  any  other  missile  upon 
or  against  the  market  house,  or  to  place  any  trestle 
or  lumber  on  the  roof  of  the  market  house,  or  to 
climb  or  to  walk  upon  the  roof.  Violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  sub-section  shall  be  subject  to  a 
penalty  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  each 
such  violation. 

(j)  Vehicular  traffic  within  the  limits  of  the 
several  City  markets  is  hereby  prohibited  on  market 
days  during  the  respective  market  hours,  when  such 
fact  is  properly  designated  by  signs  stating 
MARKET  DAY— STREET  CLOSED.  Any  viola- 
tion of  this  sub-section  shall  be  subject,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  to  a  penalty  of  Five  Dollars  ($5.00) 
for  each  and  every  offense. 
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25.  If  any  occupant,  tenant  or  agent  for  such  oc- 
cupant or  tenant,  shall  violate  any  directive,  order 
or  ordinance  of  the  municipal  government,  or  violate 
any  Municipal,  State  or  Federal  law,  regulation  or 
order,  providing  such  violation  shall  occur  in  the 
market  areas,  or  in  any  way  in  connection  with  the 
operation  of  said  stall,  the  Superintendent  of 
Markets,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates, may  revoke  the  license  of  said  owner  or  oc- 
cupant. 

Northeast  Market 

26.  The  limits  of  the  Northeast  market  shall  com- 
prise the  whole  of  the  lot  belonging  to  the  city,  and 
bounded  by  Monument,  McElderry  and  Chester 
Streets,  and  Duncan  Alley,  and  also  the  whole  width 
of  Monument  Street,  from  Chester  Street  to  Dun- 
can Alley,  the  whole  width  of  Chester  Street,  from 
Monument  to  McElderry  Street,  and  the  whole  width 
of  McElderry  Street,  from  Chester  Street  to  Duncan 
Alley. 

Halls  Over  Market  Houses 

27.  The  Mayor,  with  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance,  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  rent  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  Mary- 
land the  building  known  generally  as  Richmond 
Market,  including  the  area  formerly  used  for  market 
purposes  and  the  rooms  over  Richmond  Market  for 
use  as  an  armory  by  the  Naval  Brigade  and  other 
organizations  of  the  Maryland  National  Guard,  at 
and  for  the  annual  rental  of  Five  Dollars,  said  rental 
to  be  for  such  period  of  time  and  upon  such  other 
terms  and  conditions  as  the  said  Mayor,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  afore- 
said, shall  deem  just  and  proper,  the  lease  to  be 
executed  to  be  first  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor. 
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28.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  execute  and  deliver,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  to 
the  Maryland  Institute  for  the  ''Promotion  of  the 
Mechanic  Arts,"  a  lease  of  the  two  upper  stories  of 
the  general  market  hall,  situated  at  the  corner  of 
Market  Place  and  Baltimore  Street,  for  the  term  of 
fourteen  years,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  May, 
1921,  at  and  for  the  annual  rental  of  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($500.00),  payable  in  equal  quarterly  in- 
stallments accounting  from  the  above-mentioned 
date;  the  said  lease  shall  provide  that  the  lessee 
shall,  solely  at  its  expense,  keep  the  premises  so 
leased  in  good  order  and  repair  during  the  period 
of  its  occupancy,  and  shall,  at  the  termination  of 
said  period,  deliver  said  premises  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  as  good  condition  as 
when  received,  reasonable  wear  and  tear  and  damage 
caused  by  fire  and  unavoidable  accident  excepted; 
and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall 
agree  to  keep  the  premises,  so  demised,  heated  dur- 
ing the  period  of  the  demise;  and  the  lease  to  be 
executed  as  aforesaid  shall  contain  such  other  pro- 
visions, conditions  and  reservations,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  hereof,  as  the  said  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  shall  deem  just  and  proper,  and  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor. 

29.  The  City  Comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  to 
grant  to  the  Old  Guard  of  the  Fourth  Regiment 
Infantry,  Maryland  National  Guard,  the  use  of  the 
hall  and  adjoining  rooms  thereto  at  Broadway 
Market  Hall  for  headquarters  and  armory  pur- 
poses; provided,  however,  that  the  said  Old  Guard 
shall  pay  the  cost  of  lighting  and  heating  said  hall 
during  its  occupancy  by  them. 

30.  The  City  Comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  to 
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allow  other  persons  and  organizations  to  use  the 
said  market  hall  on  any  day  or  night  when  not  in  use 
for  drills  or  meetings  by  the  said  Old  Guard,  pro- 
vided such  other  persons  or  organizations  shall  pay 
to  the  Comptroller  such  sum  as  he  may  deem  requi- 
site to  defray  the  cost  of  lighting,  heating  and  clean- 
ing said  hall  for  the  time  they  use  it,  and  on  such 
other  terms  as  he  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Said  addition  shall  not  ex- 
ceed two  stories  plus  penthouses  in  height  and  shall 
not  exceed  a  volume  of  2,250,000  cubic  feet.

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (pursuant  to  Chapter  2  of  the  Acts  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1955)  to  issue  its  certificates 
of  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  Fourteen 
Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($14,500,000),  the 
proceeds  of  the  same  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition,  by  pur- 
chase, condemnation  or  any  other  legal  means,  of  land  or 
property,  or  any  rights  therein,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and 
constructing  and  erecting  on  said  land  or  property,  or  on 
any  land  or  property  now  or  hereafter  owned  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  new  school  buildings,  athletic 
and  other  auxiliary  facilities,  and  for  additions  and  Im- 
provements to,  or  the  modernization  or  reconstruction  of, 
existing  school  buildings  or  facilities,  and  for  equipment 
for  any  and  all  new  facilities  authorized  to  be  constructed 
or  erected,  by  the  provisions  hereof,  and  for  architectural 
or  engineering  services  or  surveys,  and  any  other  activities 
relating  to  planning  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned  or 
relating  to  planning  for  future  projects  of  the  same  general 
character  which  may  be  constructed  out  of  future  loans; 
conferring  certain  powers  upon  the  Board  of  School  Com- 
missioners of  Baltimore  City  and  imposing  certain  con- 
ditions in  connection  with  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness;

Whereas,  additional  funds  are  now  needed  for

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  Fourteen  Million  Five  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($14,500,000),  from  time  to  time,  as 
the  same  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  herein-

redeemable  on  the  first  day  of  August,  1963,  and  a 
series  of  Three  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($300,- 
000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  first  day  of  August 
of  each  succeeding  year  until  and  including  the 
year  1965;  a  series  of  Five  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($500,000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  1966,  and  a  series  of  Five  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars  ($500,000)  to  be  redeemable  on 
the  first  day  of  August  of  each  succeeding  year  until 
and  including  the  year  1971 ;  a  series  of  Six  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars  ($600,000)  to  be  redeemable  on

(a)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  relating  to  the  Planning  Commis- 
sion, the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  Balti- 
more City  shall  have  the  authority  to  select  sites  for 
the  construction  of  the  new  school  buildings  hereby 
authorized ; 

(b)  All  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construc- 
tion or  reconstruction  of  school  buildings,  or  for 
additions  or  improvements  to  school  buildings,  to 
be  financed  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  herein 
authorized,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said 
Board  of  School  Commissioners  prior  to  final  ac- 
ceptance of  such  plans  and  specifications,  and  the 
endorsement  of  approval  by  said  Board  of  such  plans 
and  specifications  shall  be  made  thereon,  and  shall 
also  be  recorded  by  said  Board  in  its  official  minutes. 
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All  changes  in  approved  plans  and  specifications 
which  may  be  found  necessary  and  expedient  during 
the  course  of  construction  shall  also  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of 
Baltimore  City,  and  shall  also  be  recorded  by  said 
Board  in  its  official  minutes ; 

(c)  No  part  of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale 
of  the  certificates  of  indebtedness  hereby  authorized 
to  be  issued  shall  be  expended  without  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  Baltimore 
City. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  furthei'  ordained,  That  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  certificates 
of  indebtedness  herein  authorized  shall  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  municipal 
agency  designated  in  the  Annual  Ordinances  of  Esti- 
mates of  the  JMayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore (pursuant  to  Chapter  7  of  the  Acts  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1956,  Special  Session)  to  issue  its 
certificates  of  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  Six 
Million  Dollars  ($6,000,000.00),  the  proceeds  of  the  same  to 
be  used  for  the  acquisition,  by  purchase,  lease,  condemna- 
tion or  any  other  legal  means,  of  land  or  property,  or  any 
rights  therein,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  establishing, 
constructing,  erecting  and  equipping  on  said  land  or  prop- 
erty, or  on  any  land  or  property  now  or  hereafter  owned 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a  modern  and 
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adequate  civic  center  and  all  facilities  and  appurtenances, 
including  but  not  limited  to,  adequate  automobile  parking 
facilities,  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  opera- 
tion of  a  modern  civic  center,  which  shall  be  designed  and 
constructed  to  be  used  for  or  in  connection  with  the  presen- 
tation of  sports  events,  exhibitions,  contests,  gymnastic 
events,  performances  for  theatrical,  educational  and  cultural 
purposes  and  for  a  public  auditorium  or  convention  hall,  and 
for  architectural  or  engineering  services  or  surveys  and  any 
other  activities  relating  to  planning  for  the  above  men- 
tioned purposes,  and  for  doing  any  and  all  things  neces- 
sary, proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  or  pertaining

viding that  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  said 
certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore. 

Whereas,  by  Chapter  7  of  the  Acts  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1956,  Special  Session,  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  authorized 
to  issue  its  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  Six  MilHon  Dollars  ($6,000,000.00),  in 
the  manner  and  upon  the  terms  set  forth  in  said 
Act,  the  proceeds  thereof,  not  exceeding  the  par 
value  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness,  to  be  used 
to  defray  the  costs  and  expenses  of  establishing  and 
equipping  a  modern  and  adequate  Civic  Center  and 
all  facilities  and  appurtenances  thereto  as  authorized 
in  said  Act;  and 

Whereas,  funds  are  now  needed  for  said  pur- 
poses; therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Commissioners  of 
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Finance  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  issue  the  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  Six  Million  Dollars  ($6,000,000.00), 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  may  be  required  for 
the  purposes  hereinafter  named,  and  the  said 
certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  sold  by  said 
Commissioners  of  Finance  from  time  to  time  and  at 
such  times  as  shall  be  requisite  and  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  said 
certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  in  de- 
nominations of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00) 
each,  or  multiples  thereof,  to  be  redeemable  in 
twenty-five  (25)  yearly  series,  the  first  series 
amounting  to  Two  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($200,000.00)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  first  day  of 
August,  1963,  and  a  series  of  Two  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($200,000.00)  to  be  redeemable  on 
the  first  day  of  August  of  each  succeeding  year  until 
and  including  the  year  1977;  a  series  of  Three 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($300,000.00)  to  be 
redeemable  on  the  first  day  of  August,  1978,  and 
a  series  of  Three  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($300,- 
000.00)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  first  day  of  August 
of  each  succeeding  year  until  and  including  the  year 
1987,  when  the  last  series  shall  be  redeemable. 

Said  certificates  of  indebtedness,  when  issued, 
shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates,  not  exceed- 
ing, however,  five  per  cent  (5 /c  )  per  annum,  as  may 
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be  determined  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  at 
the  time  when  any  of  said  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness are  issued,  the  interest  to  be  payable  semi- 
annually on  the  first  day  of  February,  and  on  the 
first  day  of  August,  in  each  year,  during  the  re- 
spective periods  that  the  series  in  which  said  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  are  issued  may  run;  and 
any  portion  or  all  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness 
may  be  registered  or  not  registered,  and  said  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
shall  or  shall  not  have  interest  coupons  attached,  all 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  a  sum 
sufficient  to  meet  the  interest  on  any  outstanding 
certificates  of  indebtedness  as  well  as  the  principal 
of  the  current  maturing  series  of  said  certificates, 
shall  be  annually  collected  by  taxation,  and  that  a 
rate  sufficient  to  produce  said  sum,  shall  be  levied  in 
each  year  upon  every  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
assessable  property  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and 
in  the  proper  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less 
amount.

pointed for  one  (1)  year;  two  (2)  members  shall  be 
appointed  for  two  (2)  years;  one  (1)  member  shall 
be  appointed  for  three  (3)  years;  one  (1)  member 
shall  be  appointed  for  four  (4)  years,  and  one  (1) 
member  shall  be  appointed  for  five  (5)  years.  The 
Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  shall  designate  the  terms 
of  the  members  of  the  Commission  first  appointed 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission  shall  be  elected 
by  the  members  of  the  Commission.  The  Chairman 
of  the  Commission  shall  serve  as  such  until  the 
expiration  of  his  term  or  his  office  otherwise  be- 
comes vacant.  The  members  of  the  Commission 
shall  annually  elect  one  of  its  members  as  Vice 
Chairman  who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Commission,  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of 
the  Commission  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  imposed  upon  him  by  law  or  as  may  be 
assigned  to  him  by  the  Commission. 

(d)  Any  vacancy  in  the  membership  of  the  Com- 
mission caused  by  the  expiration  of  a  term  or  by 
the  resignation,  removal,  death  or  permanent  ab- 
sence from  the  State  of  Maryland  of  an  incumbent 
or  by  supervening  incapacity  on  his  part,  whether 
physical  or  mental,  to  discharge  his  duties,  or  by 
any  other  cause,  create  such  a  vacancy,  either  actual 
or  in  effect,  shall  be  filled  for  a  new  term  or  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  of  such  incumbent,  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  herein 
for  the  appointment  of  the  first  members  of  the 
Commission.  Any  member  of  the  Commission  shall 
be  eligible  for  reappointment. 

(e)  The  members  of  the  Commission  may  be  re- 
moved from  office  for  cause  in  accordance  with  the 
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provisions  of  Section  12  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore 
City,  as  it  now  exists,  or  as  it  may  hereafter  be 
amended. 

(f)  No  appointed  member  of  the  Commission 
shall  receive  any  compensation  for  his  services  on 
the  Commission,  but  each  member  shall  be  reim- 
bursed for  his  necessary  and  proper  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  such. 

(g)  The  Commission  may  adopt  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper 
transaction  of  any  business.  Four  (4)  members  of 
the  Commission  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  and  the  affirmative  vote  of 
at  least  four  (4)  members  shall  be  necessary  for 
any  action  taken  by  the  Commission.  No  vacancy 
in  the  membership  of  the  Commission  shall  impair 
the  right  of  a  quorum  to  exercise  all  the  rights  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Commission.  All 
sessions  or  meetings  of  the  Commission,  except 
executive  sessions,  shall  be  open  to  the  public.  The 
Commission  shall  keep  records  of  its  proceedings, 
showing  the  vote  of  each  member  on  each  question, 
or  if  absent  or  failing  to  vote,  indicating  such  fact. 
The  Commission  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  resolu- 
tions, transactions,  findings,  determinations  and  de- 
cisions, and  all  the  records  of  the  Commission  shall 
be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Commission  and  shall  be 
public  records. 

(h)  The  Commission  may  be  authorized  to  ap- 
point an  Executive  Director  who  shall  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Commission,  and  who  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  imposed  upon  him  by  ordi- 
nance or  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  Com- 
sion,  and  appoint,  employ,  hire  or  engage  such  other 
assistants,  aides  and  employees  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties 
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tion  of  said  Executive  Director  and  other  assistants, 
aides  and  employees  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  shall  be  paid  as  provided 
in  the  Annual  Ordinances  of  Estimates. 

(i)  The  Commission  may  also  be  authorized,  with 
the  prior  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates,  to 
employ  or  hire,  from  time  to  time,  by  contract,  con- 
sulting, planning  or  designing  engineers  or  archi- 
tects, advertising  or  promotional  agencies,  persons 
having  musical,  theatrical  or  entertaining  skills  or 
other  persons  possessing  technical  or  specialized 
skills  in  connection  with  the  duties,  powers  and 
functions  of  the  Commission. 

(j)  The  Commission  shall  be  fully  authorized  and 
empowered  to  administer  and  supervise  the  proceeds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  the  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness, including  but  not  limited  to,  the  expenditure 
and  disposition  thereof.  The  Commission  may  also 
be  empowered  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary, 
proper  or  expedient  relative  to  or  in  connection  with 
the  use,  occupancy,  control,  operation,  management, 
promotion,  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  Civic 
Center,  and  the  Commission  shall  have  such  other 
powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  and  shall  be 
subject  to  such  other  conditions  as  may  be  conferred 
or  imposed  upon  it,  from  time  to  time,  by  ordinance 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

(k)  The  Commission  may  be  empowered,  with 
the  prior  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates,  to 
establish  fees,  rentals  or  charges  for  the  use  or 
occupancy  of  the  Civic  Center,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  collect  such  fees,  rentals  or  charges  and  all  such 
collections  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  of 
Baltimore  City. 

(1)  All  contracts  or  agreements  entered  into  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  or  in 
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connection  with  the  construction,  maintenance  or 
repair  of  the  Civic  Center  and  its  facilities  shall  be 
subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  Sections  37 
and  38  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1949  Edi- 
tion) as  they  now  exist  or  as  they  hereafter  may  be 
amended. 

(m)  No  officer,  official  or  employee  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  of  any  agency  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  which  is 
vested  with  any  power  or  authority  to  be  exercised 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  become 
financially  interested  in  any  way  in  any  land  or 
property  which  may  be  acquired  for  or  in  connection 
with  the  Civic  Center. 

(n)  The  Commission  shall  exercise  all  powers  and 
authority  conferred  upon  it  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  as  it  is  now  constituted  or  as 
it  may  hereafter  be  amended. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  (a)  That  no 
part  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  certificates  of 
indebtedness  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  shall 
be  expended  until  after  the  Civic  Center  Commission 
of  Baltimore  has  submitted  its  written  recommen- 
dation, which  shall  set  forth  the  purposes  for,  and 
the  terms  and  conditions  upon,  which  each  particu- 
lar sum  of  money  is  to  be  expended,  to  the  Board 
of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more and  such  recommendation  has  been  approved 
by  the  said  Board  of  Estimates.

An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore (pursuant  to  Chapter  202  of  the  Acts  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1955)  to  issue  its  certificates  of 
indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  Forty-five  Million 
Dollars  ($45,000,000.00),  the  proceeds  of  the  same  to  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  extending,  enlarging,  developing 
and  improving  the  municipal  water  supply  and  the  water 
System  of  Baltimore  City,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
construction,  reconstruction  and  extension  of  transmission 
conduits,  tunnels,  and  distribution  mains,  the  increasing  of 
the  source  or  sources  of  supply,  the  construction  of  addi- 
tional storage  reservoirs,  additions  to  and  extensions  of 
existing  reservoirs,  the  construction  of  additional  pumping 
stations,  filter  basins  or  plants,  additions  to  and  extensions 
of  existing  pumping  stations,  filter  basins  or  plants,  any  or 
all  of  the  work  to  be  done  either  within  or  outside  of  the 
boundary  lines  of  Baltimore  City,  and  the  doing  of  all  things 
necessary,  proper  or  expedient  to  secure  a  full  and  adequate 
supply  of  water  for  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  its  inhabi- 
tants and  such  other  persons  or  other  legal  entities  as  may 
now  or  hereafter  be  lawfully  furnished  water  by  the  Mayor

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  That  the  following  amendments  to  Sec- 
tion 180 A  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
(1949  Edition),  sub-title  "Miscellaneous  Provi- 
sions", be  and  the  same  are  hereby  proposed,  to  read 
as  follows  if  adopted  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore : 

180 A.  The  official  time  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
shall  conform  to  standard  time  based  upon  the  time 
of  the  seventy-fifth  meridian,  except  that,  from  two 
o'clock  A.  M.  of  the  last  Sunday  in  April  until  two 
o'clock  A.  M.  of  the  last  Sunday  in  September  of 
each  year,  the  official  time  throughout  the  City  of 
Baltimore  shall  be  advanced  one  hour,  and  all  courts, 
public  offices,  legal  and  official  proceedings,  in  so 
far  as  the  same  are  subject  to  or  under  the  control 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  shall 
be  regulated  thereby,  and  all  time  shown  by  the 
public  clocks  shall  agree  therewith.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  That  the  following  amendments  to  Sec- 
tion 80  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  (1949 
Edition),  title  ^'Baltimore  City,"  sub-title  'Tire  De- 
partment," be  and  the  same  are  hereby  proposed,  to 
read  as  follows,  if  adopted  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

80.  FIRE  DEPARTMENT— Retirement  of  Em- 
ployees. As  to  employees  not  covered  by  the  Em- 
ployees' Retirement  System  of  the  City,  the  Board 
may  retire  from  office  in  the  Department  any 
permanent  or  call  member  thereof  who  has  become 
permanently  disabled,  while  in  the  actual  perform- 
ance of  his  duties,  from  risks  taken  in  the  perform- 
ance of  said  duties  and  not  due  to  any  wilful  mis-
